PREFACE. 


In presenting this, the really first number of the Salem Directory, 
we will say that there is a number of mistakes in it that were unavoidable, 
owing to the absence of any work of the kind as a guide. These we 
hope to avoid in the issue of the Directory for next year. There is not 
in existence an accurate map of the city and the numerous additions that 
have been made since the town was originally surveyed by the proprietor 
of “ Salem proper,” Dr. W. H. Willson. Next year we hope to present in 
our Directory an accurate map, to be made by a gentleman in every way 
competent for that business. And we ask the indulgence of our patrons 
for not presenting one this year, as it would have to be sent to San Fran¬ 
cisco to be lithographed, and this would consume more time than we could 
spare. There was, it is true, a Directory published in 1867, but none has 
been issued since. 

We have issued this Directory as a pioneer of succeeding years, and 
wish, and intend, it to be a permanent institution of this city. The com¬ 
piler of this work first arrived in Salem in the fall of 1847, and this city 
has been his place of residence ever since, though some of the time he has 
been elsewhere. 

The book is not issued for speculation but for permanency and accuracy, 
such that a future historian of Oregon could turn to its pages for correct 
information. We feel confident that this number will contain information 
that will interest all of our patrons and readers; among other things the 
History of Salem from the earliest settlement up to the time when a great 
portion were here or have means of knowing of the incidents that have 
transpired. Some things we publish may appear somewhat foreign to a 
City Directory, but they are inserted for those who were not here and 
may desire to inform others. To Rev. L. H. Judson, for his History 
of Salem, and to other gentlemen who have so generously furnished us 
accounts of incidents which happened years ago, we tender our thanks, 
and feel confident that the reading public will appreciate their labors as 
well as our humble efforts.—J. H. B.

ITS HISTORY FROM THE PATE OF ITS FIRST SETTLEMENT. 



» 

On the first day of June, 1840, fourteen 
men, with their families, and four single la 
dies, consisting of Rev. A. F. Waller and 
wife, Rev. G. Hines and wife, Rev. L. H. 
Judson and wife, Rev. Jas. Olley and wife. 
Rev. W. W. Kone and wife, Rev. J. L. Par¬ 
rish and wife, H. Campbell and wife, W. 
W. Raymond and wife. Dr. I. L. Babcock 
and wife, Rev. James Forest and wife, Rev. 
Jason Lee, Rev. Dr. Richmond, H. B. Brew¬ 
er and Geo. Abernethy; young ladies—Miss 
Orpha Lankton, now Mrs. McKinney; Miss 
Almira Phelps, now Mrs. Joseph Holman ; 
Miss C. A. Clark, now Mrs. W. H. Willson ; 
Miss — Phillips, now Mrs. W. W. Raymond, 
and Miss Maria Wair, now Mrs. Daniel Lee, 
comprising a reinforcement to the Metho¬ 
dist mission in Oregon, landed at Fort Van¬ 
couver, after a long and tedious voyage 
around Cape Horn, of nearly eight months’ 
duration. A large portion of the above 
named persons became residents of what is 
now known as Salem, and the vicinity there¬ 
of sometime during the years 1840-41. At 
the time above named, the entire Willam¬ 
ette valley lying south from the dividing 
township line between townships five and 
six of the now established public surveys, 
was without any civilized inhabitant; and 
the entire Willamette settlement consisted 
of not more than about forty men, chiefly 
with Indian wives and half-breed children, 
from what is now Butteville, on the north, 
to the aforesaid township line, on the south ; 
and all except four or five of said settlers, 
at or near the present town of Wheatland, 
and a few in Chehalem valley, were located 
on the east side of the river, within a small 

portion of the present county of Marion. 
Rev. Jason Lee, Superintendent of the mis- b 
sion, being one of the said fourteen men, ® 
had been a resident of Oregon before, and 
le:t this valley for the East in the spring of § 
1838, for the express purpose of bringing 
out the said reinforcement, which consisted ^ 
ot five itinerant ministers, two farmers, two 
carpenters, one physician, one blacksmith, o 
one cabinet maker and one book-keeper, <8 
called also mission steward, with their sev- W 
eral families, and four unmarried ladies,^- 
making in all about fifty persons, including g 
children. £ 

At the time, the said reinforcements lo- £ 
cated on the east bank of the Willamette, g 
a little above the present site of Wheat- g 
land. In the early part of July, 1840, a 
party of men (employed by the mission) be- ^ 
gan the construction of a saw-mill a little a 
north from where the wool-house of the W. ^ 
W. Manufacturing Company now stands,^ 
which mill was completed and began mak- 
ing lumber sometime in the early part of . 
1841. The first dwelling house built in the fc 1 
vicinity is the front part of the building (JJ 
which has been since 1862 the family resi- ^ 
dence of J. B. JlcClane, Esq., opposite the 
aforesaid company’s wool house, and was » 
enclosed and occupied as the residence of ^ 
two of the gentlemen connected with the 
Mission, about the last of April, 1841. In 
month of June or July, of that year, it was 
decided by Rev. Jason Lee, Superintendent 
of the Mission, to remove the Mission school 
(comprised of Indian children) from the for¬ 
mer location just above Wheatland, and to 
establish the principal base of operations at

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what is now the city of Salem. The motive 
prompting this removal was, that a large 
portion of the families connected with the 
Mission believed the former locality near 
Wheatland to be an unhealthy one, and, to 
avoid the poisonous malaria of the low bot-’ 
tom lands of the river, they counseled the 
removal of th. principal mision settlement 
to the more elevated and apparently health¬ 
ier locality of the saw-mill, and thus was 
laid the foundation settlement of the now 
beautiful and flourishing city of Salem. 

At the time of the first permanent settle¬ 
ment of Chemeketa, (the Indian name for 
the locality of Salem), there were in the 
whole Willamette valley only a few scores 
of settlers, a majority of whom were French 
Canadians, the discharged servants of the 
Hudson Bay Company. The remainder 
were Americans, English and Irish, most of 
whom were sailors, who had deserted in 
California from the vessels in which they 
had come there from Atlantic ports, and a 
few had crossed the Rocky Mountains, 
either with some fur trading expeditions or 
as independent immigrants. The Metho¬ 
dist Mission numbered about twenty men, 
with tliejr families. The first party of inde¬ 
pendent immigrants to Oregon left the fron¬ 
tier of the Western States in the summer 
of 1839, laid in their store of dried buffalo 
meat on the east sise of the mountains, win¬ 
tered on Green river, and came down the 
Columbia in the spring. Joseph Holman, 
Esq., of Salem, Francis Fletcher, and his 
former claim partner, Mr. Cook, of Yamhill 
county, Sydney Smith, of Chehalem valley, 
and Robert Shortess, of Astoria, were among 
the party, which consisted of only seven or 
eight persons. Rev. Father David Leslie, 
deceased, and Dr. W. H. Willson, deceased, 
came to Oregon three years before the large 
reinforcement which arrived in 1840. Also 
Alanson Beers, deceased, who built the 
house now owned and occupied by John F. 
Miller, Esq., of Salem; and Dr. Elijah 
White, of San Francisco, Cal., arrived here 
via Cape Horn during the summer of 1847. 

In the latter part of the summer of 1841. 
the Rev. Gustavus Hines built the house 
J. C. Grubbs Sc Co., State Street, Salem 


now owned by the Pioneer Oil Company, 
standing bet ween the oil factory and the 
railroad, and some temporary buildings of 
rough lumber (shanties, we called them) 
were built near where the tannery in East 
Salem now stands, for the temporary resi¬ 
dence of the Indian mission school, with 
their guardians and teachers. Mr. Joseph 
Holman and his lady resided with and took 
charge of the Indian youth during the win¬ 
ter of 1841-2, Mrs. Holman being one of the 
four single ladies who made part of the re¬ 
inforcement to the Mission, which arrived 
in the Willamette in June, 1840, and who 
was married to Mr. Holman during the first 
year of her residence in Oregon. 

Early in the summer of 1841, the edifice 
known as the Old University was com¬ 
menced, and so far completed early in the 
summer of 1842, that the mission school, 
with the overseers and teachers thereof, 
thenceforward occupied the same. 

In the autumn of 1841, a small party of 
immigrants, of not more than fifteen or 
twenty persons, arrived' from east of the 
mountains, among whom were two ladies, a 
Mrs. J. Walker and her sister. The hus¬ 
band of Mrs. Walker, with his wife and 
family, settled in Tualatin Plains, near 
where the eccentric hero of “ The River of 
the West,” Joe Meek, had settled the win¬ 
ter before. Mrs. Walker and sister were 
the first American ladies who had crossed 
the Rocky Mountains for the purpose of set¬ 
tling in the Willamette valley. 

In the month of February, 1842, the wife 
of Rev. Jason Lee, Superintendent of the 
Mission, died after a short illness, leaving 
an infant daughter of a few weeks old, the 
same being now the wife of Professor F. H. 
Grubbs ; Mrs. Lee being the first white per¬ 
son who died at Chemeketa, now Salem. 

Early in the year of 1842, the association 
known as the Trustees of the Oregon Insti¬ 
tute came into being. A constitution was 
adopted defining the object of the associa¬ 
tion, the education of white children, and 
also the half-breed children of white men. 
The location selected for the institution was 
on the south end of the Wallace prairie, 
German, French, Amer. Perfumeries. 


Russell & Ferry, General Agents North British and Mercantile Fire Insurance Co., for Oregon. 
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where, in the winter and spring of 1842-3 
a two-story building was built, being the 
same now owned and occupied Asahel Bush, 
Esq. W. H. Gray, Esq., previously connect¬ 
ed with the mission of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, in 
Eastern Oregon, at Wailatpu, near Walla 
Walla, superintended the erection of the 
building during ti e winter of 1842-3. 

In the autumn of 1842, an immigration j 
of one hundred and twelve .persons, chiefly I 
men with their families, arrived in the val¬ 
ley, a large portion of whom found their 
winter’s residence at or near the mission es¬ 
tablishment, at what is now Salem, or at 
the Oregon Institute, the location of which 
was about two and a half miles north by 
east from the Mission Mills. 

A considerable portion of the immigra¬ 
tion of 1842 becoming hugely disgusted 
with Oregon, started for California late in 
the spring of 1843, and on meeting an im 
migrant party from California somewhere 
in the Rogue River valley, many of whom 
were as much dissatisfied with California, 
some of the emigrants from Oregon returned 
with the party from California. A band of 
several hundred head of meat cattle were 
driven from California to Oregon by a por¬ 
tion of the party, the owners of which sail¬ 
ed from the Columbia river to California in 
the fall of 1842, in a little vessel of about 
ten tons, called “The Star of Oregon,” 
which they had built the year before, at Or¬ 
egon City. 

Thus year by year, slowly, yet surely, the 
little isolated settlement of hardy pioneers 
increased in wealth and numbers, while the 
Mission setlement, at Chemeketa, with its 
mills, and its larm at Chemewa, opposite to 
the place now called Wheatland, giving em¬ 
ployment to many who, but for such an op¬ 
portunity to earn the necessaries of life, 
must have found much greater difficulty to 
improve a claim or make a settlement, and 
was a nucleus around which were gathering 
the elements of an embryo town, which has 
grown to be the city of Salem, the capital 
of the State of Oregon; second only in 
wealth to Portland, the commercial metrop¬ 


olis, and first in educational and political 
influence in this young and vigorous State. 

In the immigration of 1842 was a man 
named Jcel Turnham, whose violent, ungov¬ 
ernable temper was manifested frequently, 
and whose tragical end will be related in 
its proper order of time. 

The immigration of 1843 far exceeded 
any that had preceded it. About three hun¬ 
dred wagons and probably nine hundred,^ 
immigrants came across the plains that g 
year, leaving their wagons at the Dalles, 'g 
where was a Mission station. The immi- £ 
grants were obliged to leave their wagons ? 
at the Dalles, and while the families came D 
down the Columbia in boats as best they « 
could, many of the men crossed their cattle g 
to the north side of the Columbia, and drove g 
them on that side of the river. Many and § 
severe were the toils of the early pioneers 0 
who first crossed the plains. This year the g 
wagon road was first opened across the Blue a 
Mountains. -j3 . 

Early in the year of 1843, the preliminary 
steps were taken toward organizing a Pro- § 
visional Government, which afterward de- § 
veloped into an organization sufficient to jg 
meet the necessities of the settlers of Ore- § 
gon in regard to municipal law, and the 
maintenance of peace and social order 
among the people. On the fourth and fifth g 
of July, in this year, a mass meeting of the g 
settlers Was convened at Champoeg, to cele- O 
brate the “ glorious Fourth,” the first regu- 
lar public celebration ever held in Oregon, ® 
and a temperance oration was delivered by 
Rev. Jason Lee, and efforts made to promote ^ 
the cause of temperance. In the afternoon 
of the fourth, and also on the fifth, the prin- g 
cipal business for which the mass-meeting K 
was called was taken up, and resulted in the 
choice of an Executive Committee of three 
to take charge of the colony, and the adopt¬ 
ing of the statutes of Iowa as our code, and 
the election of a few municipal officers, to 
meet the wants of the growing settlement., 
There had been elected, at the preliminary 
meeting, convened on the 4th of March, at 
Champoeg, the following officers: Dr. Ira 
L. Babcock, Supreme Judge; Mr. G. W. Le 


J. C. Grubbs Sc Co., State Street, Salem, Toilet Articles, Druggists’ Sundries. 
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Breton, Clerk of the Supreme Court; Joseph 
Meek, Sheriff. There had been a legislative 
committee of nine persons, who were in¬ 
structed to prepare a code, and recommend 
to a further meeting to be convened on the 
Fourth of July following, such an organi¬ 
zation as, in their judgment, they should 
judge expedient. The said legislative com¬ 
mittee met, and after being in session a few 
days, prepared their report, which was pre¬ 
sented to the mass meeting and adopted by 
it on the 4th and 5th of J uly, 1843. In ad¬ 
dition to the general officers above named, 
there were elected four magistrates and four 
constables, one of each for the upper portion 
of the Willamette settlement; one of each 
for the French Canadian settlement; one of 
each for Tualatin Plains, and one of each 
for Oregon City. The remaining officers, 
viz : the executive committee of three, the 
captain of militia, whose duty it was to en¬ 
rol or enlist a company of mounted rifle¬ 
men, for the public defense, and the treas¬ 
urer, were chosen at the final meeting on 
the fourth and fifth of July. The meeting 
refused to levy a tax to defray the expenses 
of the government, but passed a resolution 
to raise funds by subscription for that pur¬ 
pose, and provided that the officers elected, 
such as executive and legislative commit¬ 
tees and captain of militia, should receive 
pay at the rate of $1 25 per day for all time 
spent in the public service. The judicial 
officers were to be compensated by their 
fees, as provided for in the code adopted. 
So originated, by a very small beginning, 
the Provisional Government of Oregon. 

The incoming immigration, of about 
three hundred wagons and nine hundred or 
more souls, had a very extraordinarily fa¬ 
vorable autumn to make their way down 
the Columbia river,and they generally came 
into the settlements in excellent health and 
spirits. 

Late in the fall of 1843, Rev. Jason Lee 
decided to go to the States east of the 
mountains, for the purpose of securing, if 
possible, from the Congress of the United 
States a donation of land for the benefit of 
the Indian mission school in the Willamette. 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., 


The immigration was increasing from year 
to year, and Mr. Lee, as Superintendent of 
the Mission, deemed it best to make an ef¬ 
fort thus early in this behalf, before the 
land about the Mission could be claimed 
and occupied by the settlers ; and he also 
desired, in behalf of the Trustees of the 
Oregon Institute, whose agent he was, to 
obtain a donation of land where the Insti- h 
tute was located, for the benefit of the insti- « 
tution. ** 

Neither of the above mentioned objects ^ 
was ever accomplished; but while Rev. Mr. g 
Lee was on his way east. Rev. George Gary g 
was on his way here via Cape Horn, with jj§ 
instructions to close up the secular business g- 
of the Oregon Methodist Mission, sell out ® 
the mills, farms, stock and improvements jp 
belonging to the Mission and to discharge -g 
the laymen in the Service of the Mission. A 
These instructions were carried out. Rev. § 
Mr. Gary arrived in Oregon early in the £ 
summer of the year 1844, and as soon as the W 
business could be arranged, all the secular tj 
affairs of the Mission were closed up, and 3 
the Mission property sold. The Mission £ 
farm, opposite Wheatland, was sold in two £ 
parcels. Alanson Beers, farmer and black- 3 
smith to the Mission, and Joseph M. Garri- ® 
son were the purchasers. The Mission <j 
buildings and improvements at Chemeketa ® 
were sold in two parcels, and a small por- jS 
tion thereof, including the parsonage built H 
by Rev. G. Hines, in 1841, was donated by «

by the court, “ not a true bill.” So ended 
the unfortunate tragedy, and the majesty of 
the law so lately inaugurated was vindica¬ 
ted, and a desperado met his reward. 

The immigration of 1844 was as large 
or larger than that of 1843. In the year 
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of 1844, an effort was made by a party, 
among whom were Mr. Barlow, late of 
Clackamas county, and Wm. H. Rector, for¬ 
merly of Salem, to find a route for wagons 
and stock from the Dalles to the Willam¬ 
ette, passing south of Mount Hood. The 
party came into the settlements nearly fam¬ 
ished, having been compelled to leave their 
wagons in the mountains. The next year 
Mr. Barlow and others having obtained from 
the Legislature a charter for constructing a 
toll road through the mountains, opened the 
road afterwards known as the Barlow or 
Old Immigrant road. During the years of 
1844 and 1845, the settlement extended 
southwards as far as the bottom lands of the 
Santiam river, a few miles north and west 
of the present town of Jefferson. 

Dr. Wm. H. Willson, afterward known as 
the proprietor of the town of Salem, came 
from the United States in 1836, and arrived 
in Oregon in 1837. He resided at or near 
where Olympia, W. T., now stands, from 
1840 to 1842, then removed to Oregon City, 
and remained there till 1844; then came to 
the Oregon Institute, with his wife, Mrs. C. 
A. Willson, in the autumn of 1844. Mrs. 
Willson was teacher of the Institute School, 
and her husband became, the same year, 
joint purchaser and proprietor of the Che- 
meketa Mills at (now) North Salem. The 
Doctor was not a medical student in the 
Eastern States, but soon after his arrival in 
Oregon, he used the opportunity which a 


a special election appointed by law for that 
purpose, and then adjourned till after the 
voice of the people should have been ex¬ 
pressed upon the proposed amendments. 

In the first organic law, the Legislature

The people, by a handsome majority, _ 
sanctioned both the proposed amendments, g 
One of the voters at Chemeketa precinct put 55 
in a ballot written on one side, “ regulate,” ^ 
and on the opposite side, in the same hand- ** 
writing were the words, “more whisky.” o 
Although the people sanctioned the change 3 
and called for prohibitory liquor law, yet W 
the Legislature, by a majority of one vote, ^ 
refused to pass the prohibitory law which g 
the people required. ^ 

At the election following the change in ft, 
the organic law in regard to the Executive, of 
Hon. Geo. Abernethy, now a resident of § 
Portland, was elected Governor for two 
years. © 

The immigration of 1845 was larger than 
either of the pre.eding, numbering proba-pj 
bly 1,200 souls; and as the population ^

that the time had come for the laying off a £ 
town at Chemeketa, which was done in the 
early part of the year 1846, including in the 
town survey only that part of Salem lying a 
between Church street on the east, and the ® 
river on the west. The only building then jjj 
standing within the limits of the first town 
survey is the one now occupied as the North 
Star Saloon, which stood a little to the 
north and east of its present location. It 
was built by L. H. Judson, in 1843, as a 
family residence, and was occupied as such 
till late in 1844, and soon after the decease 
of Mrs. Almira Judson, his wife, which oc- 


(afterward Indian Agent, so-called, of the 
United States in Oregon) afforded him to 
study medicine, and the Doctor continued to 
attend calls upon the sick, until a more 
thoroughly educated class of physicians ar¬ 
rived in the country, which was not until 
1846, when Dr. Willson desisted from the 
practice of medicine. 

The Legislature of the Provisional Gov¬ 
ernment elected in 1845 revised the organic 
law, and having made provision for the elec¬ 
tion of a Governor, instead of the triple ex¬ 
ecutive in the original organization. Said 
Legislature also provided for submitting 
their proposed amendments to the people at

In the immigration of 1.845 was a man by 
the name of Stephen Meek, a brother of Joe 
Meek, of grizzly bear and Rocky Mountain 
fame, whe undertook to pilot a part of the 
immigration of that year from Snake river, 
at the mouth of/the Malheur, by a shorter 
and more direct 1 route than the immigrant 
trail across the desert and the Cascade range 
to the Upper Willamette, lie professed to 
be well acquainted with the country, and 
told the immigrants that by following his 
lead he would take them to the Willamette 
by the time that they could reach the Dalles 
by the other route.. A part, perhaps one- 
fourth, of the immigration followed him on 
to his cut-off, and after wandering in a 
south-westerly course long enough to find 
out that Meek had deceived them,and knew 
nothing of the country he proposed to lead 
them through, until their provisions were 
exhausted, and they were reduced to poor 
beef, straight, he (Meek) was obliged to flee 
from the exasperated and betrayed party, 
who came in at last to the Dalles, some six 
weeks or more behind those who kept the 
old route, through Powder river and the 
Grande Ronde Valleys to the Columbia 
river. 

In the winter of 1845-6, the section of 
land held as belonging to the Oregon Insti¬ 
tute having been considered in jeopardy, or 
in danger of being jumped, an arrange¬ 
ment was made by four surrounding claim¬ 
ants or settlers, who were each holding and 
occupying under the laws of Oregon a sec¬ 
tion of land, by which the said claimants 
abandoned each a portion of the outer ex¬ 
tremities of their respective land claims, 
and by so reducing the said four surrounding 
sections to about three and five-sixths sec¬ 
tions, leaving one section for the benefit of 
the Oregon Institute, and the parsonage 
claim lying east from the Institute section ; 
and when the lines ot said tract were es¬ 
tablished, a partnership claim of four per¬ 
sons, viz., H. B. Brewer, David Leslie, W. 
H. Willson and L. H. Judson, was recorded 
in the office of the Provisional Government

Recorder, including the aforesaid 740 acres 
as the property of the Trustees of the Insti- 
• tute, and of the society of the church, as a 
parsonage. *

| The 4th of J uly, 1846, was celebrated in 
! a style highly creditable to the people. The 
j Oregon Rangers were out in full force, and 
marched to the campmeeting stand, where 
! prayer was offered by Rev. David Leslie, the 
Declaration of Independence was read by 
J. S. Smith, and an oration delivered by W. 
G. T’Vault. The account states that it 

rained heavily that day. Col. T’Vault’s ad¬ 
dress was published in the Oregon Spec- 
tatw. 

In the summer of 1846, the town survey 
was made, as before stated, and the name 
was given to it which it now bears. 

Dr. Wm. H. Willson, late in the fall of 
1846, built a dwelling house for his own 
j family residence, near where the Salem 
I flouring mills now stand, which is the same 
I building /now standing in the rear of the 
, Practical Chemists Sc Pharmaceutists.

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smith’s shop, opposite to the Union Hotel, 
and is occupied as a wagon shop. 

In the autumn of 1846, Re\p J. L. Parrish 
bought from the owners of the Chemeketa 
Mills the possessory right to a piece of 
about thirty-four acres of land, and built a 
dwelling thereon, at which place he and his 
family have continued to reside until the 
present time. 

The immigration in 1849 was larger than 
in any former year, and the country now 
comprising the counties of Marion, Linn, 
Polk and Benton was rapidly filling up, and 
the prospects for the speedy growth of tlie 
embryo town just surveyed out at Salem 
were supposed to be encouraging. 

The immigration, as in 1845, came into 
the Willamette valley by two routes, the 
larger portion thereof coming by the old 
route down Snake liver and the Columbia, 
but a large minority arrived very late, and 
after much privation and suffering, having 
come in by the newly discovered southern 
route via Humboldt river and Klamath Lake, 
crossing the Siskiyou mountains into Rogue 
river valley, finally becoming nearly used 
up in the canyon just beyond Canyonville, 
where many of them lost their teams, and 
were reduced to the very verge of starva¬ 
tion. This party followed the route just 
discovered by an exploring party from the 
Willamette, headed by Hon. Jessee Apple- 
gate, who met the immigration near Fort 
Hall, and induced a portion to follow the 
newly discovered route. The disasters that 
overtook them in the Canyon would not 
have befallen them had they been a week 
earlier in reaching and passing that terrible 
place. A small party, the foremost, came 
' through with but little danger or suffering, 
but when the bulk of the party came up, 
the rains had so swelled the streams that 
nearly all lost their teams, wagons and pro¬ 
visions, and barely escaping, came out into 
the Umpqua valley destitute and forlorn, 
and but for assistance furnished by the citi¬ 
zens of the Willamette, many must have 
perished. After some months of severe pri¬ 
vation, finally all reached the land of plen. 
ty by the close of the year. Among those

who came in this year by the new route, 
were Judge J. Quinn Thornton, formerly of 
Albany, and Virgil K. Pringle, and James 
Campbell, residing in Marion county, in the 
vicinity of Salem. 

A few lots of the newly surveyed town of 
Salem were sold at auction, payment to be 
made therefor in wheat the year after the ^ 
sale, but none of the lots'so sold were im- g 
proved or built upon for some years after- Eh 
ward.

upon the claim, and on final settlement that E 
he would divide with said Trustees all un- h 
sold land or lots, retaining himself one-third <8 
and conveying as good a title as he should sg 
receive from the United States to the said S 
Trustees, of two-thirds of all lots or land g 
so divided with the said Trustees. This 
contract was signed by Dr. Willson, but not 
by his wife, and after the Congress of the 
United States had passed the donation act 
giving to the claimant’s wife one half of 
his claim in her own right, Mrs. Willson re¬ 
fused on her part, to convey to the Trustees 
of the Institute but a small portion of the 
, Drugs, Chemicals, Patent medicines. 
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two-thirds of her individual portion of said 
claim. 

The immigration of 1847 all came in in 
pretty good season, excepting a few of those 
coming in by the old route, who tamed at 
Wailetpu, Dr. Whitman’s Mission station, 
and among that part of the immigration, 
the measles in a pretty severe form, prevail¬ 
ed. The disease was communicated to the 
Indians, and was, perhaps, the immediate, 
exciting cause of the terrible massacre of 
Dr. Marcus Whitman and wife, and every 
other Protestant male immigrant or citizen 
of the United States residing or staying in 
that vicinity, except a few who were fortu¬ 
nate enough to hide away from the infuri¬ 
ated savage ; while every papist or son of 
a papist, escaped unharmed, and all the fe¬ 
males and children belonging to said fami¬ 
lies were held as prisoners by the Indians 
until rescued through the aid of prominent 
gentlemen connected with the Hudson Bay 
Company, whose principal post was at Van¬ 
couver, W. T. 

The portion of the immigration which 
came in by the southern or Applegate route, 
all came in safely with their teams and 
stock in good condition, and on learning 
that the immigration of 1846 had suffered 
so terribly in the Canyon, some of them de¬ 
clared that they had seen no canyon on the 
route. 

Soon after the massacre at Wailetpu, the 
Legislature of Oregon convened, and steps 
were taken to raise a regiment of volun¬ 
teers to go up and punish those Indian mur¬ 
derers for their horrid cruelty, in butchering 
without provocation our fellow-citizens, and 
by the first part of January, 1848, about 
four hundred men, including teamsters, 
were on their way to the scene of the mas¬ 
sacre, commanded by Col. Cornelius Guil- 
laim, of Polk county, who was elected to 
command the little band of Oregon braves 
who responded to their country’s call, and 
imperilled their lives for the defense of their 
country and for the chastisement of the 
murderous savages who had so wantonly 
imbrued their hands in the blood of their 
innocent and unsuspecting victims. 

J. C. Grubbs & Co., State st., Salem, pu 
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Col. Gilliam was fated never to return. 
He was shot, as it was alleged, by the acci¬ 
dental discarge of his musket, while taking 
the same from a wagon, with the muzzle 
toward him. This was the report of the 
teamster who was in his company. His re¬ 
mains were brought to his home and buried. 
His Private Secretary, acting also as Assist¬ 
ant Adjutant to the Colonel, J. B. McClane, 
Esq., returned to the Willamette with the 
Colonel’s deceased body, and did not return 
again to the seat of war. This was in the 
month of April, 1848. 

After a few more efforts to capture the 
principal Indians engaged in that massacre, 
our little army returned home, without hav¬ 
ing brought the principal murderers to their 
merited doom. Five of the principal Indi¬ 
ans who instigated and engaged in that 
scene of blood were afterwards captured by 
a Xez Perce ci ief, and given up to the au¬ 
thorities here, and hung by U. S. Marshal 
Joe Meek, in June, 1850. 

In the summer of 1848, Mr. Thomas Cox, 
an immigrant of 1847, who came in by the 
Barlow route, and brought in a small stock 
of dry goods, and engaged in merchandiz¬ 
ing, the first in Salem, during the winter of 
1847-8), selected the northeast corner of 
Commercial and Ferry streets, in Salem, and 
built a two-story house upon it, which was 
used by him as a store and dwelling during 
the time of his residence in Salem. His 
was the first building put up in Salem afier 
the town was surveyed. Afterward a two- 
story house, built by Thomas Powell, black¬ 
smith, about onp block west from Commer¬ 
cial street, was removed, and placed in the 
rear of the one built by Mr. Cox, and these 
two buildings formed the old Union Hotel, 
which was burned, with nearly all the 
buildings in that block, a few years since. 

In the summer of 1848, the wonderful 
gold excitement arose in Oregon, and by 
the middle or last of September nearly ev¬ 
ery able-bodied man or boy above eighteen 
years of age, in Oregon, and some under 
that age, took their departure for the gold 
fields of California.

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1848-9, was nearly suspended, and but lor 
the new immigration, which was somewhat 
diminished by reason of the turning off of i 
a large portion thereof toward California, \ 
from the vicinity of Fort Hall, those who | 
wished to hire laborers to carry forward the | 
industrial interests of this valley could not I 
have found laborers to perform the farming | 
and mechanical business of the country. 

On the opening of the spring and summer 
of 1849, many of the gold seekers returned, 1 
nearly all successful. A few whose health 
had failed them there, and a very few oth- j 
ers, returned without having met with i 
much success, but the large amount of 
the shining dust brought back soon gave a 
new impulse to business, and prices of eve- J 
ry kind of merchandise and produce soon \ 
advanced to a very high figure. 

J. B. McClane, one of the owners of the 
North Salem mills, went to the gold fields, I 
taking with him Leonard B. Judson, son of J 
L. H. Judson, a boy sixteen years of age, j 
and in May, 1849, returned with goods pur¬ 
chased in San Francisco, costing there about j 
$2,500, which, in a very few months, sold j 
for more than $6,000, cash in hand, still j 
leaving a considerable portion of the same 
on hand. This was the second stock of j 
goods opened in Salem. 

In the latter part of the summer of 1849, 
the third stock of goods was brought to Sa¬ 
lem, by David Carter, who returned from 
California with a small stock of merchan¬ 
dise, having been quite successful in gold 
hunting, and entered into a partnership with 
Joseph Holman, Esq., in the mercantile busi¬ 
ness. Carter soon returned to California, 
to purchase an additional stock of goods, 
and returned late in the fall with the new 
stock. The vessel ran on to a sand-spit 
about four or five miles below Astoria, and 
was detained at least two weeks before she 
could be got off. Carter was so much wor¬ 
ried by reason of the detention, and by hear¬ 
ing that his family were very sick, that he 
became insane, and, although he was in 
some measure capable of attending to busi¬ 
ness, he soon committed suicide by hanging 
himself in a thicket, about one-third of a

Joseph Lane, as Governor, arrived at Oregon C 
City, (and was accompanied by Joseph L. 
Meek as U. S. Marshal,) having been appoint- ^ 
ed in August preceding by President Polk | 
to the respective offices, and immediately ft, 
preceded by proclamation of Gov. Lane, is¬ 
sued March 3d, to put in operation the Gov¬ 
ernment of the Territory of Oregon. Gov. 
George Aberenthy, the Executive of the 
Provisional Government immediately sur¬ 
rendered into the hands of the newly ar- 
German, French, Amer. Perfumeries. 
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rived Governor the records of the Provisional 
Government, and thus terminated the incip¬ 
ient organization which had heen in success¬ 
ful operation nearly six years. 

About the first of April of this year a band 
of Klamath Indians came into the Willam¬ 
ette valley as they were accustomed to do 
for years before, to trade for salmon of the 
Molallie Indians. They established their 
camp on the Abiqua creek, but were not there 
long before they commenced a series of dep¬ 
redations, such as burning houses, killing 
stock, and using threatening language and 
jestures. The whites warned them several 
times to leave, but that merely made the 
Indians more insolent, and as a last resort, 
the setlers met at a certain place, and on the 
20th of June attacked the camp. The fight 
was a running one, but resulted in total anihi- 
lation of the male portion of the band. The 
women portion that escaped the white bul¬ 
lets, immediately started for their own coun¬ 
try, and have never returned. 

Business and population continued to in¬ 
crease during the year 1849, and in March 
1850, the stock in trade of David Carter, de¬ 
ceased partner of Joseph Holman, was sold 
at auction by Virgil K. Prinsle, administra¬ 
tor of Carter’s estate. Up to this time, and 
for a short time thereafter all the transpor¬ 
tation of merchandise on the Willamette 
river was performed in keel boats or bat- 
teaux, and it was not till the winter of 1851- 
2 , that a steamboat was completed and com¬ 
menced running on the Willamette above 
the falls at Oregon City. The first steam¬ 
boat on the Columbia and lower Willamette 
rivers, was built in 1850, and commenced 
running that autumn called the Columbia. 
The first one which ran on the upper Wil¬ 
lamette; excepting a very small one called 
the Hosier was the Multnomah which was 
brought out from the eastern States, the hull 
having been fitted there, and put together 
at Canemah, and after running a year or 
so on the upper Willamette, was taken over 
the portage at Oregon City, and since then 
has been running on the waters below. 
Other steamboats were soon built for the 
upper'Willamette trade, among which the 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, Salem. 


principal ones were the Canemah,^regon, 
Willamette, and the Portland. The Wil¬ 
lamette was taken over the portage and af¬ 
terwards taken to California and sold. The 
Portland was taken over the falls during an 
extremely high water some years after. 

In the month of February, 1850, the pro¬ 
prietors of the North Salem land claim, L. H. 
Judson, and J. B. McClane, laid out and re¬ 
corded a town called North Salem, which 
contained twenty-nine blocks whole and 
fractional; and Dr. Wm. H. Willson also 
laid out that portion of Salem, lying east of 
Church street and north of State street as 
far east as Capital street. 

The influx of gold from the California 
mines during the four years 1849 to 1853, 
inclusive, gave an impulse to business gene¬ 
rally, and the great demand for Oregon ba¬ 
con, and some portion of the time for Oregon 
wheat and flour caused those articles of farm 
produce (as also live hogs,chickens and eggs, 
shipment to California,) to run up at times 
to almost fabulous prices; flour selling in 
the winter of 1852-3, from $28 to $40 per 
barrel, and wheat at one time as high at $6 
per bushel. Wheat that was bought in at 
the North Salem Mills in the autum of 1851 
at $1 per bushel, on being ground into flour 
sold as high as $18 to $20 per barrel. 

A consequent almost reckless enlargement ©

Boon having died about four or five years 
before. McClane had received his patent 
from the U. S. Land Office at Washington 
City, in 1861, and the suit in the Courts of 
Oregon, was removed to the Supreme Court 
of the United States, commenced in 1861, 
and nearly eight years afterwards, was closed 
by compromise as above stated, leaving to 
the Boon heirs less property probably than 
the amount Boon had expended in litigation, 
and to McClane, equally as heavy loss.— 


On the 13th of January, 1851, the Legis¬ 
lative Assembly of Oregon, passed a law re¬ 
moving the Capital to Salem. The law was 
declared void by Judges Nelson and Strong 
and the Governor, John P. Gaines. A reso¬ 
lution introduced in Congress by Joseph 
Lane of Oregon, confirmed the law as passed 
by the Legislative Assembly, and settled 
the question. The session of 1851-2 was 
held in the old Willamette University. The.

During the month of June, the Oregon 
Statesman was removed from Oregon City 
to this place, and that was really the first 
paper ever published in this city, although 
a small sheet had been published here dur¬ 
ing the session of the Legislature. It was 
called the “ Vox Popvli,” and was a bur¬ 
lesque sheet, and issued from the press that 
had been sent here to do the Legislative 
printing with. The Statesman office was in 
a two-story house belonging to Hon J. W. 
Nesmith, and stood on the corner of Front 
and Trade streets. 

The 4th of July was this year celebrated 
in grand style. The oration was delivered 
by E. M. Barnum, and a great barbecue was 
held in the vacant block east of Commercial 
and between Bellevue and Oak streets. 

A writ of habeas corpus was issued by the 
attorneys of Robert Holmes (colored) against 
his former owner, Nat. Ford, who lived in 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, Salem,

Polk county, to obtain his three children, 
whom he claimed to be free in this country. 
The case was argued before the Chief Jus¬ 
tice, Geo. H. Williams, who, on examining 
the law, gave the children to Holmes. This 
act of Judge Williams’ caused considerable 
excitement at the time, and the matter was 
pretty freely handled on all sides. 

The first stage line that passed through h 
Salem to carry the mail and passengers, ® 
was started by Messrs. Dupuis & Mall, who ^ 
ran the line for a few months, and then sold ^ 
out to Messrs. Ray & Danforth, who soon ® 
developed it into a profitable business. The g 
termini of the line were Champoeg and ^ 
Marysville, the latter now Corvallis.' - 

On August 9th, as the steamboat Cane- ® 
mah was going down the river from Cham- jjjj 
poeg to Canemah, her boiler exploded, and 
scalded three men. One by the name of Hoi- ^ 
croft, who was 2d engineer, died that night, g 
but the other two finally recovered. The 2 
damage amounted to about $4,000. ® 


The steamboat Willamette was launched'd 
and was started out that fall. She was « 
built on the Mississippi style, and was by far g 
the finest boat ever run on the upper Wil- 
lamette, but drew so much water that she -3 
could run conveniently only when the water ® 
was at a high stage.

August 12th the Rogue Rivers and other W 
Indian tribes in Souther Oregon commenced c 
hostilities against the whites. Among the K 
first victims were John R. Hardin, a mem- c 
her of the Legislature, and Dr. Rose, a citi- g 
zen widely known, and of considerable abil- w 
ity. The Indians in a few days scattered 
terror and dismay through that portion of *3 
the Territory. 

During this year the census of Marion f£j 
county was taken by the county assessor, 
and the total number of inhabitants was as

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At the call of the Governor, Geo. L. Car¬ 
ry, a company was organized in Salem, to 
go to the assistance of Southern Oregon. 
They elected their own officers, as follows: 
Captain, J. W. Nesmith; 1st Lieutenant, 
L. F. Grover; 2d Lieutenant, Win. K. Beale. 
The entire command consisted of forty 
men. This company was in several engage¬ 
ments. 

During the summer, the subject of chang¬ 
ing the name of Salem was talked of. 
Among the names proposed were “ Woro- 
noco,” “Multnomah,” "Chemeketa,” but the 
old name was finally retained. 

Governor John W. Davis, the newly ap¬ 
pointed Governor of Oregon, arrived on the 
1st of December, 1853, and was met on 
board the steamer Willamette. The ad¬ 
dress of greeting was delivere 1 by Judge 
Williams, and the Governor was then es¬ 
corted up town by the citizens. Governor 
Davis remained in Oregon less than a year, 
when he resigned and went home. 

The house now occupied by the Catholic 
Sisters for a school was built by the Metho- 
Protestant Church and the Masonic Frater¬ 
nity. About the time it was fairly enclosed, 
a strong wind blew it down, but the dam¬ 
age was not over $1,000. The house was 
speedily rebuilt, and used for several years 
afterwards by the different societies. 

On the 18th of January, 1854, the ill-fated 
Gazelle was launched by the Willamette 
Falls Canal, Milling and Transportation 
Company, and after making but a few trips 
she exploded her boiler, on the morning of 
the 8th of April, while lying at the land¬ 
ing at Canemah, scattering destruction and 
death on all. The steamer was a complete 
wreck, so that her hull sank where she was 
tied. By this terrible accident, twenty-five 
persons were instantly killed, and twenty 
or thirty wounded, several of whom after¬ 
ward died. Every town along the river was 
represented at this harvest of death, and 
the disaster cast a gloom over the entire 
Territory. We republish the list of killed 
and wounded as then published in the pa¬ 
pers;

A Coroner’s inquest was held over the 
persons killed, and to ascertain the cause of

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the calamitous explosion. The following is 
one section of their report: , 

“ First. —That it resulted from the gross 
and culpable negligence of the lst Engineer, 
Moses Toner, in knowingly carrying more 
steam than was safe, and neglecting to keep 
sufficient water in the toilers.” 

By order from Washington, the Surveyor 
General C. E. Gardner, moved his office to 
Salem. The office for a while was kept in the 
Bennett House. 

The Marion County Agricultural Society 
was organized by electing Gov.. John W. 
Davis, President, and J. G. Wilson, Secre¬ 
tary. This Society held several fairs, and 
for sometime was an active and energetic 
organization, but becoming involved in debt, 
the Society sold its land to Marion county, 
which transferred it to the State Agricultu¬ 
ral Society on the pledge that they would 
hold annual Fairs for fifteen consecutive 
years, and if the Society failed to perform 
their part of the contract, the land should 
revert to Marion county. The Society so 
far have fulfilled their part of the contract. 

In the month of April, 1856, Dr. Wm. H. 
Willson, proprietor of the University section 
of land upon which the town of Salem is lo¬ 
cated, died very suddenly. He had been 
suffering more or less for some months, but 
not so much as to confine him to his house, 
and on the morning of the day of his death, 
walked from his residence on Capital street 
opposite the old University building, down 
into the business part of town. His health 
was no worse that morning than it had been 
for some months, and he appeared lively and 
full of mirth as usual, and while sitting in 
a chair in W. K. Smith’s store, on Ferry 
street, nearly opposite the Salem Flouring 
Mills, he suddenly became lifeless, and was 
soon carried to his home. 

' Dr. Willson was 51 years of age at the 
time of his death. He had been raised in 
Northern New York, near Lake Champlain, 
reared up to steady industry, was a cooper 
by trade in the Atlantic States, and had been 
one voyage on a whale ship as cooper in the 
Pacific ocean, before he embarked at New 
York in 1886 for Oregon. He left the At-

In tlie summer of 1836, the Willamette ! 
Woolen Manufacturing Company built their j 
factory at North Salem. The building was 
less than half of the present factory building. I 
The company also opened their race from the j 
Santiam river to Mill creek during August, 
1856. The project of bringing water to Sa¬ 
lem from the Santiam originated many 
years before, and in the summer of 1850, the 
proprietors of the North Salem Mills com¬ 
menced opening a race for that purpose, but 
the work was stopped by a mob from Santi¬ 
am City and the neighborhood of Jefferson, 
and from the vicinity of Mill creek below 
the proposed race. The North Salem Mill 
owners expanded in that effort hundred dol¬ 
lars, when their operations were thus sum- 
marely suspended by what all unprejudiced 
persons now see, was a blind and suicidal 
action of a mob. 

At the celebration of the fourth of July, 
Hon. Geo. H. Williams delivered the oration, 
and the attendance was larger than ever 
was at tMs place before. The marshal of 
the day was E. M. Barhum, assisted by Geo. 
K. Sheil. 

Early in the spring of this year, the State 
House was built. 

In the fall, the Snake Indians murdered a 
train of immigrants, near Fort Boise, and 
Acting Governor Geo. L. Curry issued a 
proclamation calling out the volunteers. 
For the purpose of carrying on tMs war, the 
Governor commissioned the following gen¬ 
tlemen : J. W. Nesmith, Brig. Gen. Com¬ 
manding ; Geo. K. SMel, Adjutant; John 
McCraken, Asst. Qr. M’r Gen.; Victor Trev- 
itt, Com. of Sub. and Qr. M’r. Several com¬ 
panies of volunteers were raised, and com¬ 
manded by officers of their own election. 
Capt. Charles Bennett commanded the first 
company that was raised in this county. 
The regular United States officers who were 
stationed at different points in the Territory, 
refused to serve under volunteer officers, 
and the Territorial officers were refused 
munitions of war from the arsenal at Fort 
Vancouver, which, of course, caused consid-

erable excitement, and resulted in a great 
deal of ill feeling toward the regular army 
officers. This unfortunate state of affairs 
hampered the efforts of both branches of 
the government, as the volunteers refused 
to serve under the regular officers. 

The Legislative Assembly met in the new 
State House, although it was yet unfinished, 
and held one session, when they moved the 
Capital to Corvallis. The Comptroller and ^ 
Treasury Department, however, ordered the § 
Governor to remove to Salem. The Legis- ^ 
lature met in Corvallis, for a few days, and £ 
then adjourned, to meet in Salem. This ^ 
body occupied the State House only a few O 
days when it was burned down, undoubted- ® 
ly by an incendiary. From this disaster, a 
Oregon has not yet fully recovered to the ^ 
present time, as a costly building, happily a 
arranged in all of its departments, was be- ro 
ing erected by the Federal Government, and jg 
would have answered the purpose for which g 
it was intended, for years to come.

By a law which was enacted by the Leg- S 
islature of Oregon, the delegates elected the jjj 
June before, met in Salem during the « 
month of August, 1857, and framed the <?

Probably £ 
no other body of the same number of men jjj 
ever assembled in this State, that possessed 6 
an equal amount of talent, or did as much f*' 
work as did this body. The members of 8 
this Convention met to work, and as they *** 
received no pay, no time was thrown away ^ 
in long winded speeches. It may seem « 
strange, but the journals of that Conven- <S 
tion have never been published. K 

During the summer of 1859, Mr. B. M. 
DurellSIsaw mill was accidentally burned 
down. It was situated on Water street, be¬ 
tween State and Court streets. 

About the 1st of December, 1861, the 
most disastrous flood that ever occurred in 
Oregon was experienced. The Willamette 
river swept every mill, warehouse and 
dwelling house, from the mouth of the 
cfeek on Mill street, north and west of 
German, French, Amer. ^perfumeries. 
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Front. The river covered all of Salem from 
where Commercial street bridge now stands 
up to the corner of the University reserva¬ 
tion, and there was a broad stream of water 
extending west of Capt. J. F. Miller’s resi¬ 
dence to the corner of G. W. Gray’s brick 
building. The water was sufficiently deep, 
near the court house, to swim a horse. 

The flood destroyed a great quantity of 
property in Salem. B. M. Durelle had a 
fine steam saw-mill washed away ; Brown 
& Rector lost a cider manufactory; and a 
warehouse containing a vast amount of 
wheat, apples and other produce was swept 
away. Hundreds of horses, cattle and oth¬ 
er stock were drowned throughout the val¬ 
ley, and many persons lost their lives, and 
entire farms were swept clear of every ves¬ 
tige of improvement. The steamer Enter¬ 
prise, if we remember aright, came up the 
river to render assistance to any and all who 
might be found. When the boat arrived at 
this place, she had on board several persons 
who had been taken off house-tops and trees 
where they had climbed for safety. Two 
young men by the name of Chitwood were 
drowned a short distance below town. 

The great flood was not confined to Ore¬ 
gon alone, but at the same time California 
and Washington Territory were suffering 
the same disasters. The First Oregon Cav¬ 
alry was raised during December and Janu¬ 
ary. The Company raised in Salem was 
commanded by E. J. Harding, and was mus¬ 
tered into the United States service Decem¬ 
ber 12th, 1861. This was the second com¬ 
pany of the regiment. 

The city of Salem was incorporated by 
an act of the Legislature, and the first elec¬ 
tion was held on the first Monday in Decem¬ 
ber, 1860. Hon. Lucien Heath was elected 
the first Mayor. There had been an attempt 
to incorporate the city two years before, but 
for some cause the bill failed. 

The Salem Light Battery was organized, 
by electing the following officers: Captain, 
A. J. Riely ; 1st Lieutenant, James Warner; 
3d Lieutenant, John Woodbury. This com¬ 
pany received two six-pounder brass field 


pieces from the State of Oregon, and kept 
an active organization for more than a year. 

On June 23d, the Marion County Agricul¬ 
tural Society was held on their Fair Grounds 
during this week. R. Williams delivered 
the annual address. 

About 3 o’clock in the morning of May 
10th, 1863, occurred the most destructive 
fire ever known in the city. The fire broke 
out in the rear of Byrne’s Saloon, and was ^ 
undoubtedly the work of an incendiary. § 
Following are the names of the principal +5 
losers: Young & Freeman, of the Uniong. 
Hotel, $7,000; P. D. Palmer, $1,500; John j 
Byrne, 5,000; Louis Byrne, $5,000; JohnO 
Taylor, $400 ; Gilbert & Fletcher, $500 ; N. « 
Cohen, $1,000 ; J. B. & M. Hirsch, $600; N. g 
Fish, $400, crockery smashed in removing j3 
it; barber shop $500. Mitchell & Co., Me.- J 
Credy and others lost something in damage ^ 
to goods. 

During the year 1864, considerable excite- a 
ment existed in this city relative to the San- £ 
tiam mines. Companies were organized, 2 
and stock sold rapidly, at high rates. g 

At the June election, 1864, the question of § 
permanently locating the seat of govern¬ 
ment for this State was submitted to a vote 
of the people. The three principal towns 
that were candidates for that honor were 
Salem, Portland and Eugene City. The 
vote was as follows: 

Salem!.6,108 

Portland. 3,864 

Eugene City. 1,588 

All other places. 577 

Majority for Salem. 79 

J. H. D. Henderson and James K. Kelly 
were candidates for Congress. The follow¬ 
ing are the votes cast in the State: Hender¬ 
son, 8,759 ; Kelly, 5,996. Majority for Hen¬ 
derson, 2,643. 

Wednesday, July 20th, 1864, the corner 
stone of the new University building was 
laid. The religious exercises and addresses 
were at the M. E. Church, and consisted of 
singing, under direction of Hon. S. E. May ; 
hymn read by Rev. D. Rutlegge ; prayer,by 
Rev. Wm. Roberts ; a historical sketch, by 
Rev. Gustavus Hines, and an address by

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Governor Gibbs. A procession was formed, 
and marched to the foundation, when the 
different articles were contributed to be de¬ 
posited in the corner stone as follows: A 
historical sketch of the University, by Rev. 
Gustavus Hines; a certified copy of the 
charter, by S. E. May ; certificate of schol¬ 
arship, by Rev. A. F. Waller; sentiment 
and autograph, by S. Ellsworth; sentiment, 
by Gov. Gibbs; copy of the Daily Statesman, 
by C. N. Terry ; specimens of postal curren¬ 
cy, by Thomas Rowley, W. R. Crump and 

I. R. Moores; memorial, by J. Quinn Thorn¬ 
ton, in relation to a medal awarded to the 
discoverer of the Columbia river; P. 0. Ad¬ 
vocate, by A. F. Waller; Daily Oregonian 
and Oregon Sentinel, by I. R. Moores; Ore¬ 
gon Spectator, May 14tli, 1856, by Rev. D. 
Leslie; catalogue for 1864; by-laws of San- 
tiam Gold and Silver Mining Company, by 
A. L. Buckingham; fractional currency, by 
Geo. H. Jones and J. H. Moores; portraits, 
by E. O. Smith and W. C. Whitson ; closing 
sentiment, by Gov. Gibbs: photograph of 
Bishop Janes, by Mrs. Waller; Address, by 
C. H. Hall; paper, containing the names Of 
Rev. G. Hines, Lydia Hines and Julia M. 
Bryant, (now Mrs. Terry), the first white 
persons who settled on the Salem prairie, 
and the name of Lucy A. M. Lee, (now Mrs. 
Grubbs,) the first white child born in Salem. 
After the articles were deposited, the stone 
was sealed by Rev. David Leslie. 

On Saturday, 23d of July, 1864, a fire 
broke out in the Mansion House, on the 
south-east corner of Liberty and State sts., 
and burned the entire block east on State 
street, to Geo. Shiel’s office, which was the 
only building left uninj ured. The follow¬ 
ing are the names of those who lost proper¬ 
ty ; J. D. Smith, $5,000; J. G. Wilson, $500 ; 
G. V. Marshall, $1,600; D, Kronenberger, 
$1,700. Total, $7,800. This included only 
the losses of real estate owners. 

In April, 17th, 1865, a fire was kindled in 
the rear of Plamondon’s Saloon, and in a 
short time the entire block between Hol¬ 
man’s brick, on Ferry street, and Griswold’s 
block, on the corner of State’ and G'ommer-

cial street, was in ruins. The loss was near¬ 
ly $20,000. 

This fire was undoubtedly the work of an 
incendiary. There was at that time but one 
fire engine in town, with a very limited 
supply of water at hand. The owners of 
the real estate thus suddenly cleared off, im¬ 
mediately commenced to rebuild, but erect¬ 
ed brick buildings, far more valuable than b 
those burned down. ® 

A few days after the assassination of Pres- ^ 
ident Lincoln, the obsequies were celebrated u 
by a large concourse of people. The ad- 8 
dress was delivered by Rev. Wm. Roberts, g * 

At the firing of guns on the reception of m 
the news of the capture of Charlston, a gun g 
prematurely discharged, injuring Beverly ® 
Waller and Charles Pleasant. The latter lost $ 
his sight entirely, and the former was serf- -p 
ously burned. • a 

Geo. Beal and Geo. Baker, in January of g 
this year, murdered Daniel Delany, Sr. who 2 
lived about ten miles east of south of Sa- w 
lem. The murderers were arrested soon af- d 
ter the commission of the crime, were tried § 
and convicted, and executed, May 15tli, g 
1865, in this city. fc 

The history of Salem during the last five J9 
years is well known to most of our readers, § 
and we will only mention, in conclusion, 
that the location of the seat of government oj 
here necessitated the removal of the State jS 
Penitentiary to this city, and the Superin- 3 
tendent, A. C. R. Shaw, brought up the con- 72 
victs from Portland, and set them to work pj 
on a portion of the present prison building, c 
This was in 1866. 

The Orphan’s Aid Society was organized £ 
by Mrs. J. Parrish, who gave to the Society <8 
ten acres of valuable land, near Salem, on 
which a good house has since been built, | 
and other improvements have been made, gj 
The reader is referred to the review for more 
specific information. 

During the last five years, the city has 
improved rapidly. The buildings erected 
have been all of a substantial nature, and 
many of them tastefully finished. There 
have, of course, been some fires, the most 
destructive of which was the burning of S. 
Practical Chemists Sc Pharmaceutists. 
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& I. Durbins’ livery stable, in which those J 
gentlemen lost several valuable horses. 

On the morning of November 1st, 1869, j 
the Capital House burned down, with every- j 
thing in it. Total loss $20,000. 

During the year 1869, Mr. C. A. Reed erect- j 
ed the Opera House which bears his name. ■ 
Mr. T. McF. Patton, built a fine brick on j 
State street, and the Bank was built the j 
year previous.' During the last year, the ! 
Commercial Hotel Company built the Che- 
meketa House, which was opened to the ] 
public on the 26th of December of the same j 
year. This house is a credit to our young | 
State, and stands far superior to any built j 
north of San Francisco. The reader will j 
notice one thing in the history of Salem, ■ 
and that is its steady growth, slow but sure; 
and the city is at the present time far I 
more prosperous than it ever has been, and I 
the indications are that in the next five } 
years it will improve doubly more than it ! 
did in the last five. 

There have towns grown up in our sister 
State, California, and the adjacent Territo¬ 
ries, especially in the mining districts in less 
time, that have transacted more business in 
their birief period, but there have a great 
many of them retrograded, and in many 
cases have almost ceased to be; but the 
founders of Salem wisely laid education as 
the corner stone, and that has been the sheet 
anchor of our prosperity, always first in Ter¬ 
ritorial government, and still first under the 
the State. Although many of the early 
Missionaries have passed away, those that 
still tarry with us certainly must feel an ex¬ 
ultation of pride, as they look back to the 
time when they first viewed the wild spot 
where the beautiful city of Salem now stands, 
and feel that their toils, amid the dangers of 
poineer life are amply repaid in feeling as¬ 
sured that when they shall be called away, 
they will leave a happy and prosperous 
city.—j. h. b. 

The following tragical incident in the 
history of Salem, was omitted in its-regular 
■order of time. In the summer of 1847, a 
resident of Salem, a Mr. Popham who had a 
wife and two children, both boys, came to a

lated : The eldest boy of Mr. Popham, was 
known to all the neighbors as a troublesome, 
ftifechievous lad, and he was under no man¬ 
ner of control by his parents. They al leged, 
that they did not deem it safe to correct him ^ 
for fear, as they said, that he would go into ® 
fits. The boy had a very violent temper, O 
and did pretty much as he pleased, regard- 
less of the wishes of his parents.

REVIEW OF SALEM. 


Salem is the Capital of the State, and the 
county seat of Marion county, situated in 
lat. 44 deg., 51 min., 3 sec. north, long. 122 
deg., 48 min., 42 sec., west of Greenwitcli, 
and its altitude is 144 feet above the level 
of the sea. It is beautifully situated on the 
east bank of the Willamette river, being 
surrounded by a large extent of fertile agri¬ 
cultural country, and the scenery fine and 
diversified. The location is healthy. Sa¬ 
lem possesses one of the finest water powers 
in the State, which is being rapidly brought 
into use. The city is laid off with wide 
streets, intersecting each other at right an¬ 
gles, and many of them lined with young 
maple and locust, and gives promise of be¬ 
ing one of the prettiest cities on the oast. 
From the streets can easily be seen mounts 
Hood and Jefferson, in their stately grand- 


Willamette University. 

BY EDMUND J. \YADLER. 

The increasing popularity and patronage 
of the University impressed the Trustees 
with the necessity of erecting a new build¬ 
ing as early as 1860. Accordingly, meet¬ 
ings were held, and the subject thoroughly 
discussed, which resulted in the circulation j 
of a subscription by the Agent, Rev. A. F. 
Waller, who acted by instruction of the 
Board of Trustees. A sufficient amount 
having been secured to justify the com¬ 
mencement of building operations, the work 
was begun on the fourth of March, 1864, by 
digging an excavation for a foundation and 
basement. The work steadily progressed, 
and on 24th day of July, 1864, the corner¬ 
stone was laid, with appropriate exercises. 
Hon. A. C. Gibbs delivered an address, and 


an historical sketch of the Institution from 
its first use as a school was read by Rev. G. & 
Hines. Rev. David Leslie placed the stone ^ 
in position. Rev. William Roberts deliver- ^ 
ed the prayer on the occasion. The corner u 
stone contains a Bible, a hymn book and dis- g 
cipline of the M. E. Church, the historical S 
sketch read on the occasion, several copies |]J 
of the Oregon Spectator, the'' first paper g 
.printed in Oregon, and many other articles 5 
contributed by the friends of the Institu-tij 
tion. The stone is placed in the north-east -g 
corner of the in in building. & 

The edifice is built of brick made on the a 
premises. Its form is that of a Greek cross 
according to a plan suggested by Bishop 
Janes, and its dimensions are as follows :— 'C 
Eighty-four feet in length by forty-four in-<5 
width, and one hundred feet to the top of g 
the dome. fb 

It is five stories in Light, including attic ■§ 
and basement, and is about twp.tliirds fin- ® 
ished. <1 

The first floor contains the chapel, which ® 

occupies the entire length and breadth of +5 
the main building, and will comfortably H 
seat six hundred persons. The room is« 
beautifully and tastefully finished. West of pj 
the chapel are the ladies’ reception room, or £ 
parlor; the library, which contains between S 
five and six hundred volumes; and the la- 
dies’ hall. East .of the chapel are the gen- % 
tlemen’s reception room, at present used as ^ 
a recitation room for the classical depart- tn 
ment, the apparatus room, and the gentle- p$ 
men’s hall. 

The second story contains four rooms, and 
is occupied by the preparatory, young ladies’ 
and academical department, the latter being 
under the supervision of two teachers. 

The third story contains six rooms—two 
being occupied by the Medical Department, 
three by the Societies connected with the 
, Drugs, Chemicals, Patent Medicines. 
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school, the Hesperian, Alka and Young La¬ 
dies Literary Society, and one as the paint¬ 
ing room. 

There are three entrances to the building 
—one main and two side entrances. Spiral 
stair-cases extend from the side entrances to 
the attic, and a straight flight from the at¬ 
tic to the cupola, from which a fine view of 
the city, surrounding country and distant 
mountains can be obtained. On a clear day, 
four snow-clad peaks, Hood, Adams, St. Hel¬ 
ens and Jefferson, are in full view, adding 
grandeur to the prospect. The University 
occupies a commanding position near Will- 
son Avenue, and is easy of access from all 
parts of the city. 

Its reputation as a school is firmly estab¬ 
lished, and it ranks first among the educa¬ 
tional institutions of Oregon. 


Medical Department. 

The Medical Department of the Willam¬ 
ette University, owes its existance to the 
wants of the profession in the State. Look¬ 
ing with a clear insight to the future of 
Oregon, the foundersof the Willamette Uni¬ 
versity, embraced in its charter provisions 
by which the departments of Law, Theology, 
and Medicine, could be instituted whenever 
in the opinion of the Board of Trustees, such 
action might be proper and advisable. 

The first step towards the formation, was 
attempted in 1865, by which the physicians j 
in Portland were invited to give the neces¬ 
sary course of lectures, selecting their own | 
faculty, and receiving their charter from the 
University. Failing to consummate that ar¬ 
rangement by organizing and perfecting the 
work, by mutual agreement the charter was 
withdrawn, and a subsequent contract.effect- 
ed with the physicians of Salem and vicinity. 

The first lectures were given in April, 
1867, and continued with good success until 
June of the same year, at which time, three 
gentlemen took their degree. The number 
of students in attendance was twenty. 

Finding out by experience that the winter

Deaf and Dumb School. 

Mr. M. S. Smith, a deaf and dumb gentle¬ 
man of thorough education, and a graduate 
of a New York college for deaf and dumb, 
proposed to the Legislature of 1870, that i/ 
they would appropriate $2,000, he would 
start a school for the purpose of educating 
that unfortunate class of people, and accord¬ 
ingly the Legislature appropriated the 
amount asked, paying out of the same, $350 
per year for rent of building, also allowing 
a moderate sum to Mr. Smith and wife, as 
teacher in charge, and the rest to be used in 
maintaining the school. Mr. Smith organ¬ 
ized his school about the 15th of last Novem¬ 
ber, which at the present time, shows every 
indication of being the beginning of a perm¬ 
anent institution, that will supply a great

need in our midst. There are now thirty or 
more deaf mutes in Oregon, and as the State 
increases in populat'on, the demand for this 
kind of school will correspondingly increase. 

We are happy to note this school, also to 
pay a slight tribute to the commendable en¬ 
ergy displayed by Mr. Smith in getting the 
enterprise under way. All of the scholars 
have not yet arrived that have given notice’ 
on account of the preparations for their re¬ 
ception being still incomplete. 


The Willamette Woolen Manufactur¬ 
ing Company. 

This important industrial enterprise, was 
origionally organized as a joint stock asso¬ 
ciation, April 14th, 1850, by the adoption of 
a constitution, and the election of officers 
under it. George H. Williams, President; 
Alfred Stanton, Vice President; Joseph G. 
Wilson, Secretary ; John D. Boon, Treasurer; 
Joseph Watt, Wm. H. Rector, Joseph Hol¬ 
man, L. F. Grover and E.M. Barnum, Direc¬ 
tors. The company thus formed, appointed 
Wm. H. Rector, Superintendent of construc¬ 
tion of works, and proceeded to purchase the 
right of way for the introduction of the San- 
tiam river water to Salem for hydraulic and 
manufacturing purposes. The canal and 
head works were completed in August, 1856, 
and the water of that river was introduced 
to Salem, amid the rejoicing of the people, 
and the firing of cannon. 

On October 7tli, 1856, Wm. H. Rector was 
authorized to proceed to the East, and pur¬ 
chase machinery for the woolen mill, and at 
the same time, propositions were received 
for the erection of buildings for the same in 
Salem. 

December 17th, L. F. Grover, then a mem¬ 
ber of the Territorial Legislature, procured 
the passage of an act incorporating said as¬ 
sociation as a manufacturing and water 
power company. 

In the following season, the old part of 
the present mills was completed, and two 
sets of woolen machinery were received and

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set in motion by L. E. Pratt, the Superin¬ 
tendent of the works, secured from the East 
for that purpose. B ankets, flannels and 
cassimeres. were manufactured of Oregon 
wool in 1857, the first ever produced on the 
Pacific coast. 

In 1858, Joseph Watt, who had taken an 
active part in the organizing the company, 
was appointed agent for the sale of the 
goods. In the autum of this year, Wm. H. 
Rector, was selected to visit the first State 
Fair of California; and to exhibit there the 
woolen fabrics of this mill, which he did to 
the surprise and admiration of our California 
neighbors. The Society not having woolen 
fabrics on their list of premiums, held the 
matter under special advisement, and award¬ 
ed the Willamette Woolen Manufacturing 
Company, a special diploma, for the first 
wooled fabrics produced on the Pacific coast, 
and for their general good quality. 

The interest and attention attracted by 
this exhibition of Oregon woolen goods in 
California, was the origin of the establish¬ 
ment of the first woolen mill in that State 
in 1859. In 1860, the Willamette mills 
were doubled in size and capacity. L. E. 
Pratt was Agent and Superintendent from 
1859 to 1868, when J. S. Smith was made 
Agent, and Joseph Hoyt, Superintendent of 
the mill. During Mr. Smith’s Agency, 
which extended until 1857, the Salem Flour¬ 
ing Mills were built. March, 1857, L. F. 
Grover was elected Managing Agent. He re¬ 
built the Salem Flouring Mills inside, with 
entire new works throughout, and raised 
the character of the mill to its present com¬ 
manding position. He also overhauled the 
the woolen mills, and enlarged the build¬ 
ings and works. 

^The present woolen works, make a six set 
mill, with capacity and power for twelve 
sets. Building, 200 feet by 54 feet, three 
stories and an attic, dry house, 112 by 30 
feet, wool house, 60 by 40, steam works, 
soap house and other works to make a com 
plete mill, propelled by a forty-eight inch 
Lefifel double turbine water wheel, with 17 
foot fall. This mill consumes 400,000 pounds 
of wool per annum, and turns out blankets, 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, Salem, 


cassimeres, flannels, tweeds, cloths, yarns 
and hosiery, equal to the work of any mill 
working on the same grade of goods, in the 
United States. 

The present officers of the company are : 
Daniel Waldo, President; John F. Miller, 
Vice President; Wm. S. Ladd, Treasurer ; 
L. F. Grover, John F. Miller and Daniel 
Waldo, Directors ; L. F. Grover, Managing 
Agent; and Joseph Hoyt, Superintendent Of 
mill. 


Salem Flouring Mill. 

Of these there are two, the largest be¬ 
longing to R. C. Kinney & Co., which con¬ 
tain five sets of burrs, and is capable of turn¬ 
ing out 400 barrels of flour per day. The 
company have bought 256,000 bushels of 
wheat during the last year ; and have sold 
and shipped 50,000 barrels of flour. Tins 
mill’s machinery is driven by one wheel of 
160 horse power, and was built by the Wil¬ 
lamette Woolen Manufacturing Company, 
of whom Messrs. Kinney & Co. purchased. 
It is a three stories high basement, con¬ 
structed of wood, and stands on the corner 
of Front and Trade streets. 


South Salem Steam Flouring Mill. 

This a custom mill, having two burrs, 
and is capable of grinding 46,800 bushels of 
wheat per anumn. It is kept running most 
of the time, and the company have bought 
between eight and ten thousand bushels of 
wheat, which when floured finds a ready 
market. The mill is constructed of wood, 
two story and basement high, and run by 
steam: 


Lumbering Mills. 


There are three steam saw mills in this 
city, but two only have been running regu-

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larly. The operations of the Capital Lum¬ 
bering company are as follows: Amount of 
lumber sawed during last year, 1,500,000 
feet, and of that amount, about 500,000 feet 
have been planed. Planed lumber sells 
readily at the average price of $19 per one 
thousand feet; rough, at $14 per thousand 
feet. 

The South Salem Steam Mills sawed, dur¬ 
ing 1870, about the same quantity as the 
other. The total amount sawed, according 
to the best estimates that could be made of 
the mills, is 3,500,000 feet; but still that 
amount has not been sufficient to meet the 
wants of the city during the last year, as 
there is a number of mills in the surround¬ 
ing country, which have also furnished a 
large amount. 


Meat Packing Establishment. 

Mr. Thomas Cross, who has been for sev¬ 
eral years engaged in the meat packing bu¬ 
siness, and who has gained considerable rep¬ 
utation by his sugar cured hams, has his es¬ 
tablishment a little south-east of this city, 
and furnishes us the following figures :— 
Gross sales for 1870, $120,000; killed and 
and packed about 6,000 hogs and 212 head 
of cattle. This business is at present only 
in its infancy, but it is a good indication of 
what enterprise will do. 


Machine Shops. 


on Front street, and fifty-five on State street, 
and one story high, constructed in such a 
manner as to make the establisments as 
nearly as possible fireproof.

The pioneer establishment of this kind” 
was started by Eyre, Ferguson & Co., about g 
1856, and was built on the creek forming jjj 
the northern boundary of Salem proper, and 2 
is now occupied by Mr. J. Stahley as a chair g 
manufactory, and that company sold out, ^ 
we think, to the W. W. Manufacturing Co. § 
The next was started by Mr. S. Bass & Co., 
who sold to Messrs. Boothby & Co., who car- V 
ried on the business successfully for several j§ 
years, on Front, bet. State and Court streets, « 
until last September, when they were unfor- g 
tunately burned out. Mr. A. Myers & Co. S 
built a shop on Ferry, between Liberty and “ 
High streets, and carried on the business ® 
for a year or two, when they leased the<j 
establishment to Messrs. Smith & Cook, who -g 
bought the machinery of Messrs. Johnson & <3 
Co., who had been carrying on a Cabinet J 
Shop in East Salem. ® 


The first foundry and machine shop was 
started by Messrs. Drake & Nation, but the 
latter gentleman drew out of the firm, and 
Mr. B. F. Drake carried on the business for 
several years with a financial success that 
was gratifying to himself, when he was un¬ 
fortunately bnrned out on the 22d day of 
last September. But that gentleman, in 
company with Boothby & Stapleton, imme¬ 
diately commenced to rebuild, and have 
erected a brick building of the following di¬ 
mensions : One hundred and sixty .five feet 
J. C. Grubcs & Co. 


There are now three sash and door man- 
ufactories in this city, namely: E. J. Col- h 
bath, South Salem; Smith & Cook, on Fer- 
ry street, and Messrs. Boothby & Staple- 
ton, who will commence operations in a i 
few weeks in their new brick shop, built on (§ 
the same place where their wooden building 
was burned down last fall. The enterprise 
this last mentioned company has displayed, 
and, in fact, of the others, shows conclusive¬ 
ly that the city is steadily and permanently 
increasing in wealth and stability.

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Chair Factory. 

Mr. J. Stahley, of this city, is largely en¬ 
gaged in the chair and furniture manufact¬ 
uring at his shop on the north end of Lib¬ 
erty street. At first, this gentleman had 
considerable opposition from the Eastern 
market, but by the aid of good and rapid 
machinery he is fast driving from the mar¬ 
ket several styles of chairs, and thereby 
keeping in our midst a considerable sum of 
money. 


Water Works. 

The subject of water works, for the pur¬ 
pose of supplying the city with good and 
pure water has occupied the minds of some 
of our citizens for years, and an effort was 
once made to organize a company for that 
purpose, but for some unknown reason it 
was not completed. At present, the city 
can possibly get along without a great ex¬ 
penditure of money, as it now fills the cis¬ 
terns by means of hydraulic rams, placed at 
the fall in the mill-race. The demand for 
such an enterprise is daily growing strong¬ 
er, and by the time that we issue the next 
Directory, we hope to be able to chronicle 
the organization of a company and their 
commencing operations. With the eleva¬ 
tion that can be obtained east of the city, 
it would not cost a company such a great 
outlay of moneyas to preclude the yielding 
of a good dividend to a company, and the 
demand would grow from year to year. The 
Lake Tahoe and San Francisco Water 
Works Company has organized, with a cap¬ 
ital stock of $20,000,000, and expect to bring 
water from Lake Tahoe to San Francisco, a 
distance of one hundred and fifty miles. It 
will be necessary to run a tunnel a distance 
of two and a half miles through a moun¬ 
tain, connecting the lake with a branch of 
the American river^-to Auburn, whence the 
water will be conveyed in a pipe one hun¬ 
dred and eight miles to San Francisco. We 
do not for a moment suppose that our citi¬ 
zens will organize a company with that cap-

ital, but merely aim to show what can and 
will be done to supply the wants of people, 
when necessary. Water is now being 
brought to this city from the Santiam river 
for manufacturing purposes, and for very 
likely one fortieth the capital that it takes 
to supply San Francisco, this city can be 
supplied with good and pure water, for do¬ 
mestic and manufacturing purposes, and jg 
which can at the same time be of great use | 
to prevent fires. | 


The Bank. 

Messrs. Ladd & Bush, who are at present 
carrying on the business in this city, built 
the present commodious and substantial 
building on the south-east corner of Com¬ 
mercial and State streets, in 1868, the di¬ 
mensions of which are as follows: Twenty- 
five feet on Commercial street, and seventy- 
five feet on State street, is two stories high, 
with an iron front on both streets, and has 
a fire and burglar proof safe, so constructed 
as to be perfectly secure for all deposits that 
may be made. The second story is made 
into rooms for offices, which are finished in 
good style. The cost of the building was 
about $40,000. 


New Court House. 

The want of a new court house has long 
been felt by the city and the community at 
large, and after mature deliberation by the 
county officials a tax was levied last summer, 
which will atflount to about $8,000 for this 
year, and by continuing this for three or 
four years, a sufficient amount will be raised 
to build a good and substantial public build¬ 
ing, without being burdensome to the tax¬ 
payers. 

The present court-house was built in 1854, 
and constructed entirely of wood, and for 
several years has been considered unsafe as 
a repository of valuable documents. Seve- 
years ago, a brick vault was built in the

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County Clerk’s room, for the Letter preser¬ 
vation of the public records. But it is very 
doubtful whether the vault is fire proof, and 
if the building were to burn, and an actual 
trial demonstrate that it is not fire proof, the 
loss thus occasioned would be irreparable. 
The present house is going to decay, and is 
inadequate to the purposes for which it is 
used. 


Steam Fire Engine. 

One of the most essential necessities of 
our young and growing city is a good steam 
fire engine. It is true that our firemen have 
always evinced a commendable energy and 
promptitude at all fires,but the truth is that 
muscle cannot contend with steam, and the 
loss of property in one year would buy a 
good engine, and thereby pay for itself in a 
short time, by the amount of propei ty it 
would save. At the same time it would 
better enable the firemen to engage them¬ 
selves at removing movable property, and 
clearing away for better work. At the last 
fire of any note, the community was entirely 
worked out, and both engines did not ac¬ 
complish as much as the same amount of 
money expended in steam for a motivejpow- 
er would have done. A steam fire engine is 
a necessity, and must come. 


Water Power. 

Without a doubt, this city possesses more 
available water power than any other city 
in the Willamette valley. As early as 1844 
a saw-mill was erected on Mill creek, in the 
northern part of the city, and in a year or 
two afterwards, a grist-mill was started in 
the same place. Afterward the stockhold¬ 
ers of the Willamette Woolen Manufactur¬ 
ing Company concluded that the motive 
power could be materially increased by turn¬ 
ing a portion of Santiam river into Mill 
creek, by cutting a short race from the for¬ 
mer into the latter, which project was car- I 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, Salem. 


ried out, and now there is water sufficient to 
run the W r oolen Mill, Salem Flouring Mill, 
Oil Mill and Chair Factory. There is a 
splendid water power unoccupied at the Oil 
Mill, and another on Trade, between Liberty 
and High, streets, which has several feet of 
fall in a very short distance. The present 
owner of these privileges is the Willamette 
Woolen Manufacturing Co. 


Pioneer Oil Mill. £ 

The Pioneer Oil Mill Company was incor O 
porated Nov. 1st, 1866, with a capital stock 
of $60,000, in 600 shares, of $100 each. 
Machinery of the latest and most approved 
pattern was manufactured for the Company 
in the East. It was shipped via Cape Horn, 
and arrived in October, 1867. 

The first Linseed Oil was made on Christ¬ 
mas Eve., 1867, since which time the mill 
has been doing a fair business, the only 
drawback being a lack in quantity of seed, 
as they are unable to obtain enough to run 
more than about six months in the year. 
The quality of the oil manufactured by this 
company stands A No. 1, in San Francisco, 
Oregon and Washington Territory mar¬ 
kets. 

The present season, the company have a 
fair stock of seed on hand—probably about 
25,000 bushels. The present capacity of the 
mill is to crush 30,000 bushels per annum. 

The prospect is flattering for a future sup¬ 
ply of flaxseed, as the Company have con¬ 
tracted with the farmers for a very large 
amount of seed the coming year. 

The oil-cake meal manufactured by the 
company is meeting with very great favor 
among stockgrowers, dairymen, and farm¬ 
ers generally who have tried it. They find 
by actual trial, that it is a valuable food for 
cows, calves, beeves, stock hogs, and in fact 
all domestic animals. 

Besides the manufacture of oil and oil¬ 
cake meal, the Company work up and keep 
on hand a large quantity of flax straw, or 
lint, from the finest long line, for the manu-

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facture of fine linen fabrics, down to the 
roughest tow, used by carriage manu¬ 
facturers and cabinet makers for upholster¬ 
ing purposes, the bulk of which is market¬ 
ed in San Francisco, all of which might to 
be manufactured in this State. 

Here is a fine opportunity for a company 
to engage in a profitable business, manufac¬ 
turing bagging, rope, twine, crashes—tons 
of which are imported annually into this 
State. 

The Oil Works of this city have at pres¬ 
ent a capacity to manufacture linseed oil 
enough for three times the population of 
Oregon, and when the machinery was made 
it was constructed with a view to increase 
its manufacturing capacity, at some future 
day; so that by a very moderate outlay for 
an additional “ Press,” the capacity of the 
mill would be increased fifty per cent. 

The Company have made additional im¬ 
provements, this season, to the amount of 
about two thousand dollars, having put in 
a 48-inch Leffel turbine water wheel, which 
gives a strong, steady power, capable of 
driving all the machinery at once, with but 
partially opened gates. They have also 
erected conveyers, elevators, a weighing or 
receiving house, hopper scales, &c. At pres¬ 
ent, the daily product of the mill is from 
250 to 275 gallons of oil, and 4,000 pounds 
of oil-cake meal. 

The officers of the Company are Jos. Hol¬ 
man, President; G. P. Holman, Secretary 
and Agent; O. F. Dennis, Superintendent. 


Glen Oak Orphan Home. 

The above named institution is located 
half a mile directly east of this city, upon 
ten acres of land donated for that purpose, 
by Mrs. Elizabeth Parrish. 

Realizing the necessity in the future of 
such an institution, and the importance of 
its being managed by Christian mothers; 
Mrs. Parrish was led to offer this land for a 
certain purpose. In view of this offer, and 
as a proper step to secure the land, a society 
was organized and incorporated, September 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, Salem, 


16,1866, to collect funds to further cam- 
out this object, which society is known and 
designated as the “ Oregon Children’s Aid 
Society,” the incorporators being Elizabeth 
: Parrish, Virginia L. Moores, Harriet T. 
; Clarke, Julia A. Smith. 

A building 30x30 feet, two stories high, 
: was erected, which, with other improve¬ 
ments of grounds, cost $3,000. The Home 
it pleasantly located, and commands a fine 
view of the surrounding country. 

It is now open for the reception of orphan 
and friendless children, and such will receive 
the kindest care and attention from Mrs. 
Raymond, the matron of the institution. 

The Home is supported by voluntary con- 
ributions, and its affairs managed by twelve 
ladies, who compose an executive committee. 

The following are the present officers: 
President, Mrs. D. Leslie; Vice President, 
Mrs. I. N. Gilbert; Treas., Mrs. G. W. Gray; 
Cor. Sec., Mrs. L. T. Woodward. 

Street Railroad. 

There has been a company incorporated 
in this c$y, for the purpose of establishing 
a street railroad, for conveying people from 
one portion of the city to another, with safety 
and dispatch, and when thoroughly in ope¬ 
ration, will prove a great convienience to 
our increasing population. 


The Militia. 

The City Guards were organized June 25th j 
1870, at the City Council rooms, by electing 
the following named officers: Captain, M.

HISTORY. W 

The first newspaper published in Salem 5 
was the Oregon Statesman, which was trans- o 
ferred to this place, from Oregon City, in ^ 
1853, upon the location of the Territorial seat 
of government being permanently settled. & 
Asahel Bush was its proprietor, and under 
his control it remained until the first of "g 
-March, 1863, when it was rented by Crandall § 
& Waite, who continued the publication till $ 
the first of November following, when the ^ 
proprietor disposed of the establishment to g 
a number of men who formed themselves w 
into a corporation under the style of “ The $S 
Oregon Printing and Publishing Company.” ^ 
Under its corporate name, the paper was § 
conducted until the last of December, 1866, pj 
when it was sold to the proprietors of the 
Unionist, terminating its existence on the 
last day of the year. * 

During the career of the Statesman, its 
editorial columns were written up by various 
individuals, some of whom were editors by 
Practical Chemists & Pharmaceutists.

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profession, while others tried their hands at 
the bellows at occasional times. The talent 
exhibited by the different writers, was as 
varied as the individuals themselves. Some 
• rose not above mediocrity, many were re¬ 
spectable, while a few manifested the high¬ 
est order of j ournalisti. ability,as the columns 
of the paper will abundantly testify. The 
first eight years of its existence, the States¬ 
man was the organ of the ruling party, and 
it is no exaggeration to say that the influence 
it wielded was unexampled in the political 
history of any community. It made and 
unmade Judges, Congressmen, and Senators, 
compelled Legislatures to its will, and ruled 
with a despotic hand the party whose organ 
it was. Two or three of its owners were 
elected to the United States Senate—as 
many more failed to reach that goal—while 
the number of those who were connected 
with the paper, as contributors to its col¬ 
umns, thrt have risen to distinguished posi 
tions, is reckoned by the dozen. The ex¬ 
tended notice we have given of the Statesman 
is warranted by the influence it exerted in 
the early history of Oregon. 

In August, 1855, was issued the first num¬ 
ber of the Pacific Christian Advocate, under 
the auspices of the Methodist denomination. 
Its first editor was Rev. Thomas H. Peame, 
and in his charge it continued until the pa¬ 
per was removed to Portland in the fall of 
1858, and for sometime afterward. When 
the Advocate was started, it seemed like a 
very hazardous undertaking on the part of its 
projectors, but by good management it was 
kept up, and now, we understand, is in a 
prosperous condition. 

In May, 1863, the Oregon Argus was re¬ 
moved to Salem, from Oregon City, by D. 
W. Craig, and a union formed with the Re¬ 
publican, of Eugene City, owned by J. N. 
Gale. The Argus remained under the editor¬ 
ial control of William L. Adams, who origi¬ 
nally issued the paper, and had continued 
as its editor from the beginning, a space of 
eight years. After a publication of six 
months in Salem, it passed into the hands of 
the men who formed the Statesman company, 
and merged its existence in that of the lat- 
J. C. Grubbs <fc Co., State Street, Salem, 
11 


ter paper. We understand that the for¬ 
mer proprietor and editor Intend to resume 
the publication of the Argus in this city, 
at a time not far distant. 

In June, 1864, the press and printing ma¬ 
terials of the Albany Enquirer were brought 
to Salem, and used in the publication of a 
newspaper styled the Oregon Arena —the 
“ Salem Printing and Publishing Company” 
as owners, and C. B. Bellinger as editor. It 
kept up its existence, with varied success, 
until the fall of 1865, when an arrangement 
was made by which the Review, of Eugene 
City, and the Democrat, of Olympia, W. T., 
were brought to this place, and the three 
offices combined issued a new paper under 
the name of the Democratic Review —C. B 
Bellinger, A. Noltner, and U. E. Hicks, pro¬ 
prietors and editors. Before the expiration 
of a year, however, the paper passed into the 
hands of A. Noltner, who perseveringly con¬ 
tinued i!B publication, under the smiles and 
frowns of fortune, until the Review lost its 
personality in that of the Chronicle the follow¬ 
ing year. 

In the month of August, 1866, W. A. 
McPherson, proprietor of the Albany Jour¬ 
nal, and State Printer elect, removed his 
office to Salem, and, in company with Wm. 
Morgan and Eph. McFarland, began the 
publication of the American Unionist. Un¬ 
der this firm the paper continued, until the 
first of January succeeding, when the States¬ 
man office was purchased, and E. McFarland 
withdrew from the firm, his place being ta¬ 
ken by P. L. Willis. The paper eventually 
passed under the control of Wm. Morgan, 
and remained in his hands until July, 1868, 
when the late J. W. P. Huntington became 
its proprietor. By him, the publication of 
the paper was continued until July, 1869, $ 
the date of his death. The administrator of Ejl 
Huntington’s estate sold the establishment g 
to S A. Clarke, who changed the name to 
Oregon Unionist, and afterwards discarded 
that title,and re-christened the paper with the 
name of the Oregon Statesman, which cogno¬ 
men it yet bears, under the guidance of Mr. 
Clarke.

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the first number of the Salem Daily Record, 
by D. W. Craig, which, after maintaining a 
spirited existence for more than a year, was 
suspended, in consequence of not proving 
remunerative. The Weekly Record was pub¬ 
lished in connection with the Daily. 

In September, 1867, the Chronicle, pub¬ 
lished by J. H. Upton and A. Xoltner, took 
the place of the Renew, and was issued un¬ 
til the following spring (part of the time as 
a daily), when the office was packed up by 
Mr. Upton and carried over to Dallas, in 
Polk county. During the winter of 1867-8, 
the Daily Tocsin was, printed on a Ruggles 
press, by W. L. Jernigan, and lived but a 
few weeks. 

In February, 1869, Beriali Brown issued 
the first number of the Democratic Press, on 
entirely new materials. The publication of 
this paper was continued until after the 
election in June, 1870, when it was perma¬ 
nently suspended. During a portion of the 
time, the Press published a daily edition. 

In September, 1870, J. H. Upton, who had 
for about a year been publishing the Wil¬ 
lamette Valley Mercury at Corvallis, brought 
his office to Salem, and began the publica¬ 
tion of the Daily Mercury. In a few weeks, 
however, finding that the Daily was not a 
paying investment, he discontinued it, and 
confined his efforts to the weekly, which now 
appears to be in a prospering condition. It 
is the official organ for this county. 

We will go back a few years—to 1865. In 
September of that year, the proprietors of 
the Statesman started the publication of 
the Oregon Agriculturist, to be devoted to 
the farming interests of the State. It was 
issued semi-monthly, and began with flat¬ 
tering prospects, but circumstances necessi¬ 
tated its transfer to other parties,, by whom 
the publication of the paper was continued 
until October, 1866, when it was suspended. 

The State Agricultural Society, deeming 
that a journal was necessary for the promo¬ 
tion of the .agricultural and horticultural in¬ 
terests of Oregon, made arrangements with 
A. L. Stinson, by which he began the pub¬ 
lication of the Willamette Farmer on the 
first of March, 1869. Its issue has been reg-

ular from that day until the present time, 
and the paper appears to be on a permanent 
foundation, and weekly growing in useful- 


In this review we must not omit to include 
the Daily Visitor, which was established in 
September, 1870, by J. Henry Brown, and 
after running a few weeks, shared the mel¬ 
ancholy fate of many of its predecessors. 


In this department we may also mentior 
the Oregon Physio-Medical Journal, a mag 
azine of 36 pages, which, under the man 
agement of Dr. J. C. Shelton, was issued bi¬ 
monthly during the years 1867 and 1868 
its publication ceasing with the issue of De 
cernber of the last named year. 

We have now concluded our history of the 
newspapers that -have flourished in Salem 
and though, at first sight, it may seem that 
we have entered into too great particularity 
of detail, we yet trust that the resume we 
have given may prove interesting to the 
general reader, as well as useful to the fu 
ture collator of statistics. While, as a gen 
eral proposition, it may be admitted that 
the prosperity of a city is connected with 
the success of its public journals, it may well 
be doubted whether the“converse of the pro 
position is true, looking at the question as 
illustrated by the history of journalism in 
Salem. This city appears as the maelstrom 
of unfortunate newspapers, that, venturing 
from all parts of the State until within its 
reach, are seized and drawn in its vortex to 
inevitable destruction. If the statements we 
have given shall be taken as a warning by 
similar smaller crafts, and like disasters in 
future be avoided, our labors as an annalist 
will not have been in vain.

The lots are laid off in squares, being 
intersected by alleys running at right 
angles, with a broad avenue running 
through the entire Cemetery, and four cir¬ 
cular roads for carriages. On the main av¬ 
enue lies buried Samuel R. Thurston, the 
first Delegate in Congress from Oregon. 
Mr. Thurston died off Acapulco, April 9th, 
1851, on his return to Oregon, and the Ter¬ 
ritorial Legislature had his remains brought 
to this city and interred in the lot in the 
rear of the Methodist Church, whence they 
were removed to their present resting place, 
by the State. A marble monument has 
been erected over his remains by the people 
of Oregon. 

Near by lie the remains of Captain Chas. 
Bennett, who was killed in a battle with 
the Indians, at Walla Walla, Dec. 7th, 1855. 
He was one of the pioneers of Oregon, and 
resided near Salem till his lamentable death 
—except during a brief absence in Califor¬ 
nia. He was the first discoverer of gold in 
California, in 1848, an honor since claimed 
by a man named Marshall. We are pleased 
to note that the inscription on his monu¬ 
ment accords this honor to Capt. Bennett, to 
whom it rightfully belongs. 

Gov. John P. Gaines, who was the second 
Governor of Oregon after its organization 
into a Territory by Congress, is also buried 
near by. Gov. Gaines was member of Con¬ 
gress from the State of Kentucky one term, 
and a Major in a cavalry regiment from that 
State during the Mexican war. He died 
Dec. 9th, 1857. His first wife is buried by 
his side, whose death was caused by the 
J. C. Grubbs & Co., State Street, alem, 


running away of a team attached to a car¬ 
riage in which she was riding. 

Farther up the hill lies Dr. Wm. H. Will- 
son, the original proprietor of the city of 
Salem. He came to this country in a sail¬ 
ing vessel around Cape Horn. A more ex¬ 
tended account of him will be found in the 
History of Salem. Dr. Willson was first 
buried near the family residence, but a few 
years afterwards his remains were removed 
to the Cemetery, where they now rest, and 
a beautiful marble monument, appropriate¬ 
ly inscribed, marks the place. 

General Thompson Ward, who was a man 
of considerable ability, and highly respect¬ 
ed by all who knew him, also lies in these 
grounds. 

The Cemetery is being beautifully im¬ 
proved by the Order who have it in charge. 
In after times we hope it will be to Salem 
as Greenwood Cemetery is to New York— 
a sweet resting place for her citizens after 
the toils and oares of life are over. 


City Cisterns. 

Four cisterns have been constructed by 
the’ city, which are capable of holding 88,- 
000 gallons of water. They are situated at 
such points as would supply the fire compa¬ 
nies during a fife in which the most valua¬ 
ble property would be endangered, as fol¬ 
lows : Intersection of Commercial and Ferry 
streets; intersection of Commercial and 
State streets ; intersection of Commercial 
and Court streets: intersection of State and 
Liberty streets. 

These cisterns are kept constantly sup¬ 
plied with water by a hydraulic ram, under 
charge of the Street Commissioner, aach of 
which holds 22,000 gallons.

as could be ascertained ; July, residence of 
Daniel Waldo partially burned, loss $500: 
Sept. 22, B. F. Drake, and Boothby & Sta¬ 
pleton, foundry, and sash and door factory, 
$20,000 ; Oct. 16, Savage’s barn, $300 ; Oct. 
17th, Rev. C. R. Bonnell’s woodshed, $30; 
Oct. 25th, Chas. Adam’s barn, $200. Oct. 
26th, Charles Bowker’s barn, $50. Total 
loss during the year, $21,080. 

All of these fires occurred at considerable 
distance from the business part of the ciiv, 
except one, and all but Messrs. Waldo’s, 
Drake’s, and Boothby & Stapleton’s were 
caused by incendiaries. In the case of Mr. 
Waldo’s house, the fire companies had to 
draw their engines about three-quarters of 
a mile, but even then they saved the build¬ 
ing, though it was constructed of wood, 
and the weather had been excessively hot 
and dry for several weeks. At the time that 
the sash factory and the foundry were de¬ 
stroyed, the factory had a large amount of 
seasoned lumber in it, and this, with the 
distance from water, rendered it impossible 
to save the property.

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Mr. C. A. Cutting is the manager for the 
building company, and gives evidence of 
understanding the art of keeping a hotel. 
The total cost of this building when opened 
will he about $125,000. 

Mr. R. W. Wade, a hardware merchant, 
has built a two-story brick store, 43 feet 
front on Commercial street, and 70 feet dn 
Court court, which has cost about $16,000. 

Since the burning of the foundry and the 
sash and door factory, both have been en¬ 
tirely rebuilt of brick, with all the modern 
improvements, and one room in full opera¬ 
tion. This is another evidence of the enter¬ 
prise of our citizens, and reflects great cred¬ 
it upon those who have these works in 
charge. 


The Railroad. 

The completion of the Oregon and Cali¬ 
fornia railroad to and above this city has 
given an impetus to all the different branch¬ 
es of commerce and manufacture, and open¬ 
ed up a market for the agricultural pro¬ 
ducts of the State, which in a great meas¬ 
ure was dormant. Railroads have become 
an absolute necessity, and without them Or¬ 
egon would remain inactive, and it would 
be impossible properly to develop the im¬ 
mense resources of our State, thereby disa¬ 
bling us from keeping step with with the 
progress of the age. Although several 
railroads had been projected within our 
State, it was not until Ben. Holladay, Esq., 
was induced to embark in the enterprise that 
any one of them assumed definite shape. 
Through his marvelous energy and abund¬ 
ant means, the road was begun at East 
Portland, in 1866, and the first section of 
twenty miles completed in the middle of 
winter, the men working night and day, 
and through drenching rains, in budding 
bridges, grading the road and laying down 
the rails. In the spring, the work was re¬ 
sumed, and now trains run regularly twice 
a day from East Portland to a point one 
hundred miles up the valley. The road,

bridges and rolling stock are all of the first 
order. To an old settler the country seems 
transformed, and he can hardly believe his 
eyes when he sees the magnificent cars roll 
into Salem, loaded with passengers from 
Portland, now but three hours distant. Too 
much credit cannot be awarded to Mr. Hol¬ 
laday for this wonderful change. He had 
great difficulties, of various kinds, to en¬ 
counter, but by his adroit management he 
has avoided them all, and now, as if to 
show that he is not exhausted, he has taken 
the West Side railroad • under his charge, 
and seems disposed to carry it forward to 
completion. 


Reed’s Opera House. 

This building is located on the south-west 
corner of Court and Liberty streets. .If was 
commenced in February, 1869, and comple¬ 
ted about the 1st of September, 1870. The 
building is constructed of brick and stone, 
and seventy-five by one hundred and sixty- 
five fret on the ground, and has a stone 
basement under the first hundred feet. The 
floors on the ground are planned for stores, 
and are seven in number, each room being 
16 feet high. Two of these store rooms are 
now occupied as dining and sitting room to 
the Hotel Department, and front on Court 
street. 

The Hotel Department comprises, in addi¬ 
tion to these rooms, the second and third 
stories, and the entire west end of the build¬ 
ing. 

The center of the building is designed as 
a Theater or public hall, with stage room 
40 by 60 feet. The auditorium is 60 by 70 
feet, with circular gallery. The hight of 
this room is 33 feet from floor to ceiling, and 
there are seats for fifteen hundred people. 

The front of the building, on Liberty 
street, on second floor is designed for offices, 
and these are among the finest rooms in 
town. The third story front is a hall, 30 by 
60 feet, used at present as a State Library, 
and Supreme Court room.

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The roof of the the th eater department is a 
truss, self-supporting roof, planned and con¬ 
structed in the most substantial manner, so 
as to be above suspicion for stiength. 

The entire walls are very massive and 
strong, nearly 1,000,000 brick having been 
used in their construction. The cost of this 
structure is $75,000. 


This State Institution is situated about 
one mile and a quarter from the center of the 
city,on a tract of land purchased by the State 
of Oregon, from Mr. M. L. Savage. There 
were 150 acres purchased at $50 per acre ; 
50 acres for the use of the Penitentiary, and 
100 for the Insane Asylum, and other insti¬ 
tutions that the State may yet require. The 
situation is healthy, and possesses ample 
water power to drive any machinery that 
may be needed by the State, for the benefit 
of the inmates, or for manufacturing articles 
for sale, to assist in paying the expenses in 
their maintenance. 

The last Legislature appropriated $50,- 
000 for the purpose of constructing a new 
building for the better security of the State 
convicts, and to better economise their labor. 
The plan for the new building has been 
measurably copied after that of the State of 
Maine. The new prison will consist of four 
buildings 100 feet long, and forty feet wide, 
two stories high with a basement, the whole 
shaped like a cross. The center will be so 
constructed that the guards can readily look 
along the cells,and have room to walk around 
them. It is not the intention of the Com¬ 
missioners to attempt the completion of this 
building immediately, but as required, and 
they have shown remarkable enterprise in 
whatj they have undertaken. Nearly all 
the rock has been hauled for the foundation, 
and, as soon as possible in the coming spring 
the work will be pu bed forward sufficiently 
for occupation. 

The building is to be constructed of brick 
and iron, with as little wood as possible.

Progress of the Day. 

Twenty-three years ago, the only commu¬ 
nication between the Atlantic States and 
the Pacific Territories, was by the circuitous 
route of Cape Horn in sailing vessels, or 
across the sandy plains with ox teams. The 
first great step was the establishment of a 
line of ocean steamers from New York to 
San Francisco and Portland in 1849, and 


months to thirty and thirty-five days to 
Portland. Then the overland mail route 
was established, but this was'not an improve¬ 
ment in time, for mail matter ; but shortened 
the time for passengers who were willing 
to risk their lives. 

In 1860, the Pony Express was started, 
and that transmitted letters across the con- .. 
tinent in ten or twelve days. In October, 
1861,the magnetic telegraph was constructed 
across the plains, and completed to Portland 
in 1864, and then we were within speaking 
distance of the scenes of our childhood. 

Although a resolution was introduced as 
early as 1846 in the Legislature of Oregon, 
to memorialize Congress to construct a rail¬ 
road across the plains, that, enterprise was 
not consummated until about twenty-two 
years afterwards, and the men who first 
entertained the opinion that it was possible, 
and would be built, have passed away, but 
the “ dream,” as it was called in those days, 
has become a realized fact, and to-day we 
can hear the whistle of the locomotive as it 
passes through our streets. It might well 
be called the car of progress, as it has caused 
the sluggish pulse of commerce to leap for¬ 
ward with renewed life, and opened up a 
new avenue for trade and travel, and assured 
to Salem her position as the second city of 
the State.

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CITY CHARTER. 


An Act to Incorporate the City of Salem. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of 
the State of Oregon : That the inhabitants of Salem and their 
successors, within the following limits, are hereby declared a 
body politic and corporate, by the name and style of the 
“ City of Salem.” 

Sec. 2 . The limits of said city 'shall be as follows: Com¬ 
mencing at the southwest corner of the late Win. H. Will¬ 
son’s land claim; thence east, following the southern bound¬ 
ary to the southeast corner of said claim ; thence north, on a 
stfaight line to where it intersects the southern boundary of 
State street; thence, on an extension of said boundary, to the 
middle of Mill creek; thence down the middle of said creek 
to its intersection with the old grist-mill race formerly owned 
by J. B. McClane; thence down the middle of said race to 
where it intersects Mill creek ; thence down the middle of 
said creek to where the same empties into the Willamette 
river; thence to the middle of the main channel of said river 
in a due westerly direction ; thence southerly with the main 
channel of said river to the slough near the steamboat land¬ 
ing ; thence to the place of beginning. And said city shall 
be divided into four wards, as follows, viz: All lying east of 
Church street to constitute the first ward; all lying north of 
State street, and south of the middle of the main channel of 
Mill creek, and west of Church street, to constitute the sec¬ 
ond ward ; all lying south of State street and west of Church 
street, to constitute the third ward; all lying north of the 
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middle of the main channel of Mill creek to constitute the 
fourth ward. 

Sec. 3. Said city shall have power to purchase, use, lease, 
sell or dispose of property, real and personal, to make con¬ 
tracts, to sue and be sued, to have and use a common seal, and 
the same to change at pleasure. 

Sec. 4. The officers of said city shall be a Mayor, eight 
Aldermen, two of whom shall be elected in each of said 
wards, a Recorder, who shall be ex-officio clerk of the Com¬ 
mon Council, an Assessor, a Marshal, who shall be ex-officio 
collector of taxes, and a Treasurer, who shall hold their offi¬ 
ces until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Sec. 5. Said officers shall be elected annually, by the 
qualified electors of said city, voting in the wards where they 
reside, on the first Monday of December of each year. 

Sec. 6. The Mayor and Aldermen shall compose the Com¬ 
mon Council of said city, and at any meeting shall have Ex¬ 
clusive power—to provide for the election and qualification 
of officers, and for filling all vacancies in office; to fix the 
times and places of their meetings, but they shall meet as 
often as once a month; to levy and collect taxes for city pur¬ 
poses, not to exceed one per cent.' per annum on property in 
said city taxable for county purposes; to establish hospitals; 
to prevent and remove nuisances; to provide water for the 
city; to license, tax and regulate auctioneers, taverns, ordin¬ 
aries, hawkers, peddlers, brokers, pawn-brokers and money¬ 
changers, and also hackney coaches, wagons, carts, drays and 
omnibusses, and to fix the rates of conveying persons or prop¬ 
erty thereon ; to license, tax and regulate bar-rooms, tippling 
houses, and all places where spirituous or malt liquors are 
sold, billiard tables, bowling alleys, theatricals and other ex¬ 
hibitions, shows and amusements ; and also to prohibit baw¬ 
dy houses, gaming and gambling houses ; provided , that no 
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license shall exceed those made by statute for tippling houses, 
bar-rooms and billiard tables; that the tax and license here¬ 
by granted shall be in addition to those made by the county; 
to establish and regulate market houses and places; to estab¬ 
lish tire companies, and to provide for the prevention and ex¬ 
tinguishment of tires; to appoint tire wardens, and prescribe 
their duties, and property guards, and to compel any person or 
persons present to aid in extinguishment of such fires, or for 
the protection of pi*operty exposed to danger in time of fire; 
and by ordinance to prescribe such other powers as may be 
necessary on such occasions; to establish and regulate a po¬ 
lice aild night watch; to impose fines, forfeitures and penal¬ 
ties ; to provide for the construction, clearing and repair of 
side and cross-walks adjacent to lots by the holders thereof, 
and also for making, clearing and improving gutters; to 
grade, pave, plank, or. otherwise improve, clean, and keep in 
repair streets, alleys and sidewalks; to erect, regulate and 
repair public wharves, docks and bridges, and regulate the 
erection and repair of private wharves, and fix the rate of 
wharfage thereof; to regulate the storage of gunpowder and 
other combustible material, and the use of candles, lamps, 
and other lights, in shops, stables and other places; to pre¬ 
vent, remove or secure any fire-place, stove, or other appara¬ 
tus, which may be dangerous in causing fires; to regulate and 
prescribe the manner of building partition walls and fences; 
to prevent or regulate the running at large of animals, and 
the discharge of fire-arms in said city; to license and regulate 
porters and fix the rate of porterage; to appropriate for any 
item of city expenditure, and to provide for the payment of 
the debts and expenses of the city; to appoint a city attor¬ 
ney, and prescribe his duties ; to change the wards, and make 
new ones, and change the number of the aldermen as the in¬ 
terest of the city may require ; to provide for measuring and 
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weighing liay and wood, and other commodities bought and 
sold in said city; to provide for the removal of standing wa¬ 
ter and unwholsome and offensive substances, and to prevent 
streams from overflowing their banks; to make by-laws and 
ordinances not inconsistent with the laws of the United States 
or this State; to carry into effect the provisions of this char¬ 
ter, and secure the health, peace and improvement of said 
city, and to provide for the punishment of the violation of 
city ordinances, by fine or imprisonment; but no fine shall 
exceed one hundred dollars, or imprisonment more than twen¬ 
ty days; and shall have power to prevent the introduction 
of diseases into the city; to prevent and restrain any riot, 
noise, disturbance, or disorderly assemblage in any street, 
house, or place in the city; to provide for the prevention and 
removal of obstructions in the Willamette river within the 
limits of said city; provided , that the residents of said city 
shall not be exempt from payment of such road taxes as are 
or may be by law imposed upon other residents of Marion 
county; and provided further, that the City Council shall 
appoint a suitable person as supervisor of roads, who shall 
collect and apply all road tax within the city of Salem to the 
roads within the limits of said city, and within the road dis¬ 
trict in which said city is situated. 

Sec. 7. The Mayor shall have power to call meetings of 
the Common Council, and shall preside at their meetings, and 
when there is a tie in the Council, shall vote; and shall, at 
least once in each year, state to the said Council the condi¬ 
tion, financial and otherwise, of the city, and recommend 
such measures for the peace, health, improvement and pros¬ 
perity of the city as he may deem expedient. 

Sec. 8. The Recorder shall have jurisdiction over all vio¬ 
lations of city ordinances, and may hold to bail, fine or com¬ 
mit persons found guilty thereof, and within the city shall 
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have jurisdiction aud powers like a justice of the peace, and 
the law governing justices of the peace shall apply, as far as 
applicable, to all his proceedings. His duties as assessor and 
clerk shall be as prescribed by the Common Council. He 
shall preside, in the absence of the Mayor, and shall keep a 
journal of the proceedings of the Council. 

Sec. 9. The Marshal shall execute all process directed to 
him by the Recorder, or any legal authority; shall be a con¬ 
servator of the peace, and shall arrest all persons guilty of a 
breach thereof, or of the violation of a city ordinance, and 
take them before the Recorder for trial; and may, as collect¬ 
or, enforce the collection of city taxes as the collection of 
county taxes are enforced ; and shall perform such other du¬ 
ties as may be required of him by the Common Council. 

Sec. 10. The Treasurer shall receive and keep the funds 
and moneys of the city, and pay out the same as hereinafter 
specified, and, when required by the Common Council, shall 
make a statement of the financial affairs of the city. 

Sec. 11. The Mayor and Aldermen shall receive no pay 
for their services, and the compensation of other officers shall 
. be as provided by the Common Council. 

Sec. 12. No claim against the city shall be paid until it 
is audited and allowed by the Common Council, and then the 
Treasurer shall pay it upon a warrant drawn upon him by 
the Recorder. 

Sec. 13. No member of the Common Council shall, dur¬ 
ing the period for which he is elected, be interested in any 
contract, the expenses of which are to be paid out of the city 
treasury. 

Sec. 14. No person shall be allowed to vote at any mu¬ 
nicipal election who has not resided in said city limits thirty 
days next preceding the election, and who shall have refused 
or neglected to pay any city fine or tax legally assessed against

him; provided, such payment has been legally demanded of 
him, and the City Council may prescribe such oath as they 
may deem- proper to ascertain such fact. 

Sec. 15. When any person shall be convicted of a crim¬ 
inal offense, under any of the ordinances of said city, and 
shall be adjudged to pay a tine and cost, and shall fail to pay 
the same, he may be sentenced to labor one day for every two 
dollars of such tine and cost, upon the streets or other public 
works of said city, under such officer as the Common Coun¬ 
cil may prescribe; and the Common Council may provide 
such fetters or manacles as may be necessary to secure the 
person of such criminal during his term of labor. 

Sec. 16. Within five days from the enactment of any or¬ 
dinance, a copy thereof shall be posted at some public place 
in each ward, or published in a newspaper in Salem; and no' 
ordinance shall take effect in less than five days from its pas¬ 
sage. 

Sec. 17. A majority of the Aldermen, with the presiding 
officer, at any meeting shall constitute a quorum to do busi¬ 
ness, and all their meetings shall be public, and at least once 
a year they shall cause a statement of the financial affairs of 
the city to be published. 

Sec. 18. Inasmuch as an urgent necessity exists for funds 
for the immediate use of the city, the Council may incur a 
debt which shall not in the aggregate exceed the sum of two 
thousand dollars; but from and after the first day of Decem¬ 
ber next, the City Council shall not in any manner create any 
debt or liabilities which shall, singly or in the aggregate, ex¬ 
ceed the sum of one thousand dollars. 

Sec. 19. The legislature shall have the right to alter, 
amend or repeal this charter. 
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Sec. 20. All acts, or parts of acts, that contravene this 
act, are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 21. This act shall be in force from and after its ap¬ 
proval by the Governor. 
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An Act to amend an Act entitled “ An Act to Incor¬ 
porate the City of Salem,” approved October —, 
1862. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Oregon : 

Sec. 23. The Council shall have power, and is authorized, 
whenever it deems it expedient, to improve the public grounds 
within said city; to establish and open streets and alleys 
within the limits of said city, in continuation of those now 
or hereafter laid out; to establish or alter the grade, and to 
improve any street or part thereof, now or hereafter laid out 
or established within the corporate limits of .said city. The 
power and authority to improve a street includes the power 
and authority to construct, improve, pave, repair, and to keep 
in repair, the sidewalks and pavements, and to determine and 
provide for everything convenient and necessary concerning 
such improvements and repairs. 

Sec. 24. Whenever the Council deems it expedient to im¬ 
prove a street or part thereof, it may proceed to ascertain and 
determine the probable cost of making such improvement, 
and assess upon each lot or part thereof, liable therefor, its 
proportionate share of such costs. 

Sec. 25. Whenever the probable costs of the improve¬ 
ments have been ascertained and determined, and the pro¬ 
portionate share thereof of each lot or part thereof has been 
assessed as provided for in section 24, the Council must de¬ 
clare the same by ordinance, and direct the City Recorder to 
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enter a statement thereof in the docket of the city liens as 
provided in the next section. 

Sec. 26 . The docket of city liens is a book in which must, 
he entered, in pursuance of section 25, the following matters 
in relation to assessment for the improvement of streets: 

1. The number or letter of the lot assessed, and the num¬ 
ber or letter of the block in which it is situated, and if a sep¬ 
arate assessment is made upon a part of a lot, a particular 
designation of such part; 

2. The name of the owner thereof, or that the owner is 
unknown; 

3. The sum assessed on such lot or part thereof, and the 
date of the entry. 

Sec. 27. The docket of city liens is a public writing, and 
the original or certified copies of any matter authorized to be 
entered therein are entitled to the force and effect thereof, 
and from the date of the entry therein, of an assessment upon 
a lot or part thereof, the sum so entered is to be deemed a 
tax levied and a lien thereon, which lien shall have priority 
over all other liens or incumbrances thereon whatever. 

Sec. 28. For the purpose of ascertaining who is the own¬ 
er of any lot or part thereof, assessed for the improvement of 
a street, the Recorder shall take the certificate of the County 
Clerk of the county of Marion, stating who is the owner 
thereof at the date of the ordinance making the assessment, 
as may appear from the i-ecord of deeds for such county, 
which certificate such County Clerk is authorized and requir¬ 
ed to give when demanded by the Recorder. 

Sec. 29. A sum of money assessed for the improvement 
of a street cannot be collected until, by order of the Council, 
ten days’ notice thereof is given by the Recorder, or by pub- 
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lication in a weekly or daily newspaper, published in the city 
of Salem. Such notice must substantially contain the mat¬ 
ters required to be entered in the docket of city liens, con¬ 
cerning such assessment. 

Sec. 30. If within five days from the final publication of 
the notice prescribed in section 29, the sum assessed upon any 
lot or part thereof is not wholly paid to the City Treasurer, 
and a duplicate receipt therefor filed with the Recorder, the 
Council may thereafter order a warrant for the collection of 
the same, to be issued by the Recorder, directed to the City 
Marshal, or other person authorized to collect taxes due the 
city. 

Sec. 31. Such warrant must require the person to whom 
it is directed to forthwith levy upon the lot or part thereof 
upon which the assessment is unpaid, and sell the same in the 
manner provided by law, and return the proceeds of such 
sale to the City Treasurer, and the warrant to the Recorder, 
with his doings endorsed thereon, together with the receipt 
of the City Treasurer for the proceeds of such sale as paid to 
him. 

Sec. 32. Such warrant shall have the force and effect of 
an execution against real property, and shall be executed in 
like manner, except as herein otherwise specially provided. 

Sec. 33. The person executing such warrant shall imme¬ 
diately make a deed for the property sold thereon to the pur¬ 
chaser, stating therein that the same is made subject to re¬ 
demption, as provided herein. Within three years from 
the date of such sale, the owner or his successor in interest, 
or any person having a lien by judgment, decree or mortgage 
on the property or any part thereof, separately sold, may re¬ 
deem the same upon the terms and conditions provided in the 
next section. 

Sec. 34. Redemption may be made by the payment of the 
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purchase money and twenty-five per cent, additional, togeth¬ 
er with interest upon the purchase money from the date of 
sale to the time of payment at legal rate, and the amount of 
any tax which the purchaser may have paid upon the prop¬ 
erty. 

Sec. 35. A redemption discharges the property from the 
effects of the sale for the assessment. If made by the owner 
or his successor in interest, the estate in the property is there¬ 
by restored to such owmer or his successor in interest, as the 
case may be; but if made by a lien creditor, the amount 
paid for the redemption is thereafter to be deemed a part of 
his judgment, decree, or mortgage, as the case may be, and 
shall bear like interest, and may be enforced and collected as 
a part thereof. • 

Sec. 36. Whenever a purchaser, or those claiming under 
him, refuses fo convey to a person entitled to redeem, such 
person may enforce a conveyance thereof by a suit in equity, 
as for a specific contract to convey real property; and such 
suit may be maintained against absent parties without proof 
of tender of money and offer to redeem, if the plaintiff bring 
such. 

Sec. 87. Whenever the Council shall deem it for the in¬ 
terest of the city to open and lay out a street or alley, or ex¬ 
tend those now or hereafter to be laid out, they shall declare 
the same by ordinance, to be published one month in some 
daily or weekly paper published in the city of Salem. The 
Council at its earliest convenience thereafter, and within six 
months of the final publication of such notice, shall appoint 
three disinterested freeholders, residents of the city, whose 
duty it shall be to proceed to assess and report to the Coun¬ 
cil the damages to property-holders on the line of the street 
or alley to be opened, laid out or extended; at*the same time 
to determine what persons or property will be benefited by 
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such improvements, and assess the damages and expenses in 
part or in whole thereof on the real estate benefited thereby, 
in proportion, as near as may be, to the benefits resulting to 
each. Such benefits, when determined and assessed, shall be 
a lien upon the property so benefited, and shall be docketed, 
proceeded with and collected in the same manner as assess¬ 
ments for street improvements. 

Sec. 38. Each lot or part thereof within the limits of a 
street where a sidewalk is proposed to be built, or improved, 
or repaired, shall be liable for the full cost of making, im¬ 
proving or repairing the same in front of or abutting upon 
it, and also shall be liable for the cost, in whole or in part, 
as the Council may determine, of making a proposed im¬ 
provement upon the balance of the half street in front, and 
also for a proportionate share of one-half of the cost of im¬ 
proving the intersections of two of the streets bounding the 
block in which such lot or part thereof is situated. 

Sec. 39. The cost, in whole or in part, as the Council 
may determine, of improving such intersection is to be assess¬ 
ed upon the lots or "part thereof situated in the quarters of 
the four blocks and adjoining such intersection, but only up¬ 
on the lots or parts thereof within the quarters nearest there¬ 
to, and in proportion to the cash value of such lots or parts 
thereof, irrespective of improvements thereon. 

Sec. 49. A sale of real property as herein provided con¬ 
veys to the purchaser, subject to redemption as herein pro¬ 
vided, all the estate or interest therein of the owner, whether 
known or unknown, together with all the rights and appur¬ 
tenances thereunto belonging. 

Sec. 41. When an assessment upon any lot or part there¬ 
of becomes delinquent, any person havmg a lien thereon by 
judgment, decree or mortgage, may, at any time before the 
sale of such lot or part thereof, pay the same to the City 
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Treasurer, taking duplicate receipts therefor, one of which 
shall be filed with the Recorder; and such payment and fil¬ 
ing of duplicate receipt with the Recorder, discharges the 
property from the effect of the assessment; and the amount 
of such delinquent taxes, and all accruing costs and charges, 
if any, when so paid, is thereafter to be deemed a part of 
such lien creditor’s judgment, decree or mortgage, as the case 
may be, and shall bear like interest, and may be enforced and 
collected as part thereof. 

Sec. 42. The Council must provide by ordinance for the 
time and manner of doing the work on any proposed improve¬ 
ment. 

Sec. 43. If, upon the completion of any improvement or 
repairs, it is found that the sum assessed therefor upon any 
lot or part thereof is insufficient to defray the cost thereof, 
as contemplated herein, the Council must ascertain the deficit 
and declare the same by ordinance. When so declared, the 
Recorder must enter the sum of the deficit in the docket of 
city liens, in a column reserved for that purpose in the orig¬ 
inal entry, with the date thereof; and such deficit shall there¬ 
after be a lien upon such lot or part thereof, in like manner 
and with like effect as in case of the sum originally assessed, 
and shall also be payable, and may be collected in like man¬ 
ner and with like effect, as in the case of such sum originally 
assessed. 

Sec. 44. If, upon the completion of any improvement or 
repairs, it is found that the sum assessed therefor upon any 
lot or part thereof, is. more than sufficient to defray the cost 
thereof, as herein contemplated, the Council must ascertain 
and declare the surplus in like manner as in case of a deficit. 
When so declared, it must be entered as in case of deficit in 
the docket of city liens, and thereafter the person who paid 
2 
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such surplus, or his legal representative, is entitled to repay¬ 
ment of the same by warrant on the City Treasurer. 

Sec. 45. The Council shall have power to lay down all 
necessary sewers and drains, and cause the expense thereof, 
in whole or in part, to be paid out of the general fund of the 
city, or they may cause the same, in whole or in part, to be 
assessed on the property di ectly benefited by such drain or 
sewer; but the mode of apportioning estimated costs of im¬ 
provements of streets, prescribed in sections 37 and 38 here¬ 
of, shall not apply to the construction of such drains or sew¬ 
ers. But when the Council shall direct the same to be as¬ 
sessed on the property directly benefited, such expense shall, 
in every other respect, be assessed and collected in the same 
manner as is provided in case of street improvements. 

Sec. 46. The Council is authorized to improve or repair 
any street or part thereof whenever it deems it expedient, 
and to declare by ordinance, before doing the same, whether 
the cost thereof, in whole or part, shall be assessed upon the 
adjacent property, or be paid out of the general fund of the 
city. 

Sec. 47. If the Council declares that a proposed improve¬ 
ment or repairs shall be at the cost, in whole or in part, of 
the adjacent property, the proposed improvement or repairs 
shall be made accordingly; but if it declares that the cost 
thereof, in whole or in part, shall be paid out of the general 
fund, such repairs may be made as the ordinance may pro¬ 
vide, and be paid for accordingly. 

Sec. 48. The cost of establishing or altering the grade of 
any street or part thereof, shall be paid out of the general 
fund of the city. 

Sec. 49. Whenever any lot or par. thereof, sold under the 
provisions liereo'f, shall bring more than the assessment there¬ 
on, with interest, costs, and charges of collection, the surplus 
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must be paid to the Treasurer, and the person executing the 
warrant must take separate receipt for such surplus, and file 
it with the Recorder on th; return of the warrant. At any 
time thereafter the owner or his legal representative is enti¬ 
tled to a warrant upon the Treasurer for such surplus. 

Sec. 50. The deed to the purchaser must express the true 
consideration therefor,, which is the amount paid by the pur¬ 
chaser ; and the return of the person executing the warrant 
must specify the amount for which each lot or part thereof 
sold, and the name of the purchaser. 

Sec. 51. In making a deed for real property sold for de¬ 
linquent assessments for improving or repairing a street, it is 
not necessary to recite or set forth the proceedings prior to 
sale, but it is sufficient if it substantially appear from such 
deed that t. e property was sold by virtue of a warrant from 
the city of Salem, and the date thereof, for a delinquent as¬ 
sessment, and the amount thereof, together with the date of 
the sale and the amount bid thereat by the purchaser. The 
style of a warrant for collection of delinquent assessments 
shall be, “ In the name of the city of Salem.” 

Sec. 52. Real property, when sold for or to satisfy a de¬ 
linquent assessment, must be sold, for United States gold or 
silver coin, and not otherwise, and any one applying or seek¬ 
ing to redeem property so sold, as in this act provided, must 
pay or offer to pay the sum necessary therefor in such coin, 
and not otherwise; and all sums contemplated herein to be 
paid must be paid in gold or silver coin of the United States. 

Sec. 53. Whenever a lot or part thereof is sold for de¬ 
linquent assessment' for a street improvement, and afterwards 
resold for a deficit in such assessment, as in this act provided, 
to any person other than the purchaser at the” first sale or his 
successor in interest, such purchaser or successor, for the pur- 
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pose of making redemption from the purchaser at such resale, 
is to be deemed an owner within the meaning of this act. 

Sec. 54. No law, or part thereof, authorizing any tribunal 
or officer of Marion county to grant tavern or grocery licen¬ 
ses, shall apply,to persons vending liquor within the city of 
Salem. 

Sec. 55. All city ordinances passed and in force when 
this act takes effect, and not inconsistent therewith, shall be 
and remain in full force after this act takes effect, and there¬ 
after until repealed by the Council; and all rights vested or 
liabilities incurred under either of such acts, or any city or¬ 
dinance, when this act takes effect, shall not thereby be lost, 
impaired or discharged. 

Sec. 56. The Council shall have power to assess and col¬ 
lect harbor dues from all vessels and steamboats or other wa¬ 
ter crafts whatever, arriving or departing from the city; to 
license, tax, regulate, and restrain steamboat runners and 
wharfingers; to provide for the erection of a city jail, house 
of correction, and work-house, and the government and man¬ 
agement of the same. 

Approved October 26, 1868. 
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To the Council of the City of Salem, Oregon : 

The undersigned, City Surveyor, .in pursuance of a con¬ 
tract with the city authorities, dated the — day of April, A. 
D. 1861, reports, that in the month of June, 1861, he pro¬ 
ceeded to survey and establish the corner boundaries of the 
blocks and streets of said city, as follows: 

Commencing at the middle point of the intersection of 
State and*Commercial streets, thence along Commercial street 
from State street to Court street. The width of the block is 
331 feet. From Court to Union street the blocks are each 331 
feet and four inches wide; and the streets, including Com¬ 
mercial, State, Court, and Union streets, are each ninety-nine 
feet wide. 

From the intersection of Union and Commercial streets, at 
right angles with Commercial street, along Union street to 
Capitol street, the blocks are each 348 feet and nine inches 
wide, and the streets 99 feet, except the block lying immedi¬ 
ately west of Capitol street, which is 346 feet and six inches, 
and Capitol street, which is 105 feet wide. This exception 
was made for the purpose of making the survey uniform and 
systematic throughout, and reconciling, as far as possible, dis¬ 
crepancies in the old surveys, as well as the conflict of the in¬ 
terests existing in that part of the town. It is believed that 
this is the best disposition that can be made of the matter ; 
but should the Council And it expedient to object to this ar- 
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rangement, it will be altered according to their instruction. 
The tier of blocks lying west of Capitol street, and the street 
itself, are not reduced below what was the original design 
and intention of the founder of the city — the blocks being 
equal in size to those lying west of Commercial street. 

On Capitol and Court streets, the blocks and streets corre¬ 
spond in width with those opposite on Commercial and Union 
streets — the intermediate blocks and streets corresponding in 
like manner. 

From the original poyit. of beginning, at the intersection 
of Commercial and State streets, along Commercial street. 
From State street to Ferry street, 298 feet; width of Ferry 
street, 66 feet. 

From Ferry street to Trade street, 297 feet and 8 inches ; 
width of Trade street, 99 feet. 

From Trade street to Mill street, 297 feet; width of Mill 
street, 66 feet. 

From Mill street to Bellevue street, 297 feet; width of Belle¬ 
vue street, 99 feet. 

From Bellevue to Oak street, 830 feet; width of Oak street, 
66 feet. 

From Oak street to Leslie street, 330 feet; width of Leslie 
street, 66 feet. 

From the intersection of Leslie and Commercial streets, 
along Leslie to Church street, the streets and blocks corre¬ 
spond in size with those opposite on Conrt and Uniou streets. 

From the intersection of Leslie and Church streets, along 
Church street to State street, the blocks and streets corre¬ 
spond in width with those on Commercial street, opposite- 
all the intermediate blocks and streets being similar to those 
described. 

The fractional blocks lying along the south line of the Will- 
son claim, are of the following widths: 
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On the west side of Commercial street, 298 feet. 

On the east side, 299 feet. 

On the west side of-street, 303 feet and 8 inches. 

On the east side, 304 feet 8 inches. 

On the west side of Church street, 312 feet. 

From the intersection of the west side of Cotninercial 
street and the Willson line, along said line to the slough, 442 
feet. 

From the west side of Commercial street, along Leslie street 
to the slough, 330 feet. 

From the west side of Commercial street on Oak to the 
slough, 330 feet. 

From the west side of Commercial street on Bellevue to 
east side of Front street, 346 feet and six inches. 

From the last point to the slough, 74 feet. 

From the west side of Commercial street, along Mill street, 
346£ feet to east side of Front street, plus 99 feet to west side 
of Front street, plus 33 feet to water’s edge. 

From the west side of Commercial street, along the north 
side of Trade street, 346| feet to Front street, plus 99 feet 
width of Front street, plus 280 feet to the river. 

From Trade street, following Fi^nt street, to Division 
street, the block’s on the east side of the street, (that is, be- * 
tween Front and Commercial streets), are 346^ feet long, east 
and west, and in width correspond with the fronts on Com¬ 
mercial street, which govern all between them and the river. 

From the'west side of Front street, along the north side of 
Ferry street, 346£ feet to Water street, plus 99 feet, width of 
Water street, plus 50 feet, distance to the river. 

From the northwest corner of Ferry and Water streets com¬ 
mences a row of river lots, extending along the west side of 
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Water street, as follows: Lot No. 1, 298 feet; lot 2, 70 feet 
2 inches ; Nos. 3, 4, 5 and 6, each 50 feet and inches ; No. 
7, 240 feet and 8 inches; No. 8, extending along the west 
side of Water street to the river. 

From the west side of Front street, following State street 
west, 346£ feet to Water street, plus 99 feet, width of Water 
street, plus 50 feet to the river. 

From the west side of Front, following Court street, 346£ 
feet to Water street, plus 99 feet, width of Water street, plus 
50 feet to the river. 

From the west side of Front street, along the south side of 
Chemeketa street, 346£ feet to Water street, plus 99 feet, 
width of Water street, plus 17 feet to the river. 

On the north side of Chemeketa street commences a tier of 
four blocks, lying between Front and Water streets, and ex¬ 
tending north to Division street, whose width (east and west) 
is 280 feet and 6 inches. 

From the corner of Center and Water streets to the river, 
106 feet. 

From the corner of Marion and Water street to the river, 
85 feet. 

From the corner of Union and Water street to the river, 
87 feet. ^ 

* From the corner of Division and Water street to the river, 
41 feet. * 

Cooke’s Addition commences at the river bank, on the north 
side of Division street; then'ce following the north side of Di¬ 
vision street to the corner of Front and Division streets; 
thence following the west side of Front street 264 feet to the 
northeast corner of lot No. 1, and south side of Cooke’s street, 
which is 66 feet wide, and runs at right angles with Front 
street, 287 feet to the river. 

On the north side of Cooke’s street, lot No. 2 is 110 feet 
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and 10 inches wide on Front, and runs parallel with Cooke’s 
street to the river. Lot No. 3 is 132 feet on Front street. 
Lot No. 4 is 132 feet on Front street. Lot No. 5 is 132 feet 
on Front street. On the north line of lot No. 5, from Front 
street to the river, is 274 feet to the river. 

The intersections of Commercial and State streets, Com¬ 
mercial and Union streets, Commercial and Leslie streets, 
State and Capitol streets, and Capitol and Union streets, were 
selected and designated upon the maps as points for perma¬ 
nent monuments, but it was thought best not to establish 
them until the City Council should have concurred as to their 
location and approval of their survey. 

In the absence of any instructions , your surveyor has been 
compelled to act entirely upon his own judgment; but is be¬ 
lieved that upon the whole the matter has been disposed of 
with as little damage to private interests as the nature of the 
case will allow. 

All of which is respectfully submitted for your considera¬ 
tion and approval.

The City Council having fully concurred in the locations 
selected by the surveyor for permanent marks or monuments 
“ by which to regulate and establish future surveys,” as here¬ 
in set forth in the foregoing notes of city surveyor, and also 
marked upon the city plats or maps, and fully approved the 
the survey of the city of Salem, the said monuments have 
this day been fully set up and established, agreeable to con¬ 
tract, at each of the five points of intersection of the afore¬ 
said streets, of the following description, to-wit: Two (2) cut 
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or dressed rocks, set vertically, one directly above the other; 
the bottom or lower rock being just five (5) inches square and 
ten (10) inches long; the top or upper rock being just five 
(5) inches square and twenty-four (24) inches long, with one 
quart of charcoal at the intersection of the two rocks, and 
each marked with a cross, thus, X, directly in the center and 
upon the top end, to designate the precise point of intersec¬ 
tion of the respective streets at which said monuments have 
been set and established. The whole being sunk to the depth 
of thirty-six (36) inches, and to the level or a little below the 
surface.

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The People of the City of Salem do Ordain as follows : 

CHAPTER I. 

Concerning the City Organization. 

TITLE L 

Dividing the City into Wards. 

Section 1 . The city of Salem shall be divided into wards 
and districts as follows: All that portion of the city north 
of Marion street shall constitute the First Ward ; all between 
Marion and Court streets shall constitue the Second Ward; 
all between Court and Ferry streets shall constitute the Third 
Ward; all south of Ferry street shall constitute the Fourth 
Ward. 


TITLE H. 

Concerning City Elections. 

Section 1. The annual election of officers of the city of 
Salem shall be held on the first Monday of December in each 
year, and the polls shall be opened at nine o’clock in the 
morning and closed at four o’clock in the evening of each 
election day. 

Sec. 2. There shall be provided by the Recorder two 
poll-books for each Ward, at each election, which shall be 
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given to the judges of election at the time when they are 
sworn in. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Marshal to see that the 
places selected by the City Council as voting places are prop¬ 
erly furnished for that purpose, as the accommodation of the 
judges shall require. 

Sec. 4. So far as the annual election is not provided for 
by this ordinance, the same shall be, as far as circumstances 
will peritiit, conducted according to the laws of this State 
regulating elections for State and county officers. 

Sec. 5. Each voter must be a qualified- voter of the State 
of Oregon, for thirty days previous to the election a citizen of 
Salem, and at the time of voting a resident of the Ward in 
which he offers to cast his vote. 

Sec. 6. Hereafter, at the annual election, there shall be 
chosen one Mayor, one Recorder, one Treasurer, one Marshal, 
voters of said city; and two Aldermen for each Ward, who 
are citizens of and reside in the Wards for which they are 
chosen; who shall serve for one" year from the first day of 
January ensuing, or until their successors are elected and 
qualified. 

Sec. 7. Whenever any Alderman shall remove from the 
Ward for which he was elected his office shall become vacant, 
and the City Council Shall proceed to fill the same by appoint¬ 
ment of some resident of that Ward. 

Sec. 8. Previous to any annual election, the City Council 
shall appoint two judges of election for each Ward, who are 
legal voters of said ward, who shall, by virtue of their office 
as judges, act as clerks of said election. 

Sec. 9. Elections shall be held in such place in each W ard 
as the City Council may designate; and two weeks before any 
regular election the Recorder shall publish in some city news¬ 
paper a notice of such election, the time and places of hold¬ 
ing the same, and of the horn- when the polls will open and 
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close. He shall notify the judges of election of their appoint¬ 
ment at least live days before the day of election. 

Sec. 10. If any person, appointed by the City Council to 
act as judge of election, shall fail to attend at the voting 
place at the time when the polls should open, the voters 
present may elect judges, who shall be voters in that Ward, 
and when qualified they shall conduct the" election as if ap¬ 
pointed by the City Council. 

Sec. 11. The judges of election shall administer the fol¬ 
lowing oath to any person whose vote is challenged: “You 
do solemnly swear that you are a citizen of the United States 
and of the State of Oregon, have resided in the city of Salem 
thirty days previous to this time, and reside now in this Ward. 
So help you God.” 

Sec. 12. The judges as clerks shall keep a record in the 
poll-books of the names of the voters in the order in which 
they shall vote, with a statement in the appropriate columns 
provided in the poll-books of the persons for whom each voter 
casts his vote. 

Sec. 13. Returns shall be made immediately after the 
election, by the judges of election, to the City Recorder, as is 
or may be provided by laws of this State for general elec¬ 
tions ; and as soon as the same are fully made, the Mayor and 
Recorder shall proceed to canvass the votes cast, and shall 
make a report of the same at the next regular meeting of the 
City Council. 

Sec. 14. The Recorder, after the votes are counted, shall 
issue certificates of election to the persons elected ; and if in 
any case two or more persons have received an equal number 
of votes for any office at that election, he shall notify them of 
that fact, and advise them of the next meeting of the Council, 
when the case shall be considered and decided by lot. 

Sec. 15. In case that two or more persons shall at any 
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election receive an equal number of votes for any office, the 
Mayor and Recorder shell certify the same to the City Coun¬ 
cil ; and at the first meeting of the Council thereafter, the 
Clerk shall write the names of such candidates on separate 
pieces of paper and put them in a hat or box, and put in 
another hat or box the same number of pieces of paper, on 
one of which shall be written the name of the office for which 
they are"candidates, and after the hats or boxes are shaken 
by two Aldermen, two others shall draw, in presence of the 
others, one a paper from one box or hat, and the other from 
the other box or hat, and so on until the paper is drawn on 
which the name of the office is written, and the person whose 
name is drawn against that shall be declared elected to the 
office in question, as if he had received a majority of votes at 
the annual election.- 

Sec. 16. Any candidate failing to receive a certificate of 
election, and intending to contest the election of the candi¬ 
date in whose favor returns have been made, shall, before the 
next regular meeting of the City Council, file with the Re¬ 
corder a notice of his intention to so contest, addressed to said 
Council, stating therein the points upon which he will contest 
the same. 

Sec. 17. The City Council shall then appoint a committee 
to examine testimony and report thereon at some future meet¬ 
ing ; provided, that the points on which the contest is made 
are such that they deem it neccessary to take testimony. 
Said committee shall give five days’ notice to both parties of 
the time and place when such hearing will be had ; and after 
concluding the hearing of testimony thereon, they shall re¬ 
port the result to the Council, with a brief view of the testi¬ 
mony elicited and the reasons of their decision, and thereupon 
the contest shall be finally decided by a vote of the Council, 
unless they determine to re-examine the testimony themselves

before deciding, which they may do by renewing the five 
days’ notice to the parties interested. 

Sec. 18. The residence of any voter, under the terms of 
this ordinance, shall be considered to be in the Ward where 
his family resides, and in case he has no family, in the Ward 
where he boards. 

Sec. 19. Any person who shall willfully vote at anyjnty 
election illegally, not being a voter in this city and in the 
Ward where his vote w'as cast, or who shall attempt to vote 
twice at any city election, shall, on conviction thereof before 
the City Recorder, be fined not exceeding twenty-five dollars 
and costs, in default of which he shall be committed to prison 
for not more than ten days. 

Sec. 20. Judges of election for city officers shall be al¬ 
lowed a fee of two dollars for their services ; and after each 
election, the Recorder shall make out an account and return 
it to the City Council of those who have served as stich judg¬ 
es, and their claims shall be allowed as other claims are by 
the Council. 

TITLE III. 

Concerning the meetings of the City Council and the term of office of City 
Officials. 

Sec. 1 . The regular meetings of the City Council shall be 
held once a month, at such times and places as they shall 
determine. 

Sec. 2. The official year shall commence on the first day 
of January ; and the first regular meeting of the newly elect¬ 
ed Council shall be held on the first Tuesday in January in 
each year. 
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CHAPTER n. 

Relating to Oity Officers. 

TITLE I. 

Qualification, Duties and Compensation of the Pity Recorder. 

Section 1 . Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the City Recorder shall file with the Mayor his certificate of 
election, with his official oath endorsed thereon, that he will 
faithfully demean himself in office; and also a bond to the 
City of Salem, in such sum as the Council may require, pay¬ 
able in gold or silver coin of the United States, with sureties 
approved by the Mayor, conditioned that he will faithfully 
discharge his duties as City Recorder, account for and pay 
over all money, and turn over to his successor all books, papers 
or property belonging to the city that may come into his 
hands by virtue of his office as such Recorder. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Recorder to at¬ 
tend the meetings of the City Council, and keep a correct 
record of the proceedings of that body in a well bound book, 
provided for that purpose. He shall also record in a well 
bound book, to be called “ the Book of Ordinances,” all ordi¬ 
nances passed by the City Council. He shall keep an ac¬ 
count in a well bound journal and ledger, in the usual form 
of single-entry book-keeping, between the Recorder and the 
City, the Treasurer and the city, and the Marshal and the 
city, in which he shall charge each of such officers with 
whatever he receives belonging to the city, and credit them 
with whatever they account for satisfactorily to the City 
Council. 

Sec. 3. He shall keep a “ Record of Licenses ” in a well 
bound book, which shall be spaced in five columns, which 
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shall be filled as follows: The first column shall state the 
name of the applicant for a license and the date of granting 
same; the second column shall state the occupation for which 
license is granted; the third column shall state the time for 
which license is granted; the fourth column shall state the 
amount paid for said license; the fifth column shall state the 
month, day and year when the license so issued shall expire. 

Sec. 4. The Recorder shall also keep a book, to be called 
the “Record of Warrants,” in which he shall enter, in differ¬ 
ent columns, the number, date and amount of each warrant 
issued, the name of person to whom issued, who shall receipt 
for same when delivered, and the date of cancellation, when¬ 
ever the same shall have been returned as cancelled. 

Sec. 5. When any account shall have been allowed and 
ordered paid by the City Council, the Recorder shall draw 
his warrant on the City Treasurer therefor, which warrant 
shall be countersigned by the Mayor, and make a record of 
the same as provided in the preceding section; and when the 
City Treasurer shall return the warrants cancelled, the Re¬ 
corder shall enter the date thereof in the “ Record of War¬ 
rants,” as provided in the last section, after which such can¬ 
celled warrants shall be destroyed. 

Sec. 6 . He shall report to the City Council at the regular 
meetings in March, June and September, all fines collected 
for violation of city ordinance, the number and character of 
licenses issued, and a list of the warrants drawn on the City 
Treasurer, and shall make a similar report at their regular 
meeting in December, with a summary of all his transactions 
for the city during the year. 

Sec. 7. All fines and penalties belonging to the city, col¬ 
lected by the City Recorder, shall be immediately paid by 
him into the city treasury. 

Sec. 8. When making the regular assessment of property 
5 
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to be taxed for city purposes, it shall be the duty of the City 
Recorder to ascertain by diligent inquiry the names of all 
persons within the city liable to taxation, and all the taxable 
personal property and real estate therein, and appraise the 
same according to the laws of Oregon. 

Sec. 9. The Recorder, as assessor, shall require every 
person liable to be taxed to give, upon oath, a full description 
of all taxable property owned by him within the city limits; 
and if any person refuses to make oath thereto, he shall ascer¬ 
tain from the best information to be had the taxable property 
owned by such person. 

Sec. 10. The assessment roll shall contain, in separate 
columns—1st, the names of persons assessed ; 2d, description 
of real estate owned by such person, with number of lot and 
block given ; 3d, the full cash value of such real estate; 4th, 
the cash value of taxable personal property owned by such 
person; 5th, the total cash value of all taxable property so 
assessed. 

Sec. 11. So far as not provided for in this title, the assess¬ 
ment shall be made in accordance with the laws of this State 
regulating assessment by county assessors. 

Sec. 12. The Recorder shall receive fees as follows, to-wit: 
for each day actually and necessarily spent in making the 
assessment, five dollars; for making out tax-roll and extend¬ 
ing thereon the rates levied by the City Council, for each 
folio, twenty cents; for each notice of election, twenty-five 
cents; for each warrant on city treasury and entering record 
of same, ten cents; for administering an official oath, twenty- 
five cents; for taking an official bond, fifty cents; for all writ¬ 
ing not otherwise provided for, per folio, twenty cents; for 
filing any paper, ten cents; for each attendance at meetings 
of the City Council, one dollar; for similar service rendered, 
he shall, in all cases not otherwise provided for, receive the 
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same fees as are allowed by laws of this State, to a justice of 
the peace ; for any service rendered not provided for in this 
title, the City Council shall award reasonable compensation. 

TITLE n. 

Qualification, Compensation and Duties of City Marshal. 

Section 1 . Before entering upon the duties of his office, the 
City Marshal shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his 
election, with his official oath endorsed thereon, that he will 
faithfully demean himself in office; and also a bond to the 
City of Salem, in such sum as the council may require, pay¬ 
able in gold or silver coin of the United States, with sure¬ 
ties approved by the Mayor, conditioned that he will faithful¬ 
ly discharge his duties as City Marshal, account for and pay 
over all money, and turn over to his successor all books, pa¬ 
pers or property belonging to the city, that may come into 
his hands by virtue of his office as such Marshal. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal, as a 
peace officer, to execute all process directed to him b/ the 
Recorder, or by any magistrate of this State. He shall at¬ 
tend regularly upon the meetings of the City Council and the 
sittings of the Recorder’s court. He may make arrests for a 
breach of the peace, for a violation of any city ordinance, or 
for the commission of a crime within the city limits, as a 
peace officer may under the laws of this State. He shall col¬ 
lect all taxes levied by the City Council, as required by ordi¬ 
nance, and make immediate return of all money due the city 
treasury, taking therefor duplicate receipts, the original of 
which shall be filed in the Recorder’s office, and the amount 
thereof placed to his credit. When any person doing busi¬ 
ness within the city, or engaged in any occupation for which 
a city license is required, shall refuse or neglect to take out 
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the same, as required by city ordinance, it shall he the duty 
of the City Marshal to inform against and prosecute sueh per¬ 
son before the City Recorder, and enforce the payment of such 
license fee from such delinquent; and in the discharge of his 
duties, he shall exercise a vigilant control over the peace and 
best interests of the city. 

Sec. 3. The fees of the City Marshal shall be as follows: 
For similar service, he shall receive the fees allowed by law 
to a constable. For each attendance on meetings of City 
Council, he shall receive one dollar. For collection of 
taxes, he shall be paid such per cent, as the City Council may 
from year to year allow. For informing against and prose¬ 
cuting any person neglecting or refusing to take out license, 
he shall receive, in addition to his legal fees in the case, one- 
lialf of whatever tine may be. adjudged and collected for such 
violation. 

Sec. 4. All sums due the Marshal for collection of taxes 
and other services rendered the city, shall be audited and paid 
in the same manner as other claims against the city; provided, 
that his fees, when collected in criminal cases, may be retain¬ 
ed by him. 

TITLE III. 

Qualification, Compensation and Duties of the City Treasurer. 

Section 1. Before entering upon the duties of his office, 
the City Treasurer shall file with the Recorder a certificate 
of his election, with his official oath endorsed thereon, that 
-he will faithfully demean himself in office, and also a bond 
to the city of Salem in such sum as the Council may require, 
payable in gold or silver coin of the United States, with 
sureties approved by the Mayor, conditioned that he will 
faithfully discharge his duties as City Treasurer, account for 
and pay over all money, and turn over to his successor all 
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books, papers or property belonging to the city, that may 
come into his hands by virtue of his office as snch Treasurer. 

Sec. 2. The Treasurer shall reside and keep an office 
within the city limits, and pay all orders issued to him by the 
City Kecorder and countersigned by the Mayor, in the order 
they are presented for payment, from the funds in the city 
treasury, and he shall pay no money from the city treasury 
except upon warrants so issued. 

Sec. 3. He shall at the end of each quarter, and at the 
last regular meeting for the year, or at any time when re¬ 
quired by the Council, make report to the City Council of his 
doings as Treasurer. He shall at the time of making such 
reports, return to the City Council all vouchers paid and can¬ 
celled by him, which cancelling shall be done at the time of 
payment, by writing or stamping on the face of such warrant 
the word “ paid,” in large letters, with the date of payment. 
He shall include in his reports an account of all money and 
property in his hands as City Treasurer, and turn the same 
over to his successor when he shall be duly qualified. 

Sec. 4. The City Treasurer shall receive as compensation, 
one per cent, on all money received, and one and a half per 
cent, on all money paid out by him as City Treasurer, and 
his accounts shall be audited and paid in the same manner as 
other accounts against the city. 

TITLE IV. 

Appointment, Duties and Compensation of City Surveyor. 

Section 1. A City Surveyor shall be appointed by the 
City Council at the first regular meeting in each year, who 
shall serve for one year, and until his successor is duly qual¬ 
ified. 
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Sec. 2. Before entering upon his duties, the City Sur¬ 
veyor shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his appoint¬ 
ment, with his official oath endorsed thereon, to the effect 
that he 'will faithfully demean himself in office. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the City Surveyor to make 
such surveys within the city limits, and render such service, 
consistent with his profession, as the City Council may re¬ 
quire of him ; and he shall make a record of all his official 
acts and reports in a well bound book, to be kept in the Sur¬ 
veyor’s office; and in case he has no office within the cit/, it 
shall be kept in the Recorder’s office for general reference. 

Sec. 4. Re shall receive as compensation, for any service 
rendered to the city or to the citizens thereof, the sum of eight 
dollars per day. The services of his assistants shall be au¬ 
dited and paid at a reasonable compensation. 

TITLE Y. 

Appointment, Duties and Compensation of City Attorney. 

Section 1 . The City Attorney shall be of the degree of 
attorney and counsellor of the Supreme Court of this State ; 
he shall be appointed by the City Council at the first regular 
meeting in each year, and shall serve until his successor is 
duly qualified. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon his duties, the City Attor¬ 
ney shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his appoint¬ 
ment, with an official oath endorsed thereon, to the effect that 
he will faithfully demean himself in office. 

' Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the City Attorney to at¬ 
tend to all actions, suits or legal proceedings in which the 
City is interested, and he shall advise the City Council, when 
requested so to do, on any legal question that may arise, in¬ 
volving the interests of the city. 
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Sec. 4'. The City Attorney shall receive for his services 
the sum of one hundred dollars per annum, payable quar¬ 
terly ; and the City Council may, in their discretion, award 
him such other remuneration as is just and reasonable, in case 
excessive service is demanded of him. 

TITLE VI. 

Appointment, Duties and Compensation of the Supervisor of Roads. 

Section 1 . A Supervisor of Roads shall be appointed by 
the City Council at the first regular meeting in each year, 
who shall serve for one year and until his successor is duly 
qualified. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon his duties, the Supervisor 
shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his appointment, 
with an official oath endorsed thereon, to the effect that he 
will faithfully demean himself in office. 

Sec. 3. In addition to his duties as supervisor, to be per¬ 
formed according to the laws of this State, he may be em¬ 
ployed by the City Council to superintend all improvements 
ordered by them to be made on the streets ancT alleys of the 
city. When so employed, such duties shall devolve on him 
as are usually performed by a Street Commissioner. 

Sec. 4. For all time actually and necessarily spent in ac¬ 
cordance with the orders of the City Council, he shall receive 
the sum of three dollars per day. 

TITLE VII. 

Concerning the City Police and their Duties. 

Section 1. The City Marshal shall, with the approval of 
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the Mayor, appoint, at the first regular meeting of the Com¬ 
mon Council in each year, two persons as' City Police. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon their duties, each o.f the City 
Police shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his appoint¬ 
ment, with his otiicial oath endorsed thereon, to the effect 
‘that he will faithfully demean himself in office. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the City Police to execute 
all process directed to them by the Recorder; to make arrests 
for a breach of the peace, for a violation of any city ordi¬ 
nance, or for the commission of a crime within the city lim¬ 
its, as a peace officer may under the laws of this State; to 
light and take care of the street lamps; to patrol and take 
charge as watchmen of the city by night under the direction 
of the City Marshal, and to extend their beat throughout the 
city; and they shall at all times be subject to the orders of 
the City Marshal in preseving the peace and good order of 
the city. 

Sec. 4. The City Marshal may, with the approval of the 
Mayor, remove any policeman from office for neglect of duty 
or misconduct in office. Provided, that the council may at 
any time remove any policeman. 

Sec. 5. The City Police shall receive for their services 
seventy-five dollars per month each, to be audited and paid 
monthly from the city treasury. 

Sec. 6. As soon as this ordinance shall take effect, two 
persons as City Police may be appointed as prescribed in Sec. 
I of said ordinance. 
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CHAPTER III. 

Relating to Taxes, Licenses and Fines. 

TITLE I. 

Concerning the Assessment of Property and Collection of Taxes. 

Section 1. In the month of February of each year the 
City Recorder, unless otherwise ordered by the City Council, 
shall proceed to complete the annual assessment of city prop¬ 
erty for city purposes, as directed in Title I., Chapter*II., of 
these ordinances, and he §hall make his return of the assess¬ 
ment of city property liable to taxation for city purposes, at 
the regular meeting of the City Council for the month of 
March ensuing. 

Sec. 2. When making an assessment of city property the 
City Recorder shall require each person liable to be taxed by 
the city, to furnish him a list of his real and personal prop¬ 
erty within the city, and shall first administer to such tax 
payer an oath or affirmation to the effect that he will render 
a true and complete list of all property owned by him and 
liable to taxation within the city; and any person who shall 
refuse to make such an oath or affirmation, or make such list, 
when required so to do by the Assessor, shall forfeit and pay 
to the city the sum of twenty dollars, as a penalty for viola¬ 
tion of this provision of this ordinance, which sum, with 
costs, shall be collected as other penalties are collected for vio¬ 
lation of any city ordinance. 

Sec. 3. As soon as the assessment roll is completed, the 
Mayor shall give notice by publication at least one week pre¬ 
vious in some city newspaper, of the time when the City 
Council will sit as a Board of Equalization; and at the time 
specified, the Council shall meet and equalize the assessment. 
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Complaint of excessive valuation of property may be made by 
the personal appearance of complainant before the Board at 
said meeting, or a verified statement of facts may be filed 
with the City Recorder before the sitting of the Board. 

Sec. 4. As soon as the assessment roll is returned and the 
equalization of taxation is perfected, the City Council shall fix 
the rate and levy the tax for the current year. 

Sec. 5. Immediately after the annual levy of taxes by the 
City -Council, the City Recorder shall make and deliver to 
the City Marshal a transcript of the assessment roll, with the 
rate of t§x levied, and. the amount due from each individual 
extended thereon, to which he shall attach a warrant in the 
name of the city of Salem, under his hand, commanding the 
Marshal to collect the taxes charged in said list, by demand¬ 
ing payment of the persons charged therein, and making 
sale of the goods and chattels of such persons when necessa¬ 
ry ; that he pay over all money collected by virtue of said 
warrant, to the City Treasurer, and return said warrant, to¬ 
gether with the list aforesaid, and an account of his acts 
thereon, to the City Council, on or before the first day of 
May ensuing. 

Sec. 6. Upon receipt of the tax roll and warrant afore¬ 
said from the City Recorder, the City Marshal shall immedi¬ 
ately give notice by posting five printed hand-bills in each 
ward of the city, to the effect that the assessment roll is in 
his possession; that payment of taxes is immediately due, 
and must be made before the first day of May ensuing, under 
penalty of five per cent., to added thereto if not paid by that 
day, and naming the place where he will keep his office to 
receive and receipt for city taxes. 

Sec. 7. If any person from whom city taxes are due shall 
fail to pay the same, in answer to publication of notice, by 
the first day of May of any year, he Shall incur a penalty of 
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five per cent., to be added thereto and collected as provided 
in this ordinance. 

Sec. 8. City warrants, issued by the Recorder and coun¬ 
tersigned by the Mayor, as required by ordinance, shall be 
receivable for taxes; Provided , that the amount of the same 
shall not exceed the sum payable, or that no change is re¬ 
quired. 

Sec. 9. The Marshal shall receipt for all taxes paid him, 
and note the fact of such payment on his tax roll. 

Sec. 10. In case that any person shall fail to pay any city 
tax when the same is due, the Marshal shall levy the same by 
distress and sale of goods and chattels of such person, and 
such sale shall be made in conformity with the provisions of 
State law for collection of State and county taxes. 

Sec. 11. On the first day of May of each year the City 
Marshal shall make out a statement of the taxes remaining 
unpaid, with the names of the persons from whom the same 
are due, and such facts as may be in his possession relating 
thereto, and return his original tax list and warrant with such 
statement to the City Council. 

Sec. 12. After the return of the delinquent tax list by 
the Marshal, as provided in the last section, the City Record¬ 
er shall immediately make from said delinquent tax roll a 
true and correct list of the taxes returned as unpaid, land of 
the persons to whom such taxes are charged, and deliver the 
same to the City Marshal, with a warrant thereto attached, 
under his hand, commanding him in the name of the city of 
Salem to levy upon the goods and chattels of such delinquent 
tax payer, and if none be found, then upon the real property 
of such persons, or so much as shall satisfy the amount of 
taxes so charged, with five per cent, penalty added thereto, 
and costs of collection, and that said Marshal pay over all 
moneys collected by the first day of July ensuing. 
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Sec. 13. A warrant, as named in this title, shall have the 
effect of an execution against any person, firm or corporation 
upon whom such taxes are levied, and all proceedings had 
upon it shall be conducted by the Marshal as is or may be 
provided by laws of this State upon a warrant to any sheriff 
issued by the County Court for the collection of State and 
county taxes by sale of real or personal property. 

Sec. 14. If the Marshal shall fail to make settlement of 
the taxes included in the assessment roll within the time re¬ 
quired by this ordinance, he shall be liable to a penalty of 
five per cent, damages and twelve per cent, interest per an¬ 
num on the balance of unsettled taxes charged against him ; 
and if any Marshal shall withhold payment of any money 
collected for the city after the same shall be paid, he shall be 
liable to pay ten per cent, damages and twelve per cent, in¬ 
terest per annum, as above specified, on such moneys, which 
moneys, damages and interest may be collected by suit 
brought upon the Marshal’s bond for the recovery of the same. 

TITLE II. 

Concerning the Payment of Taxes, Licenses and Fines. 

Section 1. All sums due the city <ff Salem for taxes, or 
as fees for Jjcense, shall be paid in gold or silver coin of the 
United States. 

Sec. 2. All fines and penalties imposed for violation of 
any city ordinance may be enforced by action against the of¬ 
fender, brought before the Recorder’s court, and all judgments 
revered in such cases shall be for the amount of fine and 
costs qf suit. 

Sec. 3. When any person against whom a fine and costs 
is adjudged, is unable to pay the same, or shall refuse so to 
do, he may. be sentenced to labor one day for each two dol- 
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lars of such fine and costs, in charge of the Marshal, who may 
order such person to work under the Supervisor of Roads, or 
any person in charge of city improvements, or of any labor 
done for the corporation. 

TITLE III. 

Regulating and Licensing Certain Occupations. 

Section 1 . It shall not be lawful for any person or persons 
to keep for pay within the limits of the city of Salem, any 
theater, show or public exhibition, any bowling alley, billiard 
table, pigeon-hole table, or other table on which games are 
played with balls and cues; to keep any bar room or drink¬ 
ing shop; to keep for public hire any omnibus, stage, coach, 
hack, dray, cart or wagon \ provided, that no license shall be 
required of carriages or teams running to and from the 
State Fair, or for teams engaged in hauling wood, lumber, 
building material or produce into the city, or for any carriage 
kept to be let without a driver by any livery stable; no ped¬ 
dler shall vend, sell or retail at private sale any goods, wares 
or merchandise, unless the same are the product of this State; 
no auctioneer shall sell goods, wares or merchandise at public 
vendue, unless such person or persons have first obtained a 
license therefor, in a manner hereinafter provided by this 
ordinance. 

Sec. 2. It. shall not be lawful for any person to sell or in 
any wise dispose of, within the limits of the city of Salem, 
any spirituous or malt liquors to any person intoxicated; to 
keep open any place where spirituous or malt liquors are sold, 
or at such place to give, sell or in any wise dispose of such 
liquors on the first day of the week, commonly called Sunday; 
provided , that this section shall not be so constructed as to 
prevent appothecaries from selling liquors for -medicinal 
purposes. 
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Sec. 3. Any person or persons applying for license to sell 
spirituous or malt liquors as provided in this ordinance, shall 
execute a bond to the city of Salem in the sum of five hun¬ 
dred dollars, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the 
Recorder, conditioned that he or they will keep a decent and 
respectable house; that he will not allow any disorderly con¬ 
duct therein ; that he will not in any way dispose of spirituous 
or malt liquors on the Sabbath day, nor give or sell the same 
to any person intoxicated, during the continuance of his 
license. 

Sec. 4. Any person or persons applying for license as 
required by this ordinance, shall pay to the City Treasurer 
the amount due for such license, and take therefor a receipt, 
specifying the amount so paid, the business intended to be 
pursued, and the length of time for which license is desired. 

Sec. 5. On presentation of such receipt to the City Re¬ 
corder, he shall issue the license in accordance with the terms 
of the Treasurer’s receipt, first having, in case of liquor deal¬ 
ers, approved and filed the bond as in section 3 of this ordi- 
nace; and all liquor licenses shall specify the ward in which 
liquor is to be sold, and said license shall not entitle the appli¬ 
cant therefor to sell liquor in any other ward. 

Sec. 6 . No license shall be transferred, unless by express 
permission of the city council. 

Sec. 7. Any person violating this ordinance, or any of its 
provisions, shall, on conviction thereof before the Recorder, 
besides being still liable for the payment of the license, be 
fined not less than ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars for 
each offense, one half of which fine shall go to the "city of 
Salem, and the other half to the person first giving informa¬ 
tion b} f which the fine was incurred. And in case of liquor 
dealers who may fail to procure license, or to renew the same 
on expiration, they shall also forfeit to the city the sum of 
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five dollars per day for each day they shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with the terms of this ordinance and procure license 
as herein required, which shall be paid into the city treasury 
before any license can issue. 

Sec. 8. The following rates shall be charged for license, 
as is required in this ordinance : 

For keeping circus or managerie, twenty-five dollars for 
each exhibition; 

For keeping any other show or exhibition, titty dollars per 
quarter, thirty dollars per month, or five dollars for each 
exhibition; 

For keeping any billiard table or other table named in this 
ordinance, five dollars per quarter for each table ; provided, 
that not more than fifty dollars per annum shall be charged 
for the tables kept in one room ; 

For keeping bowling alley, fifty dollars per annum ; 

For keeping a barroom or drinking shop where spirituous or 
malt liquors are sold in less quantities than one quart, two 
hundred dollars per annum ; Provided , that those who sell 
malt liquors only shall pay a license of one hundred dollars 
per annum; 

For peddling goods, wares and merchandise other than pro¬ 
ducts of this State, ten dollars per quarter; 

For autioneer, fifty dollars per annum ; Provided , that 
each auctioneer shall be required to file a bond of five hun¬ 
dred dollars with the Recorder; 

For keeping a two horse omnibus or coach for transporting 
passengers, or two horse wagon, fifteen dollars per annum. 

For keeping one horse dray, ten dollars per annum. 

For keeping two horse truck, fifteen dollars per annum; 
provided, that the owner of any licensed dray or truck shall 
have the privilege of using, instead of the same, a two-horse 
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wagon, by transferring the number of his truck or dray to 
•said wagon. 

Sec. 9. In case of any performance for charitable pur¬ 
poses, or of any deemed by the Recorder to be of sufficient 
public benefit, the license may be remitted. 

Sec. 10. Except when specially provided in this ordi¬ 
nance, no license shall issue for a less time than six months. 

Sec. 11. All owners of vehicles for transportation of pas¬ 
sengers or freight shall take out license for the same, and the 
Recorder shall number them, commencing at one and contin¬ 
uing upward. The license shall specify the number to desig¬ 
nate the vehicle, which number shall appear upon the same 
in some conspicuous place. 


CHAPTER IV. 

Relating to the City Police Regulations. 

TITLE I. 

Concerning Offences against City Police. 

Section 1 . No person shall be guilty, within the limits of 
the City of Salem, of any brawl or tumult, or commit any 
assault or assault and battery, or draw any dirk, knife, fire¬ 
arms or other deadly weapon, or resist any peace officer, or 
refuse to assist him in the discharge of his duties, or aid or 
assist any person to escape from the custody of such officer \ 
and any person who shall violate the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion shall, on conviction thereof before the Recorder, be fined 
for each offence a sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or 
imprisoned not^nore than twenty days.

Sec. 2. Any person who shall, in any public place, be 
guilty of rude, indecent, or disorderly conduct, or shall insult 
any person, or unlawfully and purposely impede the passage 
of any person through the streets and thoroughfares of the 
city, or who shall sing or repeat any lewd or obscene words, 
or write or mark in any manner any obscene word or figure 
on any building, wall, fence, post, or thing whatsoever, or 
shall wantonly injure or deface any fence, building, tree or 
other property belonging to any person or corporation, or 
who shall, in any manner, intrude upon private premises 
against the warning of the occupant, shall, upon conviction 
thereof before the Recorder, be fined in a sum not exceeding 
fifty dollars, or imprisoned not to exceed ten days. 

Sec. 3. Any person who shall, unless permission has first 
been obtained of the Mayor, within the business part of the 
city, or in the vicinity of any store, hotel, factory, mill, bridge 
or public building, or when warned not so to do by any 
householder residing near by, discharge any gun, cannon, fire¬ 
works or preparation of gunpowder, or make any bonfire, or 
improperly use or expose any friction matches, or who shall 
wilfully raise any’false alarm of fire, upon conviction before 
the Recorder, shall be fined not more than ten ^dollars for 
each offence. 

Sec. 4. Any person who shall ride or drive through the 
streets of this city at a pace liable to endanger life or prop¬ 
erty ; who shall ride or drive over any bridge across any 
stream within the city, on which notice is posted forbidding 
the sume, faster than a walk, or who shall willfully obstruct 
any cross walk or side walk, by stopping a team or wagon 
thereon, or by hitching any animal so that such animal shall 
obstruct the passage of pedestrians, or shall neglect or refuse 
to remove such team, wagon or animal when requested, shall, 
7 
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upon conviction before the Recorder, be fined not more than 
ten dollars for each offence. 

Sec. 5. No person shall, unless authorized by the Mayor 
or Marshal, place any obstructions in the streets or alleys of 
this city, such as fuel, lumber, or building materials, and such 
obstructions shall not remain longer than is absolutely neces¬ 
sary ; and in case such obstructions are likely to endanger 
the passage of persons or teams, the Marshal may require the 
owner thereof to place at night a sufficient light thereon. 
Any person so obstructing the street and refusing to obey the 
orders of the Marshal, made in accordance with this ordi¬ 
nance, shall, on conviction thereof before the Recorder, be 
fined not to exceed five dollars for each offence. 

Sec. 6. No building shall be moved through the streets of 
this city without permission of the Mayor ; and any person 
or persons moving such buildings without leave, shall, on con¬ 
viction before the Recorder, be fined not exceeding twenty 
dbllars for each offence. 

Sec. 7. Any person who shall wilfully lead, ride or drive 
any animal or team upon or across any sidewalk or walk on 
or around any of the public grounds of this city, shall, on 
conviction thereof before the Recorder, be fined not more 
than five dollars for each offence ; provided , that where 
wagon entrances are necessary, property owners may con¬ 
struct cross walks instead of the side walks, and of the same 
width, which shall be made substantial enough for the pas¬ 
sage of loaded teams. 

Sec. 8. Any person who shall haul or put on any of the 
public grounds of this city, any timber, brush, rubbish or 
refuse matter, or place any obstruction or material thereon 
for any purpose, unless with the permission of the Mayor, 
• shall, on conviction before the Recorder, be fined not more 
than ten dollars for each offence. 
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TITLE II. 

Relating to Nuisances. 

Section 1. No slaughter house or pen where animals 
shall be killed shall be kept within the city, unless express 
permission has been granted therefor by the City Council. 

Sec. ■ 2. The owner of any animal which may die, shall 
cause the dead carcass to be buried within twenty-four hours 
after its death, or remove the same, within that time, outside 
the city limits, t*. some proper place. 

Sec. 3. In case any person shall fail to comply with the 
preceding section and remove any dead animal belonging to 
him, the Marshal shall make such disposal of the same as the 
law’ directs, and the cost of such disposals shall be recovered 
of such owner by action before the Recorder, with costs of 
suit and the further sum of five dollars, in case of wilful neg¬ 
lect, which shall be a special fee to the Marshal for his servi¬ 
ces in having such carcass disposed of. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Marshal to remove all 
dead animals at the cost of the City, when the owner is un¬ 
known, or refuses or fails to comply with this provision, and 
to prosecute all persons violating section two of this title. 

Sec. 5. No vendor or dealer shall offer for sale or sell any 
spoiled or tainted meats, fish, fruits or vegetables. 

Sec. 6. No person^ shall throw into any street or alley any 
garbage, or unsound, putrid or unwholesome substanee what¬ 
soever. 

Sec. 7. The owner or occupant of any premises on which 
shall exist any privy, vault, cesspool or drain, which shall be 
in such a condition as to emit a noisome and offensive smell, 
or which shall be deemed by the Marshal or other officer ap¬ 
pointed guardian of the health of the city, as prejudicial to 
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the general health, shall, upon notice given by such officer, 
abate such nuisance 'inmediately, and in addition to the gen¬ 
eral line imposed for violation of this ordinance, any person 
violating the provisions of this section shall suffer an addi¬ 
tional penalty of five dollars per day for each day of unneces¬ 
sary delay in complying with the notice of Marshal or health 
officer to abate such nuisance. 

Sec. 8. No dead animal, filthy excresence, or offal shall 
be put into any slough or standing water within the city 
limits. No person shall commit any nuisance on or in any 
bridge, sidewalk, street or public walk, or near or in any pub¬ 
lic building within the city. 

Sec, 9. Any person violating this title or any of its pro¬ 
visions, shall, upon conviction before the Recorder, be fined 
not more than fifty dollars, or imprisoned not more than five 
days. 

Sec. 10. The Marshal shall report to the City Council all 
cases of. nuisance as described in section seven of this title. 
He shall promptly examine every such case reported to him, 
and shall have the right to enter any premises where he may 
have reason to believe such a nuisance exists, and shall give 
immediate notice to the occupant or owner of premises where 
such may be found to abate the same. He shall strictly 
prosecute all cases of nuisance whatsoever that may come to 
his knowledge, and enforce the penalties adjudged. He shall 
remove all nuisances at the cost of the city, in case of inabil¬ 
ity to otherwise compel the removal or abatement of the 
same, and shall bring his account for so doing before the City 
Council, who shall allow reasonable remuneration for services 
rendered by him. 
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TITLE HI. 

To Provide for the Storage of Gunpowder. 

Section 1. No person shall keep for private use, in any 
one house or place within the city, more than five pounds of 
gunpowder at one time. 

Sec. 2. No person doing business within the city shall 
keep for Sale in auy store, storehouse or place of business, 
more than twenty-five pounds of gunpowder in cans and 
twenty-five pounds of blasting powder at any one time ; and 
such powder shall be kept near the extrance of such place of 
business, convenient of access, in a secure tin box or package, 
to be plainly marked “ Powder.” 

Sec. 3. Any person violating the provisions of this title, 
shall, upon conviction before the Recorder, be fined not ex¬ 
ceeding fifty dollars and costs. 

TITLE IV. 

For the Prevention of Fires. 

Section 1 . Every chimney or flue that may hereafter be 
built within this city shall have walls of good quality of brick, 
at least'four inches in thickness, the bottom to be six inches 
thick of the same material, to be laid in good lime mortar, 
plastered on the inside, and when passing through or near 
wood-work, plastered On the outside ; they shall be well se¬ 
cured and extend at least two and a half feet above the roof, 
and at least two feet below the ceiling of tlje room wherein 
vfire is to be made. Every stove-pipe or flue passing through 
a ceiling or partition shall be protected by a tin cylinder, so 
as to be at least three inches from any wood-work. No stove¬ 
pipe shall pass through any window or the roof of any build¬ 
ing, except by the express permission of the Fire Warden, 
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which shall be given in writing, and shall designate the time 
for which leave is granted. No stove shall stand within two 
feet of anj wooden or cloth wall, unless such wall is fully pro¬ 
tected by tin or zinc plates fastened thereon. All stoves 
shall be protected by tin, zinc or brick, placed beneath the 
same to protect the floor. 

Sec. 2. No hay, straw, shavings or other combustible 
matter shall be allowed to remain exposed in or adjacent to 
any building, except carpenter shops, livery stables and man¬ 
ufacturing establishments, and from such places such material 
shall be removed at least once a week, or as often as deemed 
necessary by the Marshal or Fire Wardens of the city. 

Sec. 3. The Fire Wardens or Marshal shall at all times 
have the right to enter and examine any building within this 
city, to discover violations of this ordinance, or to decide if 
flues or chimneys heretofore built are sufficiently safe and se¬ 
cure ; and if, in the judgment of such officer, any such flue 
or chimngy shall be deemed unsafe, it shall be his duty to 
notify the owners or occupants of the premises of that fact, 
and order that the same be immediately repaired ; and if the 
parties so interested and notified refuse or neglect to make 
the required repairs, they shall, in addition to the fine im¬ 
posed for violation of this title, be liable in the further sum of 
one dollar for each day such imperfect flue or chimney shad 
remain in use unrepaired, after notice has been given to re¬ 
pair the same as above stated. 

Sec. 4. In case any perspn so notified shall persist in 
using such chimney or flue, without making the repairs or¬ 
dered. the Marshal or Fire Warden shall cause the same to 
be made, and the expense of such repairs and costs of suit 
may be collected by action brought before the Recorder. 

Sec. 5. Any person or-persons violating this title, or any 
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provision thereof, shall, on conviction before the Recorder, he 
fined not exceeding twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sec. 6. In case no Fire Warden has been appointed by 
the City Council, the City Marshal shall perform the duties 
of such officer as laid down in this ordinance. 

Sec. 7. In case of fire, it shall be the special duty of the 
Fire Wardens and City Marshal to direct and assist in the 
preservation and security of all moveable property exposed to 
danger. 


CHAPTER V. 

Relating to Animals Running at Large. 

TITLE I. 

To prevent Horses, Mules, Cattle and Sheep from running at large in the 
City. 

Sec. 1 . No horses, mules, cattle or sheep shall be allowed 
to run at large within the limits of the city, except milch 
cows. 

Sec. 2. When such animals shall be found running at 
large within the city, the Marshal shall take them up and 
keep them in some safe manner, under proper care, at expense 
of not over one dollar per week, and in case the owner of such 
animal can be ascertained, he shall immediately notify such 
owner that the same are in his possession, for violation of the 
provisions of this ordinance. If no owner - can be found, nor 
the ownership of such animals be ascertained, then, in case 
of horses, mules or cattle, so taken up, he shall advertise in 
some city newspaper for three successive weeks, describing- 
said animals, and announcing the time—not less than four 
weeks—and the place when the same shall be sold to the 
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highest bidder, as hereinafter provided. In case of sheep, 
when no owner can be found, he shall post five notices in 
public places within the city, to the same effect as the publi¬ 
cation above named, and such sheep shall be sold at some 
time not less than ten days after such notices shall have been 
posted. 

Sec. 3. In case of animals sold under the provisions of 
this ordinance, such sale shall he conducted as is provided by 
law for the sale of estrays by a constable. And the proceeds 
of such sale, after defraying costs, shall be deposited in the 
city treasury. 

Sec. 4. In case the owner applies for such animals before 
sale takes place, he shall be entitled to the possession of the 
same, by paying expenses of keeping and advertising the 
same, and a further sum of two dollars for each head of horses, 
mules or cattle, and twenty-five cents in the case of sheep, 
which shall be a fee to the Marshal; and all sheep found to¬ 
gether shall be advertised in a single notice. 

Sec. 5. A right of redemption shall remain to every per¬ 
son owning stock taken up and sold in accordance with the 
terms of this ordinance, if, within the period of six months 
after sale thereof, he shall pay to the purchaser the price paid 
by him at such sale, the further sum of ten per centum there¬ 
on as damages, and a reasonable price for the maintenance of 
such animals while in his possession, and not to exceed one 
dollar per week, upon giving sufficient proof of his original 
ownership and himself making oath thereto, if required, the 
Treasurer shall, upon the advice of the Marshal, and being 
put in possession of the aforesaid proof, pay such owner, if he 
redeems or not, any balance received from such sale deposited 
in the City Treasury. 

Sec. 6. The Marshal shall receive for his services in 
taking up any horse, mule or cattle, the sum of two dollars 
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each ; for each sheep, if not more than three are taken up, 
fifty cents each ; if over that number, not less than one dol¬ 
lar and a half; and in case more than six are taken up, 
twenty-five cents each and the cost of feeding same. 

TITLE II. 

Relating to Swine. 

Section 1 . JSo swine shall go at large in any of the 
streets, alleys, lanes or public places of the City of Salem. 

Sec. 2. Upon personal notice by the Marshal of any 
swine at large within the city, or on complaint made to him, 
such animals shall, by his direction, be placed in a suitable 
enclosure, and the Marshal shall proceed to post, in three 
public places within the city, written notices that said ani¬ 
mals are so confined, and that, unless claimed within one 
week, they will be sold to the highest bidder for cash. 

Sec. 3. Upon the payment of all costs incurred since 
taking up of said swine, they shall be given up to the owner 
or keeper thereof; and unless so redeemed, they shall be sold 
according to notice given, and all money received for their 
sale, over and above costs incurred, shall be paid by the Mar¬ 
shal into the City Treasury. 


CHAPTER VI. 

Creating and Regulating the Fire Depaft'tment. 

TITLE I. 

Organizing the Fire Department of the City of Salem. 

Sec. 1. The fire department of the City of Salem shall con- 
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sist of one Chief Engineer, one Assistant Engineer, and such 
engine companies, hook and ladder companies, and hose 
companies as the City Council may order and approve. 

Sec. 2. Each company shall consist of h Foreman, and two 
Assistant Foremen, and a Secretary, who may also he Treas¬ 
urer. Any engine company shall have at least thirty mem¬ 
bers, and not more than sixty members. And a hook and 
ladder company must have not less than twenty nor more 
than forty members. The company officers shall be elected 
for one year, or until their successors are elected and qualified. 
The elections for officers of companies shall be held at such 
time each year as the company By-Laws shall prescribe, which 
By-Laws shall also prescribe the manner in which vacancies 
shall be filled. Each company shall make rules for its own 
government. 

Sec. 3. If the roll of any company shall become reduced 
below the minimum above fixed, the fact shall be reported to 
the City Council, at its next regular meeting, by the foreman 
thereof, and the Council shall decide, after examination of its 
affaire, if the company shall be continued or disbanded. 

Sec. 4. The annual election for Chief Engineer and Assist¬ 
ant Engineer shall be held on the first Monday of July in 
each year, and ten days’ notice thereof shall be given by the 
Recorder, by publication in some city newspaper, stating 
when and where such election shall be held, and at what 
time the polls shall open and close. The polls shall open at 
two o’clock p. m., and close at six p. m., under the inspection 
of two Judges, to be appointed by the Mayor, from members 
of fire companies. Poll-books shall be prepared by the Re¬ 
corder, and elections shall be held and returns made in man¬ 
ner and form as provided for city elections, the judges duly 
qualifying the efor. The persons elected shall receive certifi 
cates of election from the Recorder, and be duly qualified 
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before assuming their official duties. Contested elections 
shall be decided by t e City Council. No person save the 
members' of the fire department shall vote at such election, 
and he must have been a member thereof for twenty days 
previous to the election. 

Sec. 5. The Chief Engineer shall have sole and absolute 
command of the fire department and the fire apparatus in 
time of any fire. He shall control and keep in repair all 
public cisterns. He shall report to the City Council the first 
day of April and the first day of October, of each year, the 
condition of the fire department, engines, apparatus, cisterns, 
and engine houses; also, all fires that have occurred within 
the city, the cause thereof, the number and description of 
buildings, destroyed or injured, the names of the owners or 
occupants, and the estimated loss, as near as the particulars 
of the same can be ascertained, which report shall be pub¬ 
lished in one of the City papers. In case the Chief Engineer 
shall not make such report, within thirty days after the time 
specified, or if he shall be abroad from the city thirty days, 
without permission from the City Council, or shall fail to 
qualify, his office may be declared vacant, and the Council 
shall fill such vacancy by appointment for the unexpired term. 
All repairs needed on engines, apparatus, cisterns or engine 
house shall be reported to the .Council by the Chief Engineer, 
with the estimated cost thereof, but when such repairs can be 
performed for not more han twenty-five "dollars, he shall 
cause the same to be duly made, and the amount shall be 
audited and paid by the city. He shall have power to use 
gunpowder and by other means remove buildings for the pur¬ 
pose of extinguishing a fire, should it be necessary. He shall 
have power to suspend any company for disobedience to 
orders, or neglect of duty, until a meeting of the City Council 
shall be had thereon. 
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Sec. 6. The Assistant Engineer shall assist the Engineer, 
and possess all his powers and discharge all his duties in his 
absence. In the absence of both Engineers, the Foreman of 
the Company first at a fire shall command the fire department. 

The Chief Engineer or Assistant Engineer may be im¬ 
peached for neglect of or inability to discharge duty, or for 
an unwarrantable exercise of power, if the Foremen of a 
majority of the companies composing the fire department 
shall decide upon such impeachment. After one week's 
notice given, and specification of the charges made, the im¬ 
peachment shall be tried and decided by the City Council. 

Sec. 7. The Recorder shall keep a registry of the fire 
department, in which he shall enter the names of the fire 
companies, and each year just before the election, he shall 
record in it a list of the members of each company. A list 
of the members doing duty in each company shall be made 
by the Secretary thereof and filed with the Recorder within 
twenty days previous to each annual election, from which 
lists the Recorder shall, before the annual election each year, 
make out a list of members of the fire department to the 
judges of election with poll books for recording the votes. 
No person shall vote at such election unless his name is found 
entered upon the list furnished by the Recorder. 

Sec. 7. In case of sales made he shall receive the same 
compensation, additional to that named in the preceding 
section, for making such sale. 

Sec. 8. If any person shall willfully fail or refuse to aid 
in extinguishing a fire or in saving and protecting property 
exposed to danger, when ordered so to.do by the Chief or As¬ 
sistant Engineer, such officer may cause his arrest then or 
afterwards, and on conviction of such offence before the Re¬ 
corder, he shall be fined not less than ten nor more than 
twenty dollars. 
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Sec. 9. During the time ot any lire every liremm 1 shall 
liave the powers of a police officer, to prevent persons (except 
policemen, firemen or owners of property threatened with 
loss) from entering portions of the city occupied by the fire 
department, and they are empowered hereby to mala* arrests 
for breach of the provisions of this title, without complaint or 
citation. 

Sec. 10. Any person who shall drive a dray, cart or 
wagon over an unprotected fire hose, upon conviction before 
the Recorder, shall be fined not more than twenty dollars for 
each offence. 

Sec. 11. All fines accruing under this chapter shall be 
for the use and benefit of the fire department. 

TITLE II. 

For Protection of Fire Apparatus. 

Section 1 . Any person or persons removing, from the 
house where the same is kept, any part of the apparatus be¬ 
longing to any Fire Engine Company or Hose Company, or 
Hook and Ladder Company of the Fire Department of this 
city, without the consent of the Foreman of such company, 
shall, on conviction thereof before the Recorder, be fined not 
more than twenty-five dollars and costs. 


CHAPTER VII. 

Miscellaneous. 


TITLE I. 

Providing for Construction of Sidewalks 
Section 1. Any person or persons owning any lot or frac- 
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tional part of any lot within this city, shall build and main¬ 
tain in good repair in front of the same, on the line of the 
street, such sidewalks as the City Council shall hereafter di¬ 
rect. 

Skc.*2. All owners of lots or parts of lots on Commercial 
street, between the bridge across South Mill Creek and Court 
Street, on State street between Commercial street, and High 
street, shall build (if not now built) and shall keep in re¬ 
pair, sidewalks in front of same twelve feet wide. 

Skc. 3. All owners of lots or parts of lots on State street, 
between High street and Capitol street, on Trade street west 
of Commercial street, or" on Liberty street from Ferry street 
to the crossing of North Mill creek, shall build (if not now 
built) and keep in repair in front of the same, sidewalks ten 
feet wide. 

Sue. 4. Owners of lots or parts of lots on Commercial 
street north of Court street, on Court street east of Front 
street to Capitol street, on Ferry street from Liberty to Front 
street, or on High street between Union and State streets, 
shall build (if not now built) and keep in repair in front of the 
same, sidewalks eight feet wide. 

Sec. 5. All owners of lots on Center street between Com¬ 
mercial street and Capitol street, on Commercial street south 
of the bridge across North Mill Creek, on the east side of 
Capitol street, on the West side of Capitol street from State 
street to Union street, on Winter street between Union street 
and Court street, on Cottage street between Union street and 
Court street, on Church street between Union street and 
Court street, on the north side of Court street from Capital 
street east to the terminus thereof, on Summer street from 
Union street to Court street, on south side of Trade street 
from Front street to Cottage street, on east side of High 
street from State street south of Mill Creek, on east side of 
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Church street from Trade street to State street, on Chemek- 
eta street from Front street to Liberty street, on north side of 
Chemeketa street east of Liberty street, on Center street from 
Front street east, on south side of Marion street east of Front 
street, ou the north side of Union street east -of Front street, 
and on the north side of Division street, shall build (if not 
now built) sidewalks in front of their respective lots or parts 
of lots, six feet wide, and keep the same in good repair. 

Sec. 6. Sidewalks in the city of Salem shall be built of 
good yellow or red fir lumber two inches thick and not over 
ten inches wide. The planks shall be laid crossways of the 
walk on timbers three by four inches square, and nailed down 
with forty-penny nails. 

Sec. 7. If the owner of any lot or part of lot within the 
limits described in sections 2, 3, 4 and 5 shall neglect or re¬ 
fuse to build the walk herein ordered, the City Council shall 
cause the same to be built, and the cost of construction, with 
interest, costs of suit and a fee of ten dollars, to be paid the 
City Attorney, shall be recovered against such person by ac¬ 
tion at law. 

Sec. 8. The City Council may cause sidewalks to be built, 
as provided in section 1 of this title, by passing an order to 
that effect at some regular meeting, and publishing such or¬ 
der for two weeks in some city newspaper as a notice to par¬ 
ties interested, describing the streets and localities where 
sidewalks shall be constructed, the width the same shall be, 
and the time within which such sidewalk shall be completed. 

Sec. 9. If the owner of any lot shall refuse to comply with 
such order after due publication, and fail to build the side¬ 
walk ordered, the City Council shall cause the same to be 
built, and the cost of construction, with interest thereon and 
costs of suit, and a fee of ten dollars to be paid the City At- 
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torney, shall be recovered against snch person by action at 
law. 

TITLE II. 

. Relating to Street Lines. 

Section 1 . Whenever any street improvements are or¬ 
dered to be made in the City of Salem, or sidewalks are 
ordered to be built, all such improvements shall be made, and 
all such sidewalks laid, according to a survey duly made and 
recorded, by virtue of an ordinance passed April 9th, 1861, 
known as “ Ordinance No. 14—to provide for a re-survey of 
the City of Salem,” which said re-survey is commonly known 
as “the new survey,” recorded December 25th, 1862, in 
“Book of Deeds,” pages 121 to 124, by George A. Edes, 
Clerk of Marion county. 

TITLE III. 

Respecting Walls in Common. 

Section 1. Any person who is about to build, within this 
city, contiguous to his neighbor, may, if no wall be on the 
line between, rest one-half of his wall on his neighbor’s land ; 
provided, he build of brick or stone at least as high as the 
first story, such wall above the cellar wall not to exceed 
eighteen inches in thickness, not including the plastering, 
which shall not be counted as part of such wall. 

Sec. 2. If the neighbor contributes one-half the expense 
of building such wall, it shall be a wall in common between 
them ; and if he even refuse to contribute to the building of 
such wall, he shall yet retain the right of making it a wall in 
common, by paying the person who built it, or the person 
then owning it, one-half of the appraised value of said wall at 
the time of using it. 
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Sex:. 3. The repairs and re-building of walls in common 
are to be made at the expense of all who have a right to the 
same, in proportion to the interest of each therein, unless any 
person shall surrender his right in common, no building 
owned by him being actually supported by such wall. 

Sex:. 4. The person building such wall shall, on being re¬ 
quested so to do by his co-proprietor, make the necessary 
flues and leave the necessary bearings for the joists, in the 
manner specified by such co-proprietor. 

Sex:. 5. Every co-proprietor is at liberty to increase the 
height of the wall held in coftnnon, at his own expense, pro¬ 
vided, that in case the wall cannot support such addition, he 
shall put an additional thickness to the same on his own side. 

Sec. 6. Such addition to height of any wall held in com¬ 
mon, may also become a wall in common as provided for the 
original wall in section 2 of this title, and paying for half of' 
the ground occupied by the additional thickness of wall, if 
such addition was actually made. 

Sec. 7. No owner in common of such wall shall make any 
opening or alteration therein, or affix any addition thereto, 
that mav prejudice the safety thereof, without the consent of 
all other parties, or taking such precautions as a competent 
mechanic shall deem requisite for the safety of the same. 

TITLE IY. 

To regulate the Setting Out of Ornamental or Shade Trees in the 
Streets of Salem. 

Section 1 . Whenever any person shall set out ornamen¬ 
tal or shade trees in the streets of this city, the same shall be 
set at a distance of twelve feet outside of the front of the line 
of the lots, according to the new survey ; and it shall be the 
duty of the City Marshal, if any trees are hereafter set out in 
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the streets at a greater or less distance than twelve feet from 
the front of the lots and blocks, to notify the owners or occu¬ 
pants of such premises that the said trees are to be removed 
and planted according to the terms of this ordinance. 

Sec. 2. Whenever any person shall refuse to comply with 
the terms of this title, upon conviction before the Recorder, 
he shall be fined in a sum not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offense. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the Marshal, after he has 
given notice to lot owners or occupants in case they fail to 
comply with the terms hereof, to take up and remove all trees 
planted and willfully permitted to remain so planted, after 
due notice given, and he shall receive a fee of twenty-five 
cents of such person for each tree so taken up and removed, 
to be collected before the Recorder. 

TITLE Y. 

Enacting and Repealing Provision. 

Section 1 . The foregoing code of ordinances of the City 
of Salem shall go into effect and be of full force on the first 
day of June, 1807. 

Sec. 2. All ordinances passed prior to the first day of Jan¬ 
uary, 1867, are hereby repealed, said repeal to take effect on 
the first day of June, 1867.

AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to the Building of Gas Works. 

Empowering C. E. Burrows, David Tuthill and their 
associates, heirs, administrators, executors, or as¬ 
signs, to build Gas Works and lay pipes in the City 
of Salem, and contracting with said parties above 
named for lighting of streets and public buildings 
with gas. 

Section 1. It is hereby ordained that C. E. Burrows, I). 
Tuthill, and their associates, heirs, administrators, executors 
or assigns, be and they are hereby authorized and empow¬ 
ered to erect, establish and have in operation within the 
limits of the City of Salem, Marion county, State of Oregon, 
on a suitable place or site, to be hereafter selected by them, 
their heirs, administrators or assigns, a manufactory of gas, 
with all the necessary buildings, apparatus, machinery and 
fixtures, within the space of twelve (12) months from the first 
day of January, a. d. 1870, sufficient for the illumination of 
the said city of Salem, and at their option to lay gas pipes 
and extend the service of gas throughout the said city of Sa¬ 
lem, and throughout the additions that may hereafter be 
made to the said city of Salem. 

Sec. 2. That said Burrows, Tuthill, and their associates, 
heirs, administrators, executors or assigns, shall have the ex¬ 
clusive right and use to lay and extend gas pipe and appara¬ 
tus for the convenience of gas throughout the said city of 
Salem, and they shall, with as little delay as possible, repair 
all damages done to the streets, alleys and public places, and 
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leave them in as good condition as they were previous to the 
laying of said pipes and apparatus ; nor shall any other per¬ 
son or persons, company or corporation, have the right to lay 
pipe for any purpose within two and one-half (24) feet of the 
center of the gas pipe, except when necessary to cross the 
same, without the consent of the said Burrows, Tuthill, and 
their associates, heirs, administrators, executors or assigns. 

Sec. 3. That, in consideration of the privileges and im¬ 
munities herein granted, the said Burrows, Tuthill and their 
associates, heirs, administrators, executors or assigns, upon 
completion of their gas manufactory, shall be and they are 
hereby required to furnish gas for live (5) street lamps free of 
charge to the City of Salem ; such service to be continued so 
long as the said above named grantees continue to hold and 
enjoy the privileges herein extended to them. Said lamps to 
be located on the line of main pipe, by the Council or corpo¬ 
rate authorities of said City of Salem. And the said Bur¬ 
rows, Tuthill, and their associates, heirs, administrators, ex¬ 
ecutors or assigns, shall, if required by the Common Council, 
supply with gas all street lamps that may be provided by the 
corporate authorities of said City of Salem, (said lamps being- 
located on the line of main pipe) at a cost not to exceed 
twenty-live (25) cents per night for each lamp ; also, to sup¬ 
ply gas for public places and buildings at such fixed rrte and 
price as may be agreed upon from time to time. 

Sec. 4. No other person or persons, company or compa¬ 
nies, corporation or corporations, whatsoever, shall be per¬ 
mitted, directly or indirectly, to erect, build or establish, or 
maintain any other gas-work or works, manufactory or man¬ 
ufactories, or apparatus for lighting the streets, alleys, or pub¬ 
lic places of said City of Salem, or supplying the inhabitants 
thereof with gas, during the term of ten years from the pas¬ 
sage of this ordinance. 
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Skc. 5. That if the said gas-works are not in operation 
within the time specitied in Section 1 of tin's ordinance, and 
unless the said Burrows, Tuthill, their associates, heirs, ad¬ 
ministrators, executors or assigns can show good and sufficient, 
cause for such delay, then this ordinance shall be void and of 
no effect. 

Sec. 6. The Council or corporate authorities of the City 
of Salem may alter, amend or repeal this ordinance, when¬ 
ever it shall satisfactorily appear that the said Burrows, Tut¬ 
hill, their associates, heirs, administrators, executors or as¬ 
signs have violated or abused the privileges granted in^tliis 
ordinance, provided that they shall first be heard by them¬ 
selves or their attorney, in their own defence. 

Sec. 7. This ordinance shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage.

AN ORDINANCE 

Relating to Common Drunkards . 

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the City of Salem : 

Section 1 . That whenever twenty residents, householders, 
residing within the City of Salem, shall present a petition, 
duly signed by them, to the City Recorder, showing that any 
person is in the habit of becoming grossly drunk, and has 
kept up such habit for a period of one month, the Recorder 
shall declare such person a common drunkard, and shall 
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cause notice thereof to be published as an ordinance of this 
city. Thereafter, it shall not be lawful for any person to sell, 
give, or in any manner assist such drunkard to obtain any 
wine, spirituous or malt liquors. 

Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of this act, 
shall, on conviction thereof, be fined by the City Recorder 
not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars.

Relating to Obstructions on Sidewalks.

That any person who shall place, or expose for sale, any 
vegetables, furniture, boxes, fowls, goods, wares, merchandise 
of any description, or other obstructions, which shall occupy 
a frontage of over twelve inches (from the adjacent buildings) 
on or over the sidewalk, shall, upon conviction before the 
Recorder, be fined not to exceed ten dollars. Nothing in the 
above shall be deemed to apply to persons receiving or dis¬ 
charging goods across the sidewalk, provided due diligence 
is used in removing the same.

For keeping a bar room or place where malt liquors are 
sold in quantities less than one quart, fifty dollars per annum. 

For keeping a bar-room or place where malt liquors are 
sold in less quantities than two and one-half gallons, twenty- 
five dollars per annum.

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AN ORDINANCE 

To Provide for ike Appointment of Policemen , and to 
Prescribe their Duties. 

The City of Salem does ordain as follows : 

Section 1. The City Marshal shall, with the approval of 
the Mayor, appoint, at the first regular meeting of the Com¬ 
mon Council in each year, two persons as City police. 

Sec. 2. Before entering upon their duties, each of the 
City Police shall file with the Recorder a certificate of his 
appointment, with his official oath endorsed thereon, to the 
effect that he will faithfully demean himself in office. 

Seo. 3. It shall be the duty of the City Police to execute 
all process directed to them by the Recorder; to make arrests 
for a breach of the peace, for a violation of any city ordinance, 
or for the commission of a crime within the city limits, as a 
peace officer may under the laws of this State; to light and take 
care of the street lamps; to patrol and take charge as watch¬ 
men of the city by night, under the direction of the City 
Marshal, and to extend their beat throughout the city; and 
they shall at all times be subject to the orders of the City 
Marshal in preserving the peace and good order of the City. 

Seo. 4. The City Marshal may, with the approval of the 
Mayor, remove any policeman from office, for neglect of 
duty, or misconduct in office; Provided , That the Common 
Council may, at any time, remove any policeman. 

Sec. 5. The City Police shall receive for their services 
seventy-five dollars per month each, to be audited and paid 
monthly from the City Treasury. 

Seo. 6. As soon as this ordinance shall take effect, two 
persons as City Police may be appointed as prescribed in 
Section 1, of said ordinance.

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AN ORDINANCE 

Amendatory of the City Laws relative to Licensing certain 
Occupations. 

Be it enacted by the Common Council of the City of Salem: 

That any person keeping a room, house or other place not 
specified in Section 8, Title 3 of Chapter 3, where spirituous 
liquors are sold in any quantity, shall pay a license of fifty 
dollars per annum ; Provided , That a license may be issued 
for any time less than one year, at the same rate, for the 
time specified in the license.

AN ORDINANCE 

Vacating certain Strets to the use of the Oregon and Cali¬ 
fornia Railroad Co ., as apart of its Depot Grounds. 

Be it enacted by the Common Council of the City of Salem - 

That the streets and alleys included in the following de¬ 
scription, to-wit: All of the alleys in Blocks Nos. 43, 44, 45, 
46 and 49 ; Thirteenth street between Blocks 43, 44, 45, 
46, 49 and 50; Oak street between Blocks 46 and 49, and 
45 and 50; Bellevue street between blocks Nos. 44 and 45, 
and 43 and 46, all in the University addition of the City of 
Salem, be and are hereby vacated, the same to be and form 
a 'part of the depot grounds of the Oregon and California 
R. R. Co.; Provided , That the principal depot for the City 
of Salem shall be located on said grounds by said Company. 
Passed August 9, 1870.

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AN ORDINANCE 

To Prevent the Spread of Contagious Diseases within the 
limits of the City of Salem. 

The City of Salem does ordain as follows: 

Section 1. That it shall be the duty of every practicing 
physician in the City to notify the Mayor, or some member 
of the Common Council of said City, in writing, of the ex¬ 
istence of any cases of small-pox or other contagious disease 
in the city, within ten hours after the existence of such dis¬ 
ease shall come to his knowledge ; and should such physician 
refuse or neglect to comply with the requirement of this sec¬ 
tion, he shall for every such offense be fined by the Recorder 
of said city in any sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be and is hereby made the duty of 
the owner or occupant of every house, store, building or ten¬ 
ement in said city, whenever any person may have the small¬ 
pox, or other dangerous or contagious disease, to give notice 
in writing, to the Mayor of said city, of the same, within ten 
hours after the existence of said disease shall come to his 
knowledge; and should any person fail, neglect or refuse to 
comply with the requirements of this section, he or they shall 
for every such offense, be fined by the Recorder of said city 
in any sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 3. That it shall be and is hereby made the duty of 
the owner and occupant of every house, store, building or 
tenement in said city, wherever any person now has or may 
hereafter have the small-pox, or any other dangerous or con¬ 
tagious disease, to give notice to the public immediately of the 
existence of such disease in such house, store, building or 
tenement, by placing a yellow flag in some conspicuous place 
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on the premises ; and in case the owner or occupant of such 
house, store, building or tenement shall fail or neglect to 
place such flag as aforesaid, it is hereby made the duty of 
the Marshal of said city, as soon as he is informed of the ex¬ 
istence of such disease in any house, store, building or tene¬ 
ment, to cause such flag to be placed as aforesaid; and such 
flag, whether placed as aforesaid by such owner or occupant 
or by the City Marshal, shall remain there until such person 
having such disease shall have so far recovered that no dan¬ 
ger by [of] infection shall remain ; and any person having 
failed or neglected to place such flag as herein required, or 
having taken down or destroyed such flag when so placed, 
before the removal of all danger by infection, shall, upon 
conviction, be fined therefor by the Recorder in any sum not 
to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 4. No person having any contagious disease shall go 
out in public, or pass from house to house, or building to 
building, or appear in any street, alley, or other public place 
in said city, until he or they shall have so far recovered from 
such disease as to preclude all danger of infection ; and if the 
City Marshal shall see or be informed of any person violating 
this section, it shall be his duty to cause such person to be 
taken forthwith to his or her place of residence, if within the 
city, and if such residence is not within the city, then to such 
other place as the Mayor may direct. Any person violating 
any of the provisions of this section shall be fined by the 
City Recorder in any sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 5. No physician or other person attending or visit¬ 
ing any person or persons who may be sick with small pox or 
other dangerous and contagions disease, shall appear on any 
street, alley or other public place, without first having 
changed his or their clothes, and used all reasonable precau¬ 
tion to prevent the spread of any such contagious disease. 
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Any person violating the provision of this section, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be fined by the Recorder in any sum not, 
to exceed one hundred dollars. • 

Sec. 6. The oecrpant of any house, store, building or 
tenement in said [city wherever any person may have been 
sick of any such disease, shall, on the death or recovery of 
such person from such disease, forthwith destroy, by burning 
or burying, the clothes worn by such person during such 
sickness, and shall cleanse and purify the room and house, 
store, tenement or building in which such person was con¬ 
fined ; and any person who shall neglect or refuse to comply 
with the provisions of this section, shall be fined by the City 
Recorder in any sum not to exceed one hundred dollars. 

,Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the City Marshal to en¬ 
force this ordinance, and to complain of every violation 
thereof. 

Passed Nov. 15, 1870. 


AN ORDINANCE 

To provide for Supplying the City of Salem with good, 
wholesome Water , and to Authorize the laying down of 
Pipes for Water, in the Streets of said City: 

Be it ordained by the Common Council of the City of Salem: 

Section 1. That J. M. Martin and David Allen, their 
associates, successors or assigns, have the authority and con¬ 
sent of the Common Council of the City of Salem to supply 
the said city and the inhabitants thereof with good and 
wholesome water for the term of seventeen years, and for 
that purpose they, the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, 
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their associates, successors or assigns, have the authority 
and consent of the said Common Council, to lay pipes and 
erect hydrants along the streets and alleys of said city; to 
excavate the streets and alleys whenever and wherever it shall 
be necessary to do so; to erect reservoirs, lay down pipes, 
erect hydrants, or keep in repair said works, as the the water 
shall be required for the use of the city, or for the private 
use of the inhabitants thereof; that all pipes other than 
waste pipes shall be laid not less than twelve inches below 
the surface of the grade of the street or alleys in which the 
same may be located, and no pipe whatever shall be laid 
nearer to the said water pipe than two feet, excepting for the 
purpose of crossing the same, and whenever and in all cases 
in which it may be necessary to disturb side or cross walks, 
in constructing or repairing the said works, they shall be re¬ 
placed by the said J. M. Martin, David Allen, their asso¬ 
ciates, successors or assigns, with as little delay as possible. 
The said grant of authority and permission being upon the 
following condition and stipulation, to-wit: 

Sec. 2. That the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, their 
associates, successors or assigns, in consideration of the 
authority, consent, privileges and compensation herein 
granted, shall be, and they are hereby, required to furnish 
the said city of Salem with all the good, wholesome water 
necessary to supply such hydrants and cisterns as may now 
or shall hereafter be constructed or erected within the 
following limits, to-wit: On Ferry street, from Front street to 
Liberty; on State street, from front street to High street. 
on Court street, from Front street to High street; on Front 
street, from Ferry street to Main street; on Commercial 
street, from Trade street to Center street; on Liberty street, 
from State street to Marion street; on High street, from 
State street to Marion street; and on all the cross streets be- 
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tween Trade street and Marion street, and including Trade 
and Marion streets; and shall furnish a continuous supply 
of good wholesome water for the private use of the inhabit¬ 
ants of said city, as the same shall be required along the line 
where the main pipes shall- extend, and they shall furnish 
water for the use of all engine houses, rooms for firemen’s 
meetings, the Council Chamber and the City Prison, free of 
charge, during the continuance of this grant; and they shall 
also furnish and set at such points along the main pipes, and 
at such time as the Common Council shall direct, as many 
hydrants as the Common Council shall require within tlie 
limits hereinbefore specified, of such size as the Common Coun¬ 
cil shall direct, and shall furnish and lay the pipe connecting 
them with the water-main, without charge or cost to the city 
of Salem. 

Sec. 3. That the City of Salem hereby agrees to pay and 
shall pay to the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, their 
associates, successors or assigns, for supplying the cisterns 
and hydrants mentioned in section two (2) the sum of eight¬ 
een hundred dollars per f^nnum in gold coin of the JUnited 
States, to be paid in quarterly installments, for seventeen 
years; and the City Recorder is hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected to draw his warrants on the City Treasurer, payable 
in gold coin, for the amount due at the end of each and every 
quarter, to be computed from the day that one mile of pipe 
is laid and supplied with water, and to deliver the same to 
the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, their associates, suc¬ 
cessors or assigns. 

Sec. 4. That the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, 
their associates, successors or assigns, shall file their accept¬ 
ance of this grant, in writing, with the City Recorder, within 
ten days after the passage of this ordinance, and shall com¬ 
mence work within six months from said date; and they shall 
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lay down and supply with good wholesome water at least one 
mile of main pipe within one year from said date, and they 
shall also lay down and supply as aforesaid an additional 
mile of main pipe the year next thereafter. 

Sec. 5. That the said J. M. Martin and' David Allen, 
their associates, successors or assigns, shall supply all streets 
and public places, not hereinbefore specified, with water, as 
the same shall from time to time be ordered by the Common 
Council, and the city shall pay therefor to the said J. M. 
Martin and David Allen, their associates, successors or assigns, 
at the same rate in proportion to the amount of water used 
as is allowed for streets hereinbefore named ; Provided , That 
the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, their associates, suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, shall in no case be compelled to extend 
their pipes for supplying such water more than one block 
from where the main pipes are laid and in operation at the 
date of making such order. 

Sec. 6. That the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, 
their associates, successors or assigns, shall at all times after 
the said works are put in operation, keep a sufficient supply 
of good wholesome water in the distributing reservoir, the 
base of which shall be at an elevation of not less than eighty 
feet above the grade of the street at the intersection of State 
with Commercial streets in the City of Salem, to supply all de¬ 
mands upon them for water within said city. 

Sec. 7. The said J. M. Martin and David Allen, their as¬ 
sociates, successors or assigns, shall not charge higher rates 
for water than is customarily allowed for water in towns or 
cities of like population on the Pacific coast. 

Sec. 8. That during the continuance of the grant herein 
made, to-vfit—seventeen years—the authority or consent of 
the said Common Council shall not be granted to any other 
person, persons or corporation, for the purpose indicated herein, 
nor shall the corporate authorities of said city, during the 
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said term erect or operate within the said city, works for sup¬ 
plying the same or the inhabitants thereof with water. 

Sec. 9. That this ordinance shall be construed to be a 
contract between the city of Salem and the said J. M. Martin 
and David Allen, their associates, successors or assigns, to 
furnish the city with water pursuant to the provision of the 
Charter authorizing the Common Council to provide therefor, 
and that this ordinance shall not be altered, amended or re¬ 
pealed without the written consent of the said J. M. Martin 
and David Allen, their associates, successors or assigns ex¬ 
cept upon proof satisfactory to the Common Council of gross 
fraud on the part of the said J. M. Martin and David Allen, 
their associates, successors or assigns, or of a violation by 
them of any of the provisions of this ordinance. 

Sec. 10. That this ordinance shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage.

AN ORDINANCE. 

To amend the City Laws relating to semi-annual report of 
the Chief Engineer of the Fire Department. 

The people of the City of Salem do ordain as follows : 

That Section 5 of Title 1 of Chapter 6, be amended so as 
to read as follows : 

Section 5. The Chief Engineer shall have sole and absolute 
command of the Fire Department and the fire apparatus in 
time of any fire. He shall control and keep in repair all 
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public cisterns. He shall report to the City Council the first 
day of January and the first day of July of each year, the 
condition of the Fire Department, engines, apparatus, cisterns 
and engine houses; also all fires that have occurred within 
the city, the cause thereof, the number and description of 
buildings destroyed or injured, the names of the owners or 
occupants, and the estimated loss, as near as the particulars 
of the same can be ascertained, which rrport shall be pub¬ 
lished in one of the city papers. In case the Chief Engineer 
shall not make such a report within thirty days after the 
time specified, or if he shall be abroad from the city thirty 
days without permission from the City Council, or shall fail 
to qualify, his ofiice may be declared vacant, and the Council 
shall fill such vacancy by appointment for the unexpired 
term. All repairs needed on engines, apparatus, cisterns or 
engine house shall be reported to the Council .by the Chief 
Engineer, with the estimated cost thereof, but when such re¬ 
pairs can be performed for not more than twenty-five dollars, 
he shall cause the same to be duly made and the amount shall 
be audited and paid by the city. He shall have power to use 
gunpowder, and by other means remove buildings for the pur¬ 
pose of extinguishing a fire, should it be necessary. He shall 
have power to suspend any Company for disobedience to or¬ 
ders or neglect of duty, until a meeting of the City Council 
shall be had thereon.
